Mr. Speaker: Mr. Nataraja Pillai,.do you wish to speak on :

Shri P. S. Nataraja Pillai: Yes, Sir. When I speak on the 
motion under “Superintendence,”’ one thing I have to say is, this is 
the controlling authority of the Police Department as far as that 
department is concerned. .I find the demand for District Police 
has increased by somewhere nearly 60 per cent in the course of 
the last 4 years but the superintendence has not ’ proportionately 
increased in efficiency. That is.not a matter for congratulation. 
But I will confine myself to.the superintendence that is, being done 
by the controlling agency. The one “great defect which we find 
in the controlling agency is in regard to the investigation of: 
crime. and the result produced. As revealed by the Administration ° 
Report of the Department, it is unsatisfactory, nay blameworthy. We | 

- have not yet ‘got the report on the Police Administration for 1950-51, 
though the other Departments have supplied their reports.” 
The latest: available report for the Police Department is of the 
year 1949-50. If Iam correct, the Police Department has 
not published their Administration Report for 1950-51. [f we 

_look into the latest available report, we see for Offences against the 
State a certain number of .persons have been arrested. For the | 
purpose of keeping tranquillity and peace, the number of persons 
tried was 803, but the number convicted was 114. Such is the 
kind. of investigation, and the effectiveness with which they do the 

‘investigation is seen in the result. Sir, after having registered cases 
against 803 persons, when the Police charged them before the Magis- 
tracy, the result was only 114 persons were convicted and the rest 
acquitted. Such is the efficiency of the Department as far as investi- 
gation of crime and the work of controlling are concerned. I am 
making these remarks because of the recent happenings in different 
parts of the country. ' The kind of police protection that is afforded 
to the people of the countty is very defective. There were open 
murders in a number of municipalities which have not been so far 
investigated or the offenders brought to book. There have occurred 

;prominent thefts not only from private institutions but also from 
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Government offices as well which have not been traced nor the 
offenders were brought to book, There were other kinds of major 
crimes like sacrilege and destruction of religious institutions, which 
have not been detected by the Police. But investigation officers 
are being provided every year and funds allowed on that score, 
Though ‘the department is in receipt of confidential reports on these 
matters, still such great crimes are still in an undetected stage. That'is 
the kind ‘of efficiency with which this Department is functioning and 
this Department nearly claims a crore of rupees for expenditure 
inclusive of controlling activity, for which 5.33 lakhs is set apart. 
I ask, are not the people of this country entitled to get better results 
from the money Government are spending on the Police Department? 
The one undesirable. activity which this Department has recently 
. manifested is—I am compelled to say to that extent—a kind of obses- 
sion to the working of political parties. I base my statement 
on the facts as.revealed by statistics furnished by the Department 
itself. The persons arrested for rioting, for unlawful assembly, 
that is, class 1 offences against the State, public tranquillity, safety 
and justice, were 1,806. Even after one year’s investigation the 
Police were able to send for trial only 667 persons, Even out of 
that, the conviction was only 80 in number, We know more or 
less the sections under which such charges are framed, 1,806 persons 
were arrested and the Police sent up for trial just one third of that 
number, namely, 667 and the wonder of it is, only 80 persons were 
convicted, This shows that the Police have developed. an undesi- 
rable propensity to interfere in the political activities of the 
country which I think Sir, in the long run, may tend to create a 
state of fascism in the administration of the country. Such a 
development in the ‘police administration is certainly dangerous 
to the general public at large, That, I think, is one of the funda- 
mental mistakes of the controlling agency of the department. 
That is the primary charge which I would like to place against 
this branch of the service. I would. request the House also to ~ 
ponder on this aspect. of the matter and not deal with individual 

investigations and high-handedness, here and there, but on the 

attitude | of mind of the department towards the public activities 

and their undesirable propensity to meddle in the political activities 

of . the country: Ithink it is high time this House registered its 

voice against such activity of the Police Department. In_ this 

context I would like to know. whether we are to discuss separately - 


this aspect of the matter as it arises in each branch of the Depart- 
ment or as a whole, 


Mr. Speaker: If there is a specific cut ona sub head, I will

This specific cut refers to the want of superintendence in 
the Police Department. Remarks may be confined to that matter 
now. 


Shri P. S. Nataraja Pillai: There is a separate budget for 
the District Superintendent of Police. This fis only about -super- 
intendence in general and so J will confine my remarks only to that, 


[refer to the policy and the attitude of the controlling agency 
and shall deal with other matters’when the next appropriate time 
comes. I would therefore reiterate what I said on this matter. 
I for one do seea change of attitude in the police department in the 
matter of interfering with political activities. That is what is 
revealed by the statistics available at present. There should be 
a change of attitude. They are to protect life and property of 
every citizen. They are not here to canalize public opinion nor 
to correct public opinion. It is none of their duty. The duty 
of the Police is to give protection for life and property to all alike. 
In that discharge of duty the Police must be unfettered and given 
the fullest liberty and support. But when once they enter pro- 
hibited fields to canalize or correct public opinion and to interfere 
with public activities which are legitimate, as long as_ those 
activities do not go against security of State, they must be called to 
halt. They are doing a grave misconduct... I find this tendency 
on the part of the Police in recent years. 1 speak that from personal 
knowledge and through reports as well. I warn them, for such 
kind of control against public activities is dangerous, and I request 
the House to take note of this fact and to think what it would 
mean if such behaviour is not controlled properly at the very outset. 
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Mr. Speaker: Mr. Krishnan Nair, are you speaking on 
the policy ? 

. Shri E. Krishnan Nair : I am supporting the Cut Motion. 
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Mr. Speaker: Does the Minister want to speak on the 
Motion ? You can reply to the discussions that have so far taken 
place- 

Shri, T. M. Varghese: Yes. 
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My. Speaker : Because the hon. Member is involved in 
this matter, is it not better that he does not put questions ? 


Shri. P. Bhaskaran Nair: No, I am not involved. 
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Mr. Speaker: Order, order. Such questions will not lead 
us anywhere because these are facts which cannot be settled 
here. ‘ 
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Mr Speaker : [am just telling the House—when a certain 
set of facts were placed by the hon, Member on this side of the House, 
the Minister must meet those sets of facts by a different sets of facts, 
if they are facts. Ifhon. Members assert that they are not facts, and 
the Minister asserts that they are facts, is this the forum where they 
could be settled finally ? You have been heard, and now he has to 
be heard, Then, decide it by the vote. That is the parliamentary 
procedure. ‘ 
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My. Speaker : With regard to these matters now under 
discussion, the court is the final authority. ; 
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Mx. Speaker: Iam unable to make it more clear, Mr: 
Karunakaran- How can the Speaker make clear an incident . which 
took place some time ago in one corner of Travancore and which 
is in dispute in this House? How can | give asuling? 
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Mr. Speaker : That itself is ‘an assertion. I repeat, that 
itself is an assertion. Nobody can say one way or the other. The 
Minister will proceed. 
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Shri T. V. Thomas: Sir, on a point oforder. © ~las 
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Mr. Speaker : With due respect to the Leader of thé Oppo- 
sition, I would ask, is it right on your part to say so? If the speech 
is unsubstantial I am to decide it. © When hon. Memibers start dis- 
cussion on a controversial subject, we must be ablé to carry on the 
debate accepting the principle of cut and thrust-:That is the essence 
of debate. The hon. Minister is answering a personal question raised 
by that Member. [have absolutely no doubt on that. 


I will put a time-limit, because any number of speeches may 
be made on this side of the House. If you don’t expect any reply, 
I will ask the Government Member to sit down and keep quiet. As 
I said the other day, we must idevelop healthy conventions. You 
may make a dozen points. If those points are’not explained and an 
authoritative statement is not made before the House, what is the use 
of the debate here ? ‘ 
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(Shri K. J. Thomas; stood up.) ; 

Mr. Speaker: Order, order please . Let him conclude 
his speech.

Mr. Speaker: I think that is acceptable to the House. 
Mr. Nataraja Pillai has tabled some’ substantial motions. I will 
call upon him to move motion No. 60. _ : 
Shri P. S. Nataraja Pillai: Sir, I move: 
To reduce the allotment of Rs. 48,43,400 for District Executive 
Force by Rs. 2,27,700. . 


Sir, in moving that motion, I regret I have to make an observa" 
. tion. Sir, in spite of your earnest effort to establish healthy conz 
_ ventions and even throwing out suggestions and adjusting the debates 
of this House to give chances to the Treasury Benches to lay out 


r 
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healthy conventions, I was really disappointed today when the demand 
for Police was moved by the hon, Minister, that he was not kind 
enough to explain the incidence or implications of the Budget’ he 
was presenting to this House. 

Mr. Speaker : That has not been the practice in this House, 

Shri P..S. Nataraja Pillai : That is a new practice which 
would have helped us and that practice would have been welcome 
to us, Let us have such healthy practices. When a demand is 
moved, it should be explained in this House, especially under the 
“present system when we have not got any Finance Committee ‘to 
go into the Budget-—we have got only a Public Accounts Committee 
and an Estimates Committee, not a Finance Committee. 

Shri A, J. John: As far as Government are concerned, 
Government have no objection to accept that suggestion. 


Mr. Speaker : Even the other day there was an attempt 
on my part, But that was not approved by the House. 

Shri C. Achyutha Menon: Sir, It was I who. raised a 
point of order. What I objected to was that opportunity to speak 
was given for more members from the Congress party than from 
other parties, I had no objection to the Minister’s speech. 

Mr. Speaker : Can any Member honestly say that I was 
giving preference to any party? 

Shri P. S. Nataraja Pillai: It need not be understood that 
any Member on this side is unwilling to receive any information 
which the Treasury Benches will be pleased to place before the 
House. 

Now, Sir, I refer to Appendix IV of the Explanatory Memo- 
randum-—Part [I—Schemes provided: for in the Budget for 1953-54. 
On page 29 of that Appendix, there is a provision of Rs. 2,27,000 
for the appointment of additional: staff. What I want to state is 
if the hon. Minister in charge had explained why this additional 
staff has become necessary, why at the present moment the situation 
in the country is such that the Police Force has to be increased and 
what is the number that is sought to be increased, and if any of those 
facts were placed before the House, the discussion could have been 
more to the point. As it is, I have no information ‘available 
from the published records. In the Administration report for 
1950-51 that has been published by this Department, the total strength 
of the constabulary is 4382. From the Budget provision for 1953-54 
as L was able to calculate, it comes to 8502. So, it is an incrcase 
of nearly 3476 according to the. budget. So, in the course of four 
years, the personnel of the constabulary has increased by 3400 per 
sons, so 
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Shri N. P. Varghese : That is inclusive of the Palace Guards, 
I suppose. 


Shri P. S. Nataraja Pillai : Certainly Palace Guards : also. 
But there is a provision of Rs. 56,500 for appointment of additional 
staff under Special Police. 


So, Sir, the strength of the Constabulary has increased, What 
necessitated this increase is a matter which we are not aware of, . 
There is absolutely. no situation in the country of which we are aware 
of, to necessitate such an increase in the Police Force. Then, take 
another aspect of it. Take the Police Budget for the District Police. 
In 1948-49 It was $7.20 lakhs. Now, in 1953-54, we are estimating 
it at Rs. 83.831 lakhs. So, in the course of 3 years we have increased 
the expenditure by 28 lakhs and the increase is about 50 per cent. 
Is it justifiable in the existing conditions in the country, is the 
question which I would like to ask. After all, there is no distur- 
bance in the country; there is no abnormal crisis in the country. 
Ordinary people in the country do not believe or realise that they 
are living in a disturbed place where life and property are insecure. 
On the other hand, the challenge thrown out is that the public peace 
is disturbed by the Police staff. Police are unnecessarily interfering 
in the normal activities of the people is the allegation before us. 
How far it is true, I do not want to examine now. At any rate, 
I have no hesitation in asserting that we were in normal times during 
the last 4 years. But the strength of the constabulary has increased 
by 50 per cent.

Shri P. S. Nataraja Pillai: Is it after 1959, No. That 
is what I said. During 1949-50, where were we? We are in 
normal times, There was at the time in 1948-49, I concede, when 
power was transferred to the shoulders of the representatives of the 
people, some disturbance in the country. 


Shri O. C. Ninan: Is the Member aware that the traffic 
has increased very much and Police force is required for the purpose 
of regulating the traffic? 

Shri P. S. Nataraja Pillai: I understand that, sir. ! 
would request my friend, the hon. Member for. Kallooppara to con- 
tribute to the debate by giving the number. That will be. useful 
and pertinent. What I say is, I was unable to account for the number. 
What I say is that the strength of the constabulary has increased. 
We know the genesis of the Special Police, i, e, the Palace Guards, 
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The Palace Guards was not a portion of the normal Police Force 
of this country. It was maintained at a time when we had Maha- 
rajas in this country, when we had the Crown over us as the symbol 
of this State. 


4P.M.] 

To keep up the dignity, prestige and the necessities of the Palace 

and the Crown we had a palace guard, a semi military force. Whether 
that force ought to have been integrated with the Indian military or 
not, is a question which Ido not want to go into now. When 
-we have the Rajpramukh on the analogy of the Governor, whether 
there should be a special police for the Rajpramukh is a question for 
consideration. In the present set up, where is the necessity for a 
special police ? After having added them on to the regular police 
force to do the normal police duties why label it as special police. 
It was answered on the floor of this House that the Palace Guard 
formed part of the police force. What is the meaning underlying 
this classification ? I can understand a special police being trained 
to do a particular duty or kept up as reserve to meet some emergency. - 
But why should you have 7oo men under a separate category with 
separate office as a parallel to the normal police force? This is a 
thing which [ cannot understand. At any rate, this provision which 
the Government are asking for year after year to meet the increased 
expenditure of the constabulary is unjustifiable, unnecessary and un- 
wanted, The conditions that exist in the country do not justify it. 

Shri N. P. Varghese : What ‘should be the number of police 
in proportion to the population ? 

Shri P. S, Nataraja Pillai: My hon. friend, the Member 
for Muvattupuzha will realise that the equation will depend upon 
the density of the. population and the area. One hundred in- 
subordinate people in an area of 100 sq. miles may require more 
police. On the other hand, one police officer will be able to control 
10,000 peaceful people in a sq. mile. So, to equate on the total 

_ number of people willnot be correct. People in Travancore are 

peace loving. We know our duties. Especially in Travancore people 
are law-abiding, intelligent, educated and they have got a civic sense 
of duty. That being the case, why should there be an increase in 
the strength of the police? 

Shri N. P. Varghese: Will a thousand policemen be 

sufficient for a million of the population? 

Shri P. S. Nataraja Pillai: I have not studied the question 
on that basis. To compare the law-abiding, highly cultured people of 

Travancore, who have developed a civic sense, with those of Assam, | 
Rajasthan or the hill tribes of Naga Hills is not at all fair, 
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Shri N. P. Varghese: Is the member aware that we have 
no military to meet any emergency? 

Shri P. S. Nataraja Pillai: We are an integral part of 
the Union of India: -The Union Government is responsible to pro- 
tect the State from not only external aggression but also to maintain 
the internal peace of the country. We are contributing to the up- 
keep of the Union Force, If there is aggression or disorder, ther 
the Military is available to us.. Therefore, we need not go to the 
analogy of the old Independent Travancore, when we thought of 
maintaining our military force with machine-gun and all that. Now, 
we have to maintain only a normal police force. If that be the 
case, I do not understand why there has been this increase of nearly 
so per cent. in the police force during the last four years. I think 
it is unjustifiable. I have only to say that the Government must 
at least now, before getting the sanction of this House, re-examine 
the question from every point of view and if they can come to the 
‘conclusion that the additional provision can be deleted, I honestly 
and seriously suggest that they must be prepared to accept the cut 
I propose in the Demand and see that no additional appointment 
is made, True there are many unemployed in the country. I 
myself have said that there are many educated unemployed, and 
that the only source of employment is Government Service. This 
patronage should not be availed of for the appointment of constables 
‘and head constables increasing thereby the expenditure unneces- 
sarily. Ifthe amount provided for is meatit for people in permanent 
service; my suggestion is that the Police force, like the Military, 
be asked to help the agricultural population of the country in the 
community project areas, There is absolutely no work for the 
police personnel in the ordinary maintenance of peace in the country. 
_The ordinary police itself are not so very few as to entitle the Govern- 
ment to ask for an additional. number. Therefore, with all the 
earnestness which I can command, I suggest’ two alternatives to 
Government.- Government may either accept the. cut motion under 
Demand for Rs, I lakh or if the appointments have already been 
made and if the persons haye alrcaby been recruited, to set apart 
a force to help and alleviate the ordinary people in the economic 
-activity which the Government propose to do under the Five Year 
Plan. With these words I place my cut motion for the consideration 
of the House. 


Shri Nedumangad R. Kesavan Nair :- What should the . 
policeman be asked to do? - 
_ Shi P. S. Nataraja Pillai s Just as what Jawaharlal Nehru’ 
did by taking up the basket and putting the soil over the. railway 
line. a s 
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Shri T. M. Varghese : I submit that the hon. Member 
for Trivandrum has not correctly mentioned the need for the various 
items under this Demand. Some of the hon. Members, put some 
questions to the hon. Member with regard to the comparative 
strength and expenditure in relation to other States, - Particularly 
at the present juncture, for maintaining peace and keeping law and 
order and for protecting the people and to see that their rights are 
safeguarded as may be directed by the Government, a strong police 
force is absolutely necessary. There is no doubt about that. 
Probably, there might have been a time when we could have intended . 
upon other forces but these are no more available to us now. There- 
fore, the question is whether for the purpose of maintaining peace 
and law and order and for protecting the rights of individuals or 
communities and of the country as a whole is it not necessary that 
we should have such a large police force? I think it is necessary 
and it will become patent-if we make a comparison of the strength 
of the police force of this State with other States or Provinces in 
India. The police may be asked to do cultivation or a thousand 
other things. “But the question is whether we want them to carry 
_ out their normal dutjes.: A comparison of the proportionate expen- 

diture on population and the number of police force whether Cone 
stabulary or higher ranks of this State with those of other countries 
in India, in the Provinces or the Centre, will reveal that it is lower 
here. Therefore there is absolutely no need why we should question 
the correctness of this entry or make it appear that we are wasting 
money for police who may be directed for doing other things. 
I think it is an expenditure which we have to incur for the purpose 
of making it possible to live in a manner that will make us' feel that 
we ate safe, that justice will be administered, that law will be

Shri Panampilli Govinda Menon : Sir, I wish to make a 
statement on one portion of what the hon. Member for Irinjalakuda 
said. He is under a wrong impression if he thinks that anybody in the 
State gets any ration from the Food Department more than at .he rate 
at which any other man gets it, No one in the State is getting anything 
more than 6 ounces of rice per head per day. The provision in the 
Budget referred to by the member refers to some other matter and, 
Iam sure, the Minister in charge will explain it. 

Shri P. S. Nataraja Pillai: Was there any expenditure incur- 
red on this item during 1951-52? 

Shri Panampilli Govinda Menon: Not that I know of, 
The hon. Member referred to some additional quota given to 
certain people. It is all wrong. There is no such system.

“Land Revenue Coilections’’, to move théir motions along wich this, 
Thereby the whole of the sub -head (b) may be discussed together. 
Isit agreeable? This is only a specific cut. I will call upon M 
P, S. Nataraja Pillai to move cut motion No, 3, in the list. 

(The House signified its assent.) 


Shri P.S, Nataraja Pillai: I move 


“To reduce the allotment of Rs. 7,61,500 for pay of Establish 
ment’’ by Re. 1.. 


Shri O. ©. Niman: On a point of information. Can persons 
who have sent cut-motions on these general cuts also speak on this? 


» Mr.Speaker: Yes; the other day! put it to the hon, Members» 
but nobody came forward to sp.ak, Mr. Nataraja Pillai. 

Shri-P. §. Nataraja Pillai: This sub-head covers the charges on 
account of land revenue collections. The first point which [ woutd like 
to place before the House is about the application of the Land Conse: 
vancy Act. It isa fund-niental duty of this Departinent not only to 
collect revenue but also to enforce the Land Conservancy Act to see 
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that the Government lands are disposed of and are administered accord- 
ng to the laws laid down in the country. We know that land is a fixed 
asset and is the most important potent source of wealth in this 
country. Taken along with that, when you consider the density 
of population, there is bound to be a race or a hunger for land in 
our country. The conception now accepted by the State is, land 
not owned by the private individuals by a process accepted by 
Government, lands other than these - are in possession of and owned 
by the State as State lands. In that category, we get the unregis- 
tered waste, the reserved forest areas and the unregistered poram- 
boke lands which are in the possession of Government and avai- 
lable with Government for disposal according to the laws that 
prevail in the country. 


Shri E. P. Varghese : Are these found out by the Revenue 
Inspectors ? 


Shri P. S. Nataraja Pillai: That is exactly the duty of the 
Revenue Inspectors. They have to inspect the registered land, and 
if he finds out that the unregistered land is in possession of that holder, 
then, the Revenue Inspector has the duty of taking action under the 
Land Conservancy Act. Then it becomes the duty on him to see 
to the application of that law. I understand my friend Mr. E. P. 
Varghese why he raised the question. It is to ascertain whether this 
will form part of the Revenue Inspector’s duty. 


One peculiar feature we find today in this country is that 

yramboke and waste lands are now under unauthorised occupation. 
This is not a statement made from the non-official side, but from 
the Treasury Benches as well. Time and again, there have been 
statements that large tracts of land both in the North, Central and 
South Travancore have been unauthorisedly occupied by trespassers 
and more than once, the Treasury Benches came before this House 
for amounts to have temporary survey staff to demarcate lands 
and to remove the encroachments. More than that, for specific 
questions from this side, Government have conceded that more than 
13,000 acres of kanipattu lands in and about Neyyattinkara, and 
more than 60,000 acres in Peermade and Devicolam are under 
unauthorised occupation. My purpose in bringing this matter 
for discussion in this House is to know what the policy that is laid 
down by this Government is, and to know what is the policy which 
the Government pursues to remove this unauthorised occupation. 
{f | remember correctly, the party in power who run the adminis- 
tration, some few years ago raised the slogan of asking people from 
she low lands to go to the highlands and occupy them without proper 
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and adequate arrangement. They never demarcated the land nor 
did they allocate nor did they enter into terms of agreement under 
the kuthakapattom rules nor did they register the lands in the name 
of the people who went over to the hills and began cultivation, 
It was with the active connivance of the party in power which runs 
the administration that this unauthorised occupation has come in, 
That is my reading of the situation. Government themselves and 
the party in power began to effect the transgression of law by aiding 
the people to occupy Government lands unauthorisedly. We find 
today in Nemom and Ottasekharamangalam and Kunnathukal pakuthies 
of the Neyyattinkara taluk, Jarge areas of kanipattam lands are 
being occupied by persons without any authority, and permanent 
improvements have also been made. What is the position now ? 
What is the Government doing? I remember one day my hon. 
friend the Minister for Revenue was saying in this House, whether 
one is a millionaire or a pauper, Government looks at them with 
the same impartiality and the hand of law will be mercilessly placed 
on both with equal effect. But, Sir, we find people with some in- 
fluence occupying the lands continuously and cultivating and taking 
profit from them, and setting at naught the orders of the local Tahsildar, 
the orders of the Collector and getting stay orders to continue in 
possession. From my personal knowledge, I may say, Sir, that I 
have seen houses being put up costing Rs. 10,000 or so on poramboke 
lands and which, in spite of the earnest efforts of the local authorities, 
still continue in the trespasser’s possession, Not only that. Tres- 
passers are cultivating acres of paddy lands, trespassed upon from 
poramboke lands and continuing to be in possession of them, in 
spite of the earnest efforts of the Tahsildars and Collectors. How 
does it occur? Are the Government sincere in their profession 
that they are not going to allow unauthorised occupation of poramboke 
lands ? If that be true, and if they are honest in their professions, 
what steps do they propose to take ? Putting it in the other aspect, 
I make a suggestion which I am not bound, nor entitled to give, 
but as a citizen of the State, I feel that the time his come when the 
Government and the Members in this House should take note of this 
aspect and solve the question once and for all. Lands should be handed 
over to really deserving persons. There must be a test before that. 
They should not allow to accumulate lands in the hands of a few rich 
magnates, We must distribute lands on the basis of Co-opervative 
cultivation to poor landless people, and the actual tillers of the soil. 
A scheme may be devised and an agency may be instituted to go into 
-he question and allot lands on kuthakapattom rules with specific 
condition for cultivation and enforce the law without looking at 
personalities. Sir, I am tempted to make these remarks because 
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I know the local Tahsildar and the local Collector applied to Govern- 
ment not once but more than three or four times to send-up a police 

arty in the kanipattu area to prevent encroachments, Once, 
under the Land Conservancy Act, the trespassers were ousted by the 
revenue authorities. As soon as the authorities returned, the people 
entered upon the lands and occupied the lands. To prevent that, 
the local Tahsildar and the Collector reiterated not once, but more 
than half a dozen times, to Government to post a police party to 
prevent the people from getting into these lands after eviction, 
But Government do not care to do it. What does that indicate ? 
It indicates only this,—that Government are not sincere or honest 
in their professions or intentions. I really implore them to take 
note of the effect of abetting violations of law. Then it is not this 
law alone people are tempted to violate. Other laws will also be 
violated, and it will become a habit. That being so, I earnestly 
plead that Government should devise an agency which will go into 
the whole question of this encroachment and Government should 
authorise that agency to evict unauthorised occupation and at the same 
time settle the land on fair principles to deserving persons for 
cultivation. That is the aspect which I have to point out to the 
House. 


The other matter refers to the collection, and the application 
of the revenue recovery laws. That law is primarily intended to 
recover the revenue due to the State. Should that law now be 
utilised for recovering revenue from other lands for others ? Now, 
Sir, in the past, before the Constitution came into force, the Govern- 
ment had various relationships with the landlords and_ tenants. 
Now, that is gone. In the eye of the law, today, there is no pri- 
vileged class, There is no ground, no agency, through which any 
party could claim privileges that are equal to the State. I say these 
things here, because the revenue recovery regulations are being 
applied for realising the dues from Sripadom lands too. If I under- 
stand it properly, the terms of the covenant make it very clear, 
Sir, that before rst September, 1949, the Ruler of Travancore has to 
make it definite by submitting a list of all the private properties 
that are held by him as his private and personal properties. ' If that 
has not been done, the Ruler of Travancore, as a citizen, today can 
only have those properties that have been listed as private properties. 
Now, Sripadom property was considered as a kind of crown lands. 
And the laws of the State were applied to those lands. Now, 
jf] understand correctly, the enfranchisement process is being adopted 
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by the Sripadom servants. Lands have been in the possession of 
private citizens for hundreds of years—for generations. Now, 
enfranchisement proceedings are being started by the Department 
on behalf of the Sripadom lands. Will it be legal, will it be right ? 
What is the relationship of the ‘Sripadom owners with Sripadom 
tenants ? Is it private contract? Is it the relationship of the 
landlord and tenant that exists there also 2? Does the State come 
in between the landlord and the tenant, aad should this State lend 
its support of the law to recover the dues for the landlord from the 
tenant ? These are all problems that have to be considered. 


Mr. Speaker : Are they crown lands now or private property? 


Shri P. S. Nataraja Pillai: The Government do not say 
that. I was trying to get the information, to the best of my capacity, 
from the Government, as to the definite position they are taking 
upon this matter. 


Mr. Speaker : What would the hon. Member like it to be ? 
-Does the hon. Member agree that it should be private property ? 


Shri P. S. Nataraja Pillai: No; in Article XV of the 
Covenant, it is definitely stated, a specific provision, that the Ruler 
of Travancore, before the rst September 1949, should submit a 
list of private properties claimed as private properties by the Ruler, 
as apart from State properties, and that list must be approved by the 
Government of India and if there is a difference of opinion between 
the Government of India and the State Government, an arbitrator 
should be appointed and his decision will be-final and binding on 
all the parties, I have put it in my own words, the Article, but it 
gives the substance of that provision, under the Covenant. 


Mr. Speaker : Therefore, Sripadom lands are now private 
properties ? 

Shri P. S. Nataraja Pillai: It has not been declared by 
the Government of India and accapted by this Government as private 
properties. It is not private property. We can accept the position 
that it is private property if the Ruler has claimed it as private pro- 
perty before 1st September 1949, and if the Government of India 
has accepted it and this Government has consented to it. - If it is 
private property, it is private law that will apply. 

Mr. Speaker : Is it your view that if it is private property, 
the authorities should be prevented from enfranchising the Jand ? 

Shri P. S. Nataraja Pillai: It is not the question of enfran- 
chising only. The tenant is the owner there. He can be ousted 
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by the landlord only by the civil process of law. It is a matter of 
civil right, to be settled by the tenant and the landlord relations. 
It is not that Government have a right over that land and they cannot 
exercise the Government’s reserve powers to settle the relationship 
between the landlord and the tenant. That is my point. It must be 
construed as a civil process. It is a civil right. It is the tenant 
and landlord relationship, and the ordinary course of civil law must 
prevail. The Government have no other right. On the other hand, 
if it is Government land, the whole aspect changes. The Government 
can take up the responsibility by themselves. I do not know 
what position that the Government take in that matter. The 
Government have not published the list of private properties of the 
Ruler. But, in spite of asking for the information on this point 
(Speaker’s bell), the Government have not so far agreed to publish 
the information. 


‘The next item swhich I would like to dwell upon is about the 
kandukrishi lands. The land revenue collection agency is collecting 
paddy or levying# taxation in kind on these lands. Kandukrishi 
lands, though crown lands, have been transferred by a Royal Procla- 
mation just before July 1949—or so, I think it was in May. So, 
it is Government land today, with all the incidence of Government 
land. When we take into consideration that in 1082 the Government 
abolished taxation in kind on all the Government lands, how can this 
Government collect taxation in kind now? That is an illegal 
exaction. It is absolutely wrong. The Government have no right, 
and the authorities should not have taken the liberty to set-at naught, 
according to Travancoreans, one of the most beneficial measures 
ever enacted in Travancore, and the Government should not have 
defied that order and then directed the revenue authorities to realise 
the revenue in kind. That is wrong. 


Shri N. P. Varghese : Is not procurement of paddy an indirect 
taxation in kind ? ° 


Shri P. S. Nataraja Pillai: I am surprised at my friend 
Mr. N. P. Varghese, when he equates procurement with land tax. 
I need not answer his question. 


The kandukrishi lands are Government lands, and therefore, 
it is an illegal and unwarranted exaction without any legal right. 


The Government ought not to realize revenue or tax in kind on those 
Jands. 


Next, I take the basic tax. According to the basic tax proclama- 
tion in this country, the Government are not entitled to realize

any other levy from lands except the basic tax. The argument is 
advanced here that the Government have undertaken to pay and to 
get the right as Government land—an actual payment to A, B or C, 
That does not count. It is an agreement which the Government have 
entered into. It was crown land, 

Mr. Speaker : Are kandukrishi lands now settled ? 

Shri P. S. Nataraja Pillai: Kandukrishi lands are in the 
possession of patta holders. 

~ Mr. Speaker : Are they now paying the land revenue tax ? 

Shri P. S. Nataraja Pillai: The dues are being collected by 
Government. That is the position. 

Mr. Speaker : If they are not paying any tax to the Government, 
is it the view of the hon. Member that those lands were surrendered 
to the Government, and that the existing leases should not be 
continued by the Government ? 

Shri P. S. Nataraja Pillai : I agree, but there is difference. 
When we go to the question of kandukrishi Jand, in the details of 
the kandukrishi land records, you find the kandukrishi patta-holders 
are holding pattas on pattom tenure, The incidence itself is different. 
When you take note of the fact that kandukrishi patta Jands are 
acquired by Government, the patta-holders get compensation. 
Then there is the kandukrishi thanathu land, where the tenant has 
only a leasehold. His right is not equivalent to the kandukrishi 
pattam patta-holder. As far as thanathu lands are concerned, 
perhaps there will be a necessity for settlement. It is for the Govern- 
ment to do it, or bring it under the kuthakapattom rules, It cannot 
be on the basis of the old niles. I for one will earnestly plead 
that these incongruities in land revenue administration may be 
removed at the earliest possible date and under the name or symbol 
of crown, shelter should not be taken by the Government benches. 


Shri A. Chidambaranatha Nadar: According to the 
Member, since the kandukrishi lands were surrendered by His 
Highness the Maharaja of Travancore to Government, they belong 
to the persons who were in occupation. 1s that the position ? 


Shri P. S. Nataraja Pillai : Occupation according to the law- 


Shri A. Chidambaranatha Nadar : May I point out to 
the hon. Member that the last section of the Kandukrishi Proclamation 
reads thus: ‘The rules that governed the kandukrishi lands pre- 
vious to the surrender of those lands to Sircar by His Highness will 
govern till finalization is arrived at.”’ 

Shri P. S. Nataraja Pillai: Exactly. But the finalization 
should not hang fire. My hon. friend Mr.!Chidambaranatha Nadar, 
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[Shri P. S. Nataraja Pillai. 
the Revenue Minister, is quoting the position obtaining before 1949. 
We are in 1953. Finalization should not be allowed to hang fire 
and the matter must be -ettled. Assurances of Government in this 
regard should not be impeded, and professions must be followed 
oy actions. 

Shri E. Gopalakrishna Menon : Sir, I move: to reduce the 
allotment of Rs. 16, 26, 400 for Charges on account of Land 
Revenue Colle ctions by Re. 1. 
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Mr. Speaker : I did not want to interfere when the Member 
was speaking. I do not find any relevancy in what he is saying to 
the motion under discussion. The subject refers to revenue collec- 
tion, You can say how that agency is to be worked and so on. 
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“Besides in our country where the main problem is to: find 
full employment for the man power in agriculture it 
would be sheer injustice to maintain a class in agri- 
culture whose primary occupation is non-agriculture”

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Mr. Speaker: There is only limited time at the disposal 
of the House. { have not got any agreed proposition before me. 
Naturally, we pass on to the next head—Land Revenue—Survey, 
Settlement and Records Operations. 


Mr. Nataraja Pillai, are you very particular in moving your 
motion “‘to omit the allotment of Rs. 17,000 for Contingencies— 
Lump sum provision for staff, etc. for survey of lands in Devicolam 
and Peermade’’? There is another motion No. 4s. There also © 
the figure is Rs. 17,000. 


Shri P. S. Nataraja Pillai: There are two amounts of 
Rs. 17,000 occurring in Part II of the Budget. 


Mr. Speaker : Are you very particular about moving this 
motion under Land Records? What I think is to pass on to the total 
cuts and then if the House is desirous of discussing land policy, I am 
here to help you in so doing by taking up the total cuts. 


Shri P. 8. Nataraja Pillai: I have no objection if you pass 
on to the total cuts, Sir. 


Shri M. William : Sir, I have got a cut motion. 


. Mr. Speaker ; Under the total cut I will give you an oppor- 
tunity to speak. 
Shri M. William : I agree. 


Mr. Speaker : Therefore, we go to Motion No. 82—‘‘To 
reduce the total allotment of Rs. 21,54,000 under Demand II by 
Rs. roo.’ That motion stands in the name of Mr. Kuttappan. 
Do you move that motion ? 


Shri K. Kuttappan : Yes, Sir, I move: To reduce the total 
allotment of Rs. 21,54,000 under Demand II by Rupee 1. 
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Mr. Speaker : I was suggesting we may discuss something 
with regard to the land policy of the Department. This is a speech 
irrelevant to the general policy. The land policy would be applicable 
to all the people of the State, not only to the Harijans or the 
scheduled castes. 
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Mr. Speaker: You are saying the very same thing, 
Construction of houses, finding of land for the landless, colonisation, 
all these are beyond the scope of the Land Revenue Depart- 
ment. 
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Mr. Speaker : Order, order, please. You go on talking even 
though the time is over. . 
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Mr. Speaker: At the first bell, you must try to wind up 
your speech, I can appreciate if some new points are raised, Sim- 
ply for the sake of speaking, why should you waste the time of the 
House? 
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Shri K. Balakrishna Menon: May I know if I w'll be given 
a chance to speak on the land policy? 


Mr. Speaker : Allright, you may speak. 


Shri K. Balakrishna Menon: Sir, my desire to intervene 
in this debate is only to place before the Government certain sug- 
gestions in the matter of formation of a land policy. The problem 
of land today is according to me, a socio-economic problem. It has 
assumed a socio-economic character, especially the former part 
of it because of the fact that there is a tremendous rise in the growth 
of the population. It has assumed this economic character because 
in the very nature of things, land is scanty, while the population is 
increasing. With a view to mete out both social and economic 
justice, so far as land is concerned, according to me, two things 
are clearly necessary—one for the Government if possible to take 
statistics of the exact requirements of Jand so far as man is concerned. 
I contend for this position because today man requires Jand for a 
thousand and one purposes,or rather if I begin to cite instances 
it is not possible to exhaust, I can only do by illustrating it. We 
require land for agricultural purposes ; we require land for residen- 
tial purposes ; we require land also for the cattle ; and. with the 
growth of industry we require land for that also. We require land 
for our roads, for our public buildings, for our game sanctuaries 
and today even for our aeroplanes. Now, how much land we have 
got for each one of these purposes and what is the best way to get the 
optimum use of the land ? These are the two aspects of the pro- 
blem. In regard to the former, we must take statistics about. the 
extent of the land. In regard to the latter, assort the land to the 
various categories in accordance with the natural characteristic 
feature, such as the soil, vegetation, mineral resources, potential 
resources ; and having mad ethe classification, to distribute the land” 
m accordance with certain principles. Then comes the question as 
w what should be the economic holding, shal] it be for a family 


cons.sting of 4 members or shall it be something more ? I would 
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{Shri K. Balakrishna Menon] 
suggest to Government to have in mind a central and cardinal prin- 
ciple that there should be a balance to be maintained between agri- 
culture and industry, between population in the urban area and the 
rural area. The difficulty is this way. | believe my friend the hon. 
Member for Urakam who has introduced the Bill here has put it 
for a family consisting of 4 members and he has put the extent of 
land as 5 acres. Suppose you propose to convert the paddy income 
into money value at the rate of the paddy which is obtaining today, 
Taking it that we get ten-fold, from this ¢ acres we get somewhere 
about s00 paras and commuting it at the rate of Rs. 2 per para, we 
get the money value at Rs. 1,000. Now, Sir, when a man is given - 
this option of either 5 acres of land, so that he might cultivate it, 
or Rs. 1,000 to be secured either from Government service or 
otherwise in town which of these would he prefer? He will prefer 
Rs. 1,000 which he can get from the Government service, because 
Rs. 1,000 here is a sure income and the other, i.e., 500 paras of paddy, 
there is no knowing that he will be getting it at all, and even assuming 
that he will he getting soo paras, there is no knowing that he will 
not be confronted with contingencies such as death or marriage 
in the family. After all, in this country of ours, today we have not 
got crop insurance, we have not got the insurance for the cattle. 
We heard from the Minister that a certain amount has been set apart 
for rural credit. Still the whole thing is only in the offing. So 
that the upshot is the tendency of all persons to leave agriculture 
and flock to the towns. That will be a highly dangerous thing. 
These various considerations have to be reckoned with. If this is 
true so far as agriculture is concerned, it is equally true in the case 
of industry also. I find, Sir, [ am only making a reference to 
it here by the way— in the Estimates Committee Report a certain 
competent authority has stated that ari economic unit would be 
constituted provided of course the expenses would come to something 
less than Rs. 250 or so per acre of land newly brought under culti- 
vation. Taken in that way, probably the Peechi and Chalakudy 
projects, which are intended to develop agriculture in the country, 
are not going to be economic. I do not want the House to understand 
me that I am against them. Iam only on the principle that when we 
propose to develop agriculture, the central idea should be this, 
that we should see whether that is going to be an economic affair 
gr not. Suppose Travancore-Cochin is perpetually going to- be 
a deficit area but there are potentialities:for us to develop industries 
here, our idea should be to develop industries rather than agriculture. 
That is why I say we have to understand what exactly are our require- 
ments, what exactly is the extent of the Jand that is available and 
whether with our economic resources in the Five Year Plan, we 
can develop either agriculture or industry. Therefore, when you 
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propose to have a land policy, it should be a well-co-ordinated policy, 
It should be a policy in the sense that there should be a balance 
between the various faces of the land problem in the way I have refer- 
red to, that is, in regard to our requirements, for residential purposes, 
for industries and so on. These matters may kindly be noted. 
There are considerable difficulties, I understand. The Finance 
Minister stated in the morning that he will bring in a bill at an early 
date. My request is, don’t put it off. Within the framework ofan 
economic planning a land policy and a land legislation may be brought. 
That is all I have to say. 


‘Shri M. William: Sir, I wish to make a few observations in 
regard toa particular system of land tenure obtaining in South 
Travancore. In the taluks of Neyyattinkara, Vilavancode and Kal- 
kulam there are certain lands which come under ‘‘Oodukoor Settle- 
ment’’ which is governed by the Oodukoor Settlement Act. An 
establishment was created for the purpose of completing the settle- 
ment operations three years ago. It was the intention then to 
complete the settlement operations within five years. It is now 
three years, Sir, since this establishment was started and not even 
one-fifth of the work has been completed, Several suggestions were 
made to Government by the settlement officers and by people 
from outside and in spite of that adequate staff was not appointed 
to expedite the work. After the commencement of settlement 
operations complications increased because the settlement autho- 
rities proceed on the basis of patta. In most of the cases patta 
stands in the name of persons who have no right over the land in 
question, So when settlement operations are started alot of con- 
fusion and even criminal cases and bloodsheds ensued. As a result 
of these things representations were made to expedite the procee- 
dings. In spite of these representations Government seem to be 
indifferent in the matter. Not only that, Sir; in effecting these 
settlements complicated questions of fact and law arise. So, 
representations were made to Government that the officers who are 
entrusted with this Settlement work should be those who possess 
sufficient legal knowledge and they should be first grade Munsiffs, 
But in spite of these representations Government seem to be indi- 
fferent, and the Minister who is coming from South Travancore 
and who is supposed to take adequate interest in the matter is not 
solicitous of the welfare of the people of the taluks of Neyyattinkara, 
Kalkulam and Vilavancode. Al! these representations are of no 
avail. This has been the attitude of the Government in regard to 
- certain other reforms also which were initiated for the benefit 
of the poor people. 
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I am referring to primary education and prohibition, 
In regard to all these reforms Government become 
ultimately indifferent. In this case of Oodukoor Settlement 
affair also some system should be adopted whereby the Oodukoor 
settlement proceedings can be speedily terminated, 


Another important point to be considered in this connection 
is that as has been provided in the Act itself, there should be no 
future creation of Oodukoor interests. If one goes to the Sub- 
Registrar for getting a document registered in respect of an Oodu- 
koor holding the Sub-Registrar should insist on partition deeds and 
in case they are not produced, registration should be refused, 
I trust that the Minister in charge of revenue and registration will 
consider these things seriously and take suitable steps to relieve 
the land holders. 


Shri P. S. Nataraja Pillai: Sir, 1 would like to make a few 
remarks about the administration of the Land Revenue Department. 
As far as the general land policy is concerned, | don’t wish to say 
anything now. When I tabled my cut motion on the total demand, my 
intention was to point out some of the difficulties and defects in the 
actual working of the Land Revenue Department. One of the most 
important difficulties to be faced today is in respect of the mainten- 
ance of the Land Revenue Records. The maintenance of these 
records in taluk offices and pakuthy cutcherries are so defective that 
even the lands acquired by Government for the construction of 
roads and public buildings are still on’ the name of the patta 
holders. In this connection, no rectification has been hitherto 
made in the land registers in the pakuthy cutcherries with conse- 
quential demarcations by the Survey authorities, This manner 
of maintaining records has created lot of difficulties and hardships 
to the people. A proper demarcation of respective holdings of 
land is wanting. Even if we apply for demarcation to the Revenue 
Authorities, it takes years before we get our lands demarcated, 

Another difficulty has also come into being, namely, rectification 
ofthe survey plans. If the plan goes to the Survey Superintendent’s 
office it is held up there for years together and unless resurvey 
plans are submitted by the taluk office and approved by the taluk 
surveyor it would not be possible to measure the land on the site. 
Thus the whole thing is held up. Sir, there is something . want- 
ing in the administration as it is run today. 

Shri Nedumangad R. Kesavan Nair: Is it the Member’s 
view that the Tahsildars are not qualified for that? 


Shri P. S. Nataraja Pillai: I don’t want to base the question 
ona particular Tahsildar’s capacity or incapacity, 
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Shri Nedumangad R. Kesavan Nair: I asked whether it 
is the view of the hon. Member that the Tahsildars as a class are 
not qualified. 

Shri P. 8. Nataraja Pillai: The Tahsildars as a class are 
the most dispirited section of the public service today. They have 
lost all interest in themselves and in the service. They feel a real 
grievance that for the responsibility they shoulder, their promo- 
tions in the general service is blocked, They are even being de- 
prived of regular promotions to the magisterial grade. People 
who have put in long and good service in the Land Revenue Depart- 
ment, both in the Civil and Criminal side, are now stagnating in 
the service. What Isaid was that the morale of the Department 
has very much gone down because of the lack of proper control. 
There was a centralised control when we had a Land Revenue 
Commissioner. No jema bandi work is being done by the 
Tahsildars, We know that the Assistant Collectors are doing the 
jema bandi work, They have to do the jema bandi work and 
also ‘they have to be prompt in taking action wherever cases of 
encroachments occur, But itis not being done. Inthe same way, 
take the question of kuthakapattom. What are the arrears in kutha- 
gapattom? ‘Does anybody look into it? There is a system of 
returns for these things. Are these returns scrutinised by any- - 
body? We have quarterly returns for poramboke cases, and also 
we have returns for the collection of kuthagapattom. Is any- 
thing being done by way of scratinising these returns? These 
returns go somewhere. When we ask responsible people who 
ought to be conversant with these things, when we put these 
pertinent questions to them, they are not in a position to give us any 
definite answers. That, Sir, is due to the want of a co-ordinating agency 
so far as the Land Revenue Department is concerned. It is high 
time that the Government thought about it. This department which 
is concerned with the main source of the wealth of this country is 
becoming day by day useless with the result that proprietory rights 
of the and holders cannot be properly exercised. Lands are now 
in enjoyment of people who are not legally entitled to it, much worse 
is the case of poromboke fand. Supervision of the work of the Land 
Revenue Department is not properly carried out, 

Shri Nedumangad R. Kesavan Nair: Is it the Member’s 
view that these defects could be cured if more Tahsildars are 
recruited for the Revenue Department? 

Shri P. §, Nataraja Pillai: May be. In any case, some 
experience in this particular line work is expected of them. It 
would be good if the morale of the service is increased. My 
rievance is that for the last 5 or 6 years there has been a distinct 

in the morale of the Government employees. 
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Shri A. Thanu Pillai: Is not one of the Members of the 
Revenue Board supposed to be in charge of scrutinising the work of 


the Revenue Department? 


Shri P. S. Nataraja Pillai: Yes. One of them is supposed 
to be the executive head of the Revenue Department. He has to 
scrutinise the jemabandi work and also examine the land 
revenue records. But to the best of my knowledge, I am of the 
view that the Revenue Board is a statutory body and an appellate 
authority -which is saddled with the responsibility of deciding the 
policy of the Department as a whole. But an executive officer is 
expected to do executive work. How far these two functions 
could be properly attended to by one person isa matter of doubt. 
I, for one have opposed the creation of a board of this nature.

We have seen from the experience of the last few years and this 
experience has only strengthened my position - the Revenue Board 
as such, will not beable to control the- Departments and the Depart 
ments will not get on without any executive head. That is one 
aspect. Then there is the difficulty of the appellate and revisional 
authorities. I would like to say, Sir, that the appellate revisional 
authority is being vested in the Government, and the 
appellate authorities do not function well. Those powers are now 
being scandalously misused. I can say, Sir, that there are orders 
of these revisional authorities that a stay is ordered tilla site is 
inspected by that authorty. Can that order be effective? Sup- 
pose action is being taken against me, and if on the petition, J am 
heard and if this interlocutory order is thus passed what will happen? 
The revising authorities put an order to this effect that it is 
‘stayed till the site is inspected personally. It hangs on for months 


and months. How will the subordinate officer view it? Either 


the revising authority is wrong, or the local authority has to sit 
quiet. On the basis of his report, Government have a duty to decide 
at once. In matters of such detail, when there is an interference of 
this nature, how can we expect the lowér subordinates to do their 
duty? If the interference is of such a nature, the procedure must be 
such as to make right the wrong that the subordinate may do. But 
without going into that, without judging the facts before making 
orders. if such orders are passed it will naturally dis-spirit the 
subordinate. The subordinate loses interest in his work, and what 
is the consequence of that? If he loses interest, the people suffer, 
the country suffers, and the whole thing is upset. That is the 


* 
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greatest defect,and slowly it is pervading the department from 
the top tothe bottom. Unless proper steps are taken early to 
rectify these things, Wwe will be driven into a kind of anarchy as far 
as the Revenue Department is concerned. Even now, there are 
complaints that pakuthi demarcation records are not: available in 
the State, such as the theodolite boundary of a minor circuit. 
No man knows where it is. That condition prevails. If a parti- 
cular area with different survey numbers, has to be located pro- 
perly, how can it be done without the fimdamental record based 
on which the settlement took place Jt is not available. 
When you apply to the Government, you do not get it. The Survey 
Department’s answer is ‘‘it is not available.’’ [s_ this the way in which 
these things are to be done? I think it is dangerous. 


Shri A. Chidambaranatha Nadar: The present system of 
survey is based upon statistical and plain table survey. 


Shri P. S. Nataraja Pillai: One is theodolite survey and the 
other is plain'- table survey. By the theodolite system, plans of the 
Government of India are made; but we have to survey the minor 
circuits. Then we have got the plain-table survey, we have to 
locate the particular survey numbers. These are the systems which 
are within my knowledge. The work of the survey branch of 
Travancore is based upon cadastral survey of the Government of 
India, done, correlated and corrected by the theodolite survey, The 
pakuthi plans are sub-divided by plain-table survey. What I say is 
if there is a sub-division and if you ask for a sub-division record, it is 
not available. To my knowledge, I know of more than half a dozen 
cases where for the lands acquired by Government during the last 

- six or seven years, the patta holder has to pay the tax even today. 
He does not get the remaining portions demarcated by the survey 
authorities. They at different times applied to the survey author- 
ities to demarcate their lands. It is the demarcation of land 
between the Government and the private people, lands which 

_ he is entitled to and a portion that ought to go to the 
Government- that is not fixed up. Encroachments are dealt with. 
In the same way, I will tell of an instance in my neighbour- 
ing land. The very next door to me is a poramboke, That land was 
encroached upon, and the man who trespassed was not prepared to 
obey the notices and the orders of the Tahsildar. Somehow or other, 
he got astay for eviction proceedings. He continues there. On 
the other hand, poor workers who were there were evicted. The 
first man who squatted there, persisted and got a stay which conti- 
aues. My hon. friend the Minister in charge was saying that the 
people in this country are not sympathetic to the poor for putting 
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up houses for them. I may, with all humility, say, Sir, that for the 
purpose of putting up huts for the poor and through the help of 
the Local Self Government Department, in that particular area, this 
poramboke could not be resumed. Now, 155 houses were built 
for the homeless people in one acre. But four acres have been 
encroached by a man with some influence. That land is 
not being resumed, But on the other hand, the other land 
wherefrom poor people were evicted, is built upon, 
I cannot, of course, expect my friend, the Minister in charge of 
Land Revenue Department to know all the area in the country, 
But I know one thing to say. Suppose a land is encroached upon, 
whatever may be the condition whether he acquired it by law 
or by illegal method, if it is encroached upon and if it is develo- 
ped into a valuable land, for example, into a paddy land, - not only 
that, he converts paddy land into a better, and more fertile Jand 
and enters a crop competitiom and gets a prize, and even more, 
he may be one who is entitled to a concession in such a case, that 
land is resumed for putting up a shed for another poor man by the 
Government what is behind this action. Is it perversity? I think 
that is, - how can I characterize it - Ido not find words to express it. 

It is not a personal charge, and it is not with any vindictive 
spirit that Iam making it (Bell), We want to do good to the 
country. Let us do our best, Jet us assume that each man is 
doing it to the best of his intentions to advance the common cause. 
Let us refrain from attributing motives, but when I make my remarks 
upon the administration of the Land Revenue Department, I do 
it with the simple intention to show that, within my experi- 
ence of the Department, Isee these defectes. The Department 
has lost its former strength and capacity to do the revenue work. 
It has become demoralized. The earlier it is reformed, and the 
earlier steps are taken to rectify the evils now prevalent, the better 
it is for the country. 

Shri E. P. Varghese: The land policy has been engaging 
the attention of the Congress party ever since it came into power. 
On the occasion of the last budget sessiqgn His Highness the 
Rajpramukh’s speech contained a promise that the land policy 
would be before the House soon. I understand that the party did 
not know that they would be putting their hands into the hornet’s 
nest when they promised to legislate on this land question. Now 
they find that itis avery difficult problem and they consequent- 
ly give us all kinds of excuses. The Five Year Plan is out and 
they have laid down certain principles for legislation on land policy. 
Now, land policy is admittedly a very important question as far as 
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this country is concerned, because this country is dependent on 
land. 85 per cent of the people here live on agriculture. So, 
there isacry for land because that forms the chief source of wealtd 
and occupation of the people. At the same time , there are diffi- 
culties no doubt which Ican realise; but nevertheless, unless anh 
until this problem is solved the Congress party is committed to it 
and Ethink they will try their best to solve it-it will be very diffi- 
cult for them in the country indeed. But Iam afraid whether they 
will survive the solution of that problem, whether they will be able 
to bring forward a progressive land law and get it passed and then 
survive the reaction. It is such a difficult problem. But neverthe- 
less, at least on the basis of the Five- Year Plan, Iexpect they would 
rlegislate and try their best to see that the policy that is mentioned 
ather prominently, in the Five-Year Plan is carried out. One is that, 
seme sort of permanency of ownership should be restored to the 
persons who cultivate the land. I understand that the lessees may 
be made the owners rather, there may be legislation to enable 
lessees to become owners of the land which they cultivate. That is 
‘one of the main things which the Five - Year Plan has laid down, 
There is of course, legislation also. But I think it will be very 
difficult for the present Government, as it is, to bring in legislation, 
to Hmit the land, and at the same time to make the lessee an 
owner of the land he cultivates. Anyhow, what I would urge upon 
the Government is , not to delay any more this question, because 
“we have been having this before the mind of the people for such a 
Jong time. Even before the Five-Year Plan came in, there was a 
promise held out by the party that something would be done 
regarding land policy. Land holding is complicated but there are 
persons who hold land without paying any tax to the Government. 
That is the question which should engage the serious attention of 
the Government. I would strongly urge upon the Government, as a 
first step in land policy, to see that everyone pays at least a basic tax, 
because I fmd there are several kinds of holdings which are exempted 
from basic tax. They are namely, edavaga, kandukrish?, sripandara 
vaga, sripadom and desavazhi, Altogether, there are about 1, 55,622 
acres which are free from basic tax. My submission is that Govern- 
ment should see that in these days of democracy and people’s 
Government, it is not in the fitness of things to make some people 
enjoy the land without paying even the basic tax. 


As a first step, let the Government bring all land under taxa- 
tion. But I am afraid, even for that, they are reluctant. From 
the discussion we have had last time on the taxation policy, I found 
that’ there was strong defence put up by the Government for thi 
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edavaga land, sripadom land, ete. I think it was wrong. If they 
are not going to have legislation and follow a progressive land policy 
soon, I do not think it will be possible for them to go to the country ~ 
again and say they will do this thing and that thing for the people. . 
But, of course, they themselves were entirely responsible. They 
woke up the sleeping dogs. During the days of agitation, they 
said they would enact land legislation and make every one possess 
Jand. It is of course natural that they should make such promises 
especially during periods of agitation and election. But when they 
come to power, they find themselves in an awkward position. It 
is however gratifying to see that the All-India Congress party itself 
has taken it seriously and has Jaid down certain principles to be 
followed as far as land legislation is concerned, I think it will 
be easy for this Government now to come forward with the bill. 
1 know what the delay is for. It is not because the Five - Year plan 
had not come. That is only an excuse to avoid saying the actual 
facts before this House. There are clashing, rival interests and 
, there is difficulty to come to some sort of agreement. Never- 
theless, let the party members understand that this is a vexed 
question on which the prestige of the House and the party in power 
depends, because the people are very eager to see some sort of 
legislation on this matter being ushered in. There are many diffi- 
culties which the actual cultivator feels. He must be relieved, and 
unless and until we are going to legislate and relieve most of these 
- cultivators from their trouble, we will not be justified in talking 
a lot of things, promising much, but doing little. It is repeated 
that we are going to have a land bill as envisaged in the Five-Year 
Plan very soon; but when? it may be in the next six years, six 
months or earlier. Nevertheless, we have to face the difficulty 
and we. have to solve the problem. So, I would impress upon 
the Government that itis avery urgent problem and that they 
should not delay this. They shouldtry their best to bring forward 
the Jand bill as early as possible so that this House will be able 
to discuss it at least during the next session. 


AsThave already said, there is a taxation bill - a biil for enfor- 
cing land tax. The select committee appointed to go into the: 
question has not submitted its report. I would place for cons!- 
deratoin one fact regarding that bill. Nothing should stand ih 
the way of bringing all lands under taxation, We cannot justify 
any exception to this. AsI said, about 1,55,622 acres of land are 
free from tax. What is the decision on taxation regarding these ? 
We shall not any more allow the fuedal system of land_ policy

to continue. We area republic and it is people’s government, that 
are functioning. And so, after having made se many promises, we 
shall not be able to stand against public opinions hereafter. So, every 
land that is being cultivated must be taxed and we must also see 
that the land bill is brought before this House as early as possible. 
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Shri M. Gopalan Nair: Sir, I should also like to say 
a few words. I would like to bring to the notice of Government 
that so far as land is concerned it must be the attempt of the Govern- 
ment to have one or two kinds of taxes on Jands. So, the various 
taxes levied on lands must be abolished. If one examines the history 
of England it will be found that as late as 1930 there were man 
kinds of taxes on land and they have been abolished and the land 
tax has been made as light as possible. There are two or three kinds 
of taxes which can very conveniently be applied so far as land is con- 
cerned, that is, the basic tax, tax on the income and the tax on the 
produce, These are the 3 kinds of taxes which can be imposed on 
Tand, 


Shri Panampilli Govinda Menon: What is the third 
jtem? 


Shri M. Gopalan Nair: Sales tax. It is imposed in 
Russia and I think the hon. Finance Minister last time referred to 
the sales tax in Russia and said that it is the highest there. These 
are the three varieties of tax and it must be the policy of Government 
to see that all these varieties of tax and the other burdens on land 
are abolished and all categories of land without any exception what- 
ever are brought under taxation. There are many principles of 
taxation which are observed and they are the principle of equal 
sacrifice, principle of proportionate taxation and principle of pro- 
gressive taxation. When one goes through the tax system of Trayan- 
core one is at a loss to know on what principle the tax is levied. 
We have got many varieties of land. I will bring to the notice of 
this House one or two varieties of land. Kandukrishi is one of such 
varieties. Some Members had the misfortune to wait in attendance 
upon the Revenue Minister and the Chief Minister to bring to the 


notice of the Government the difficulties the Kandukrishi tenant, 
ae A ae 
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are labouring under. When as a matter of fact I am discussing this 
matter, I feel rather helpless; because Thad to argue it before the 
Revenue Minister and the Chief Minister and they were eccite un- 
sympathetic in this matter. I shall be frank in saving that so far as 
the grievances of the Kandukrishi tenants are concerned, the Revenue 
Minister took a helpful attitude, but the Chief Minister said that all 
these can be considered only at the time when the whole question 
is re-considered. So, I want to bring to the notice of Government 
that it is high time that Government re-considered the tax-structure 
on land. The tax must be made uniform and the burden must be 
made either equal or proportionate in such a way as not to affect 
ths income of he people. One of the four principles must be 
adopted by this Government. There must be some fixity so far as 
the system is concerned. Take for example the jenmikaram, the 
Thireppuvaram and the Edavagai lands. There i: no general policy 
as to the levy of taxes in these cases. There fs the Authagapattam 
land. Certainty is one of the essential principles of taxation and 
that must be the policy of a modern Government, And Travancore 
Government being one of the foremost Governments, among part 
B States it is not worthwhile for it to retain this archaic system of 
taxation. When we represented before the Chief Minister that 
taxes on Kandukrishi lands should be abolished, he said that Rs. 2$ 
lakhs would be lost and so nothing could be done at present unless 
we were prepared to find ways and means to make good deficit. 
The tenants belong mostly to the poorer classes. On a reference to 
the Kandukrishi records, it will be found that there is nothing to show 
that His Highness surrendered these Jands on receipt of 2% lakhs 
revenue. His Highness surrendered all his rights without any con- 
sideration. It has to be remembered that the present Raj Pramukh’s 
family was the landlord. The tenant went and lived on the hkendu« 
krishi lands because they thought that the Raj Pramukh would be 
able to protect them. They are all very poor and to say that they 
must pay that amount j. ¢. 2% lakhs before the land may be made 
theirs is very hard. When the Raj Pramukh surrendered all his 
rights, he did not insist on any terms or conditions. {t is only out 
of consideration for His Highness that his Privy Purse was enhanced. 
The present Government is the worst landlord. They are not at 
all considerate towards the poor tenants. I am sorry that the Chief 
Minister wanted these poor people to pay Rs. 24 lakhs, I would 
suggest that the survey of the kanipet lands which have been en- 
croached upon and which is more than 30,000 acres, may be completed 
and a tax may be levied on them. Then this amount can be found, 
Now, the encroachers are freely selling Government timber, 
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[Shri M. Gopalan Nair] 

The poor kandukrishi tenants cannot put up a building or cuta 
branch or dig a well. They can be relieved of all thee untold suffer- 
ings and the poor occupants in those areas could be made to pay 
basic tax. That is what I have to submit. 


There is discrimination against these kandukrishi tenants. It is not 
at all fair under our Constitution which says that people should not 
be subjected to any discrimination on the ground of race, religion 
etc. If this Government is going to perpetuate that discrimination 
so far as the kandukrishi tenants are concerned or so far as the jenmi- 
karam tenants are concerned, I ask Government, how long are they 
going to perpetuate this discrimination? I would suggest that equal 
distribution of lands must be made and the burdens must also be 
equal. At present, the tax system is regressive and this regressive 
tax system on land must be abolished and this Government will not 
be in a position to last for long unless they are prepared to abolish 
that system. It is very easy to shift the entire burden on the poor 
tenant and make the landlord enjoy the exemption. This Govern- 
ment is only trying to retain vested interests when they are trying 
to maintain this archaic system of taxation. 


Then, another fact which I want to bring to the notice of this 
House is that there was a provision for granting lands to the 
backward communities. That also has not been done. I think that 
has not been done, because there were no applicants,and many people 
do not come forward because of the inconvenience that they had to 
suffer. There were complaints to the authorities concemed, but 
nothing has happened. The Government is quite unsympathetic, 
In this connection, I want to mention about kanipet lands, registered 
in. the name of two societies of ex-service personnel, They were 
granted some lands, but unfortunately, those two societies are not 
having those lands, because the lands have been encroached 
upon by other encroachers and those two societies cannot now — 
function. The District Collector the late Mr. Ramanuja Aiyangar, 
who had been there for investigating certain complaints about the 
encroachments, said ‘I will go to Trivandrum and bring a batch of 
Reserve Police and see that the encorachers are evicted.’? After- 
wards, when he was approached, he said that he was helpless in the 
matter. This must stop. 

Another thing which I want to bring to the notice of Govern- 
ment is about the tanks. There is provision for the Tahsildar to 
make inspection of the irrigation tanks, and the Tahsildar have been 
making inspections of these tanks. But nothing has been done to 
keep the tanks in good condition. No water can be stored in those 


-_— 
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tanks. The bunds have become rotten and some of the tanks silted 
up. Ifthe Tahsildar had made their reports and seen that these 
tanks were maintained in good condition there would have been 
water in them. 


Another thing which I want to bring to the notice of this House 
is about commutation rate of paddy. It has been the policy of this 
Government to fix the tax at the commutation rate of paddy. But 
this policy has been extended to Sreepandaravaka and not to Kandu- 
krishi lands. Government raised some technical objections that so 
far as kandukrishi lands, jenmikaram lands, the Thiruppuvaram lands 
are concerned, the rules regarding commutation rates are not 
available, Why not bring in a legislation to make the existing rules 
applicable, so that the poor tenants may be relieved of this heavy 
burden? 


Another thing which I want to bring to the notice of this House 
is with regard to the absence of proper land records. No proper 
land records have been kept. For instance, there was the A. V. M, 
Canal. That canal was encroached upon by the people. As land 
records were not properly maintained it was difficult to evict en- 
croachers or realise dues. Government would have gained immen- 
sely if proper action had been taken. 


I think this matter was brought to the notice of the Minister, 
Government refuse to give relief where it is necessary. This sort 
of policy should not be allowed to continue. With these remarks, 
{ conclude my speech.

Mr. Speaker : Is he dead or alive? 
Shri R. Kesava Pillai : He is alive. 


Mr. Speaker : I am putting it ina general way. A professor 
or principal may be good or bad. But the particular professor or 
principal is not given any chance to reply to the charges made against 
him here. a 

Shri R. Kesava Pillai: What I want ta state here is that the 
particular student was expelled from a certain college of the 
ground— =~ , 

Mr. Speakér: Leave him alone. The University is not going 
to be affected either way because of this one particular student. 
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Shri R. Kesava Pillai: Ithankthe hon. Member for the 
nformation. 
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Shri P..S. Nataraja Pillai: Sir, as far as the University 
education is concerned, or the constitution of the University itself 
is concerned, [ think it is a fact now recognized and accepted by 
Government themselves, that the constitution and administration 
of the universities stand in need of some reform, Government have 
conceded that point and recognized the necessity for that and have 
already constituted a committee to revise the University Act. In 
that connection, Sir; I for one hold the view that universities as 
academic bodies should be’ autonomous and that full liberty of 
action should: be given to them. But at the same time, to maintain 
that academic atmosphere and to have that liberty of action, they 
must disassociate themselves from the agency work which they are 
now doing in. conducting the Government colleges. As long as 
our University is not a residential; teaching university, as constituted’ - 
now,—it is only an examining university laying down the rules 

for the conduct of examinations, prescribing the syllabuses and 
purely confining itself to the academic side of it,—I think it will - 
be better for the universities not to undertake the responsibility 
‘to control and manage the Government colleges as agents of 
Government. But at the same time, for the university to be effective 
and be really. useful to the country, it must have post-graduate studies 
and research branches under the direct control of the University. 
Facilities for post-graduate studies and a research institute: must 
be directly controlled by the University, with a staff which is capable 
of directing research. One deplorable fact in our Travancore: 
University has been so far, thisthat is, their activities on the side 
of research, have been very poor; not only that; they are not credit- 
able. .Therefore, I for one view that it is the duty of the University 
.t9 concentrate its attention on the side of research branch and to- 
wards post-graduate studies. Even in the research side, it is not 
_ pare research on. scientific .or- fundamental research. “Research 
on the humanistic studies, on historical subjects, or research based: 


os 
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on history and literature and economics is also necessary. On this 
side too,unless there is an efficient co-ordinating director or professor 
who will be able to give adequate directions to the research students, 
the University will not be able to produce good results. For that, 
there must be a Director of Research not only for the scientific 
branch ‘but also for the other ‘humanities’ branch. With these 
Directors on the research branches, the University may conduct 
post-graduate courses under its direct management and it will then 
be very useful. 

In this connection, Sir, I would also refer to the research 
publications of the University. I am not quite sure whether this 
branch—Publication Branch—is attached to the University College 
or is under the University direct. Whatever that may be, this 
publication branch ought to go with the University and the oriental 
research and the publications thereunder must be done directly by 
the University and adequate facilities and adequate provision in the 
budget should also be made for that work. My friend who moved 
the motion Jaid emphasis on Kerala culture and all that. Sir, even 
for that, it is the research branch that should be strengthened. It 
is not merely a Malayalam-knowing or a Tamil-knowing or Andhra- 
knowing man...... . 


Shri E. P. Varghese : What is this Andhra-knowing man? . 


Shri P. S. Nataraja Pillai : ,Telugu-knowing man-it is not’ 
a man knowing the language who will be able to revitalise the culture 
of a country. It is the all-round equipment of the man who controls 
the University that is wanted for it. Therefore, I think as a preli- 
minary step, the publication of research on oriental studies and the 
publication branch as a whole may be strengthened and sufficient 
funds must be allocated for that. 

Then, in maintaining the standard and discipline, the Uni- 
versity has a primary responsibility. It must be amenable to public 
opinion as well. We are having a University and the University 
institutions with its controlling bodies such as the senate, syndi- 
cate and their various faculties are there. They must be amenable 
to public opinion. In my view, the Act now proposed may be so 
amended as to give opportunities for responsible public opinion on 
educational matters to be reflected in the several University’ bodies. 
Provision must be so made as to afford opportunities for this.’ It 
should not be an exclusive body, confined to appointing authorities, 
rather, employers and employees. One of the criticisms and 
charges now levelled against the University is that the senate or the 
syndicate is after all a combination of employers and employees 
where, very often, the opinion of the etnployer prevails. Inde-- 
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pendent opinion must be afforded the opportunity of expressing 
itself and putting forward its views on educational matters. There- 
fore, some radical changes will have to be made in the constitution 
of the senate and syndicate and the other bodies which control the 
University. That is ai aspect which the Government and the Uni- 
versity committee should remember before they finalise the revi- 
sion of the present Act. ; ; 


Shri N. P. Varghese : Are you suggesting that Government 
should have more control ? : : 


Shri P. §. Nataraja Pillai : I am not for the Government 
as such directing the University. Iam for an autonomous University 
body. But at the same time, I feel that the direction of the Govern= 
ment becomes inevitable as long as the University continues as an 
agent of the Government by running the. Government Colleges. The 
University should dissociate itself from that work. Running the 
colleges must be the duty of the Government under the Director of _ 
Public Instruction. It is only post-graduate studies and research 
institutions that must be controlled by the University. In matters 

_of University education and the proper field of University activities, 

the Government may express their opinion but it will not be a 
controlling factor, say with regard to an opinion that may be 
reflected in the University body by responsible public men. from 
outside the Government. 


Shri L. M. Pylee : May I ask the hon. Member as to how ' 
the senate is constituted on the basis of employer and employee? 


Shri P. S. Nataraja Pillai: This is the prevailing opinion 
in the country. I am not fully aware of the present constitution 
of the University: But 1 am told, Sir, that there is the control of 
the University in respect of the University College and other colleges 
_ managed by the University and the private colleges, with a view to 
avoiding clash. ot : 


Shri L. M. Pylee : Is the hon. Member aware that. there 
are many members in the senate ‘who are employees? 


Shri P. S. Nataraja Pillai: May be. I am not casting 
any reflection on any member of the senate the present senate or 
the previous one, but the prevailing opinion in the country is that. 


Shri L. M. Pylee : May I assure the hom. Member that the 
senate, as he said, based on an employer-employee relationship, is 
not correct? .- - |

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Shri P. S. Nataraja Pillai: May be. I do not think, 
however, that it is wholly correct. Since my friend has interrupted * 
me—a man who is responsible enough and who is expected to know 
educational matters better than myself—I may go to the extent of 
saying that when particular propositions come up before the senate, 
the yiew of the executive is very often endorsed. The executive 
may be right, but the people think that simply because the executive 
puts up a particular proposition, it is accepted. 

Mr. Speaker : The hon. Member may continue for some 
time after lunch.

Shri P. S. Nataraja Pillai (contd.): Sir I was saying that 
the University should not undertake the responsibility of running the 
Government Colleges as Government’s agent. Sir, even now the 
University has not taken up nor has been saddled with the respon- 
sibility of running all the Government Colleges. For example, 
the professional colleges are run by Government themselves—the 
Medical College, the Engineering College, and so on. I know there 
is a certain necessity also for that. The Medical College cannot 
be run efficiently without a hospital. In the same manner it may 
not be possible to run the Engineering College without a very good 
workshop or something like that. - 

Shri A. J. John: I may inform the hon. Member that 
the Engineering College is under the University. - 


Shri P. S. Nataraja Pillai: If I understand correctly, 
there are certain Arts Colleges run by Government, for example, 
the Arts Colleges run by the former Cochin Government directly. 
I say every Goternment institution must be run either directly by 
Government under the Director of Public Instruction or by the 
University. If all the colleges are to be under the control of the 
University, necessarily every college run and fmanced by our Govern- 
ment must be under the control of the University.’ What I want 
to say is this. -When on the grants which are set apart for the 
University they are managing the colleges on behalf of the Govern- 
ment, certainly, Government will have the necessity to have a control 
over them. I will go to the extent of questioning their right in 
academic matters. But there may be a necessity for Government’ 
to control. That being so, the University will have to be under the 


control of Government. But at the same time, I may say that in 
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academic matters, there must be absolute autonomy nd non-inter™ 
ference fron anybody. I will go to the extent of saying that a 
research institute of its own should.be established. In-the Act 
when amended, a fixed University grant ritay be madé a “charge on 
the consolidated fund absolutely without any interference from 
Government. The minimum grant to the University may be made 
a charge on the consolidated fund of the State by’a statutory provision 
and further provision for the. development of .the University will 
naturally be looked for from private endowments...'That, I think, 
_will make that body very effective and -we will be guaranteeing it 
the autonomy which we wish such a body should have... That kind 
of arrangement will be more advantageous and more in the interests 
of higher education. , . 

Then, coming to the question of the individual or tlie-“type 
of individual. who-is.to control University.activities, I should like 
to say. that it is.a matter.of personal opinion.- I for one,-think, even 
in spite of the ardent nationalism which every one possesses, -it-will 
be necessary at. times to request the servicés- of -international-men 
if they. are available to . run .educational’” institutions. - So, “Sir, 
it is the equipment, character and -capacity that -counts.- If we. get 
persons. of such. reputation, character -and ‘capacity, -I thik there 
is absolutely nothing wrong-in putting them in-charge of the- Univer- 
sity. Further, Sir, the question of cultural- development of particular 
races or languages.in. the country too- need not- neceséarily- depend 
upon the mother-tongue, nor should it-be confined: to-the- memibers 
of a race or locality. In cultural development, any man..may be 
interested. Take the case of the Malayalam language.  The- first 
dictionary was compiled by a European. Take the Dravidian langu- 
ages. ~The first correlated grammar for Dravidian languages was 
written by that famous revered’ Bishop - Caldwel. “Nobody. will 
forget’ that name: So, Sir,” it'does not depend upon the race or 
mother tongue of a particular 'scholar."

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Shri A. Thanu Pillai: Sir, I wish to say a word in connection 
with this motion. Of course, education is one the most important 
and probably the most difficult problem that we have to solve to-day, 
Ido not propose to enter into the technical or purely educational 
aspects of the problem. | The Chief Minister told us that a confer- 
ence of Educational Ministers and Vice-Chancellors of the Universi- 
ties is going to be held at Delhi in April. Probably they will take note - 
of the recommendations that the Secondary Education Committee 
will have to make. Ido not know. But any consultation or deli- 
_ beration respecting the issue of University Education must certainly 

take‘ note of the changes. that are necessary in the Secondary Edu- 
cation system also. §o0, I do propose to deal with those difficult. 
and very comprehensive matters now because’'the time that you can 
allow me is‘only . five minutes: I want to refer to one or two minor 
items regarding education, The first is regarding the shift system. 
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There isa great deal of complaints about the shift system. I want to 
warn Government in regard to this system. The system has not 
‘been given a really fair trial. The teachers are discontented proba- 
bly because it involves a little more work so far as they are concer- 
ned. The objection raised seems to be that our little children 
between the ages of 5 and ro are not kept at school every day for 5 to 
6 hours, Personally it is difficult for me to accept that proposition. 
We have to examine carefully whether a child of 5 or 6 or 7 cannot 

be given that educational instruction which the chtld can imbibe 
by keeping him in school for 3 hoursa day. Probably, in the 4th 
and sth classes a child may have to be kept in school for larger 
hours. Wehave to bear this fact in mind when we consider the 
question of giving educational instruction to children of tender ages 
of 5, 6 or 7. 


In regard to the work of the teachers, there was a time when 
teachers in Travancore came forward and offered to work the shift 
system provided they were given better pay. Idon’t think that 
the shift system has been introduced in Cochin. [ am of the opinion 
that we must give the system avery good trial, Is there really any 
lowering of standard by following the shift system so far as boys and 
girls of 6 or’7 are concerned. From the point of view of expendi- 
ture ‘we must certainly examine this more carefully before 
the Government embark upon the abolition of the system.

In regard to the revision of pay ‘that has been recently made 
by Government, I wish to point out one or two very salient factors 
in respect of the Secondary School teachers. Originally there 
“were three scales of payin Travancore and the ratio of the number 
of posts was this: 1: 2:3. If there were three teachers on the lower 
scale, there were two in the higher scale and one in the highest scale. 
Sir, Government have made a radical change in this to the detri- 
_ment of the teachers. Now, the ratio, instead of being 1:2:3, is 
somewhere about 9:3:1. Tam subject to correction,: Sir, Let us 
take it that the Education Minister will give the correct figures, 
Is it 7? 

Shri A. J. John: Yes. 


Shri A. Thanu Pillai: At any rate, Sir, we cannot approv® 
of this, even if it is 7:2:1, fromthe teachers’ point of view. There- 
fore, I should like to suggest that the Government should find their 
way to revise that proportions. 


In the case of the Middle. School teachers, they have been done 
a very, very great harm, In Trayancore, formerly, there were 4 scaleg 
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‘of pay for the Middle School teachers, viz., (1) Rs. 20-2-28, (2)a 
“basic pay of Rs. 30 /- without scale, (3) Rs. . 30-60 and a few 
“teachers on Rs. 45-75. Now we have adopted one uniform scale 
viz., Rs. 30-60 and whether this Rs. 45-7¢ scale has been abo- 
lished is not clear. Sir, for these Middle School Teachers in these 
hard days of high prices Rs. 75 is not too much.. I think that a: 
Middle. School teacher can very well go up to Rs. 75, Therefore, 
‘Istrongly plead that Government should reconsider this present 
_scale. There is one more objection, Sir. Formerly, as I have 
stated already, there were 3 scales of pay viz., ‘Rs. 20-2-25, Rs, 
22-28 or 30. Now, how does this revision help those teachers 
_ who were in this scale. In these hard times of high prices, these 
‘teachers with families will not be able to make both ends meet 
with this Rs. 22 or Rs. 28 or 30: Realising this, the Government 
found it necessary to revise their pay scales. But-then, how many 
teachers were benefited by this? Is it right that teachers who have 
put in 25 years’ service ona pay of Rs. 30a month should be con- 
tented with this Rs. 30 again after the revision? How can this be 
justified? They have not. thought it-mecessary to give this poor: 
teacher an increased pay on. the basis of their service. * What is 
‘wrong in the proposal, Task? Teachers who have put in 2¢ or 30 
~years’ service will be retiring on Rs.. 30 even after this revision. 
How does the revision of pay benefit them? A teacher may be 
_xetiring in two months or in two years; but he will be getting only 
Rs, 14 a month as pension. If we want to benefit these poor teac- 
hers, we mist see that some real benefit is given to them. Now, Sir, — 
in regard to pay of teachers J urge this because a teacher with an 
empty stomach is the most harmful individual or rather the most 
harmful thing in éxistence.. What is the work of a teacher? He has 
to teach thirty or forty ‘children, and he comes to school with an 
empty stomach, badly dressed and full of complaints. He leaves 
his home carrying the complaints of his wife that there is no 
money for buying ration. In this condition, what work is 
he expected to do? It is nota clerk’s few hours’ work ina 
_Government office. Ifa ‘clerk does-not feel fit he may postpone 
his work for the next day.- Can a teacher postpone his work? 
‘Every moment of his working hour is to be fully utilised. There- 
fore, it is the duty of the State to see that the teacher is enabled to do 
-his. work as teacher éfficiently and-properly. For this, Rs. 304. 
- month’ is niggardly. Therefore, . I strongly urge, | Sir, that the 
Education Minister should consider the desirability of revising the 
pay. of the teachers, If his pay is raised to Rs. 45-75, due care

should be taken that a person who has already put in 20 or 25 years 
of service does not lose the benefit of this revised scale of pay, 
because a person who has served for 20 or 25 years and is about to 
retire will be having a wife and half- a dozen children to maintain. 
Why not allow him to get Rs. 40 or so amonth. Mr. John will 
tell me ‘‘how can we find money for all this?’’ If they had put the 
Graduate teachers down at Rs, 200, [would not complain: But 
in the case of poor teachers who geét only Rs. 30 it is very sinful 
to keep them at this level of pay. That is why, Sir, Ivery speci- 
fically plead that adequate revision should be made in their scales 
of pay. Iknow that there are thousands and thousands of teachers 
and lakhs and lakhs of children to be taught. The Graduate tea- 
chers’ pay was raised like this because the Graduate teachers can 
exertinfluence with the Government. They have got their men occu- 
pying such positions that enable them to exert influence on the 
Ministers. But these poor Primary School teachers cannot exert 
such influence on the Ministers. That is the only reason why the 
suffer. Therefore, Sir, I take it that this matter will receive the 
careful consideration at the hands of the Government. 


Then, again, Sir, the Primary School teachers who have put in 
fairly long periods of service should be benefited by the increased 
scale of pay. They must be given increments in the new scale on 
the basis of their service. Sir, in this connection I would like 
to ask the Chief Minister. why he is very solicitous about the wel- 
fare of the teachers appointed by other agencies. He has allowed 
them to draw higher pay, though in their appointments Government 
have absolutely no.voice. But the teachers who teach in Govern- 
ment schools are not in any way better than the teachers in the aided 
institutions. Why should they not be given it? That is a matter 
‘which the Government ought. to consider very carefully. 


Sir, one other thing more I have to state. I read in the paper 
that the N. G. O.’s children have been given concession in respect 
of their school fees, Now, sir, so far as education is.concerned 
this cofcession is given to the children not because they are 
N. G. O.’s children. It is wrong on the part of the Government to 
discriminate between N. G. O.’s children and other children, and - 
this discrimination could only probably worsen the situation. An 
N. G. O. may get Rs. 200 or Rs. 150 per month and there are 
people who have to work harder than the N. G. O0.’s to make 
Rs. 50 or Rs. roo. They too have children. It is necessary to give 
education to those. children in the Middle Schools and even in the 
High Schools, Why should there be this distinction in the matter 
of this concession to the children? Therefore, 1 would suggest that 
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at least inthe Middle Schools. all children should be exempted from 
the payment of fees. Ican understand why N..G..0’s have: been 
favoured. The Government want their co-operation and support. 
But at the same time they should. consider whether it is not feasible 
to exempt all children from the payment of fees so long as they 
are in the middle scliools, That will bring us into line witha 
portion of the Directive in the Constitution, because up to the age 
of 14 children should be given free education. Our children will 
be in the Third Form say, by 12 or 13.So, Sir, that matter also may 
seriously be.considered by Government. By saying +his I trust 
‘that the N. G. O’s would not go with the impression | that Iam 
against their interests. But I want all children to be given this 
concession. 1 know, Sir, Shri C. Rajagopalachari introduced this 
reform in Madras for reasons best known to himself. Now, for 
the same reason this Government followed suit. Personally, I don’t 
approve that idea at all, not that the N. G. O’s should not get this 
advantage but that other children should not be deprived of this 
advantage. ‘

Sit, the Educational Service is a large field for seryice and 
‘employment in our State. According to me, all teachers should 
be recruited by the same agency. Mr, Panampilli Govinda Menon 
had a scheme ofcourse, certain aspects of it were very much 
applauded. © When he'brought that scheme I said: ‘‘Hon. Minister, | 
your scheme is not going tobe implemented,’’ Excuse me, | 
Sir, when say; he fell fowl on me. “His scheme was scrapped. So, 
Sir, my position is this: I would not advocate expenditure of public 

. Money on persons in respect of whose employment Goverment had 
-no voice. Mr. Panampilli Govinda Menon also recently changed his 
policy. It is reported in the papers that he has stated in one of his 
speeches that it is the right of the individual to run a school and it is’ 
the duty of the State to pay the teacher. There, I entirely differ 
from him. I can agree to the proposition that the recruitment of the 
teachers falls within the right of the Government. I know Mr. 
Chacko will not agree with me.

Iknow the history of these school teachers’ agitation. Many 
of the teachers appointed by Government fall back, They don’t 
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want to push forward their claims. Their appointment may be 
made by the management. It is the worse type of action that any 
Government have taken. Is it right on the part of the authority to 
appoint ‘teachers who have sufficient experience and qualification 
without adequate payment? Government may appoint men of 
qualification and efficiency. Why should the management insist 
- on their appointment of teachers? .I fully agree with the obser- 
vations made by some of my friends regarding the subject. 
Idon’t want to go into that issue. Good work done by these 
teachers must be taken into account. It deserves appreciation. 
“The hon, Minister has been saying that educational institutions 
are made the schools of communalism in Travancore Cochin. 
That mentality must go. Tam really grieved to find that. It 
must be the right of every one of us that our educational institutions 
are no longer subject to this objection, namely that they are 
breeding communalism. The aim is correct. Government wants 
to weld the people into one homogeneous whole. Weare. faced 
with difficulties. Government are ina delicate position. They 
want to continue as Ministers. That is the grave problem of our 
country. That is what I want to tell my friend, who persists in 
these policies and who wants these educational institutions to be 
the breeding grounds - of communalism. , 


Shri Nedumangad R. Kesavan Nair : I support the demand. 
_There cannot be a difference of opinion that the conditions of the | 
teachers have to be ameliorated. The teachers play a very promi- 
nent part in the moulding of society. As has been stated by the 
hon. Member for Trivandrum, a teacher with a-hungry stomach 
is really amenace to society. He must be kept contented. . He 
must be in a position to teach the young generation so that they might 
grow up to be healthy citizens. I am not cataloguing’a series of 
grievances which these teachers have. As stated by the. hon. 
Member for Chavara it has been very well conceded by Govern- 
ment that there are thousands of teachers whose salary gives no 
safeguard against poverty, Later on in the administration report 
it is found ‘“‘India has opened anew chapter in their history. A 
new nation is in the making. The process of recreation has to progress 
and reach its fulfilment not so much in cabinets and councils as in the 
humble class room. Education is the process through which 
a nation is made’’. We have been receiving a number’ of grie- 
vances from these poor petty teachers. There~are a service of 
complaints made by these teachers. ‘There are aseries of comp- 
laints made by these teachers which legitimately deserve re-consj-. 
deration. One thing has to be said in fairness’ to these teachers, 
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Except sending petitions, and memorials for ventilating their grievances 
-in the most proper form they are not resorting to any objectionable 
tactics or indulging themselves in any subversive activities. There 
has been a lot of discontent; the private school teacher complaining 
that heis not treated ona par with the Government school teacher; 
primary school teacher complaining that he is not given the bene- 
fits which a middle school teacher has; middle schoo] teacher 
complaining that he isnot given the benefits which a high school 
teacher has; a Travancore teacher complaining that he has not been 
given the very same fair treatment that the Cochin teacher has 
been given. Personally speaking, I don’t want to create any clique 
_by, indulging in parochial patriotism or by makinga difference 
between Cochin and Travancore... I just draw the attention of this 
House to one invidious distinction that has been made in the matter: 
of the teachers who have been selected for training. A Cochin. 
‘teacher, Iam told, is given his full pay while the Travancore teacher 
only half of his pay while. under training. I ask why should this 
distinction be made? Why should they be given a chance for making 
such complaints and widening the cleavage if it actually exists, 
Likewise there is one very vital thing which the Governmer.t 
has to take into account. As has been said by the hon. 
Member for Trivandrum, the case. of the middle school 
teacher has to be re-considered. He forms a very -strong link in 
the chain of the educational system in the State. Probably he might 
not be in a position to command the influence which a graduate 
teacher or a secondary school teacher might command. But all 
the same when the scale has been revised the primary school teachers’ 
scale has been rightly enhanced to Rs. 30-50 while the scale of the 
middle school teacher ‘has been revised Rs. 30-60. Originally it was 
Rs. 45-75. . Why should. ‘there be such a change which brings harm to 
_ these teachers, One difficulty in this will be that a primary school 
‘teacher who is already in Rs. 30-g0 scale, while he hopes to get the 
place of a middle school teacher he will be already getting about. 
Rs. 45. It is then that he is asked to go tothe middle school 
where he has to start’from’ Rs. 30-60. This distinction is hard, un- 
workablé and not encouraging to qualified teachers entering | 
Government service. We want qualified teachers to improve 
- the basic education. We are not as much: concerned.. about 
Universities. Education ‘imparted to young ones’ deserves very 
serious consideration, and therefore ‘the authorities will have to be . 
doubly careful: in enlisting competent. teachers who have got that 
capacity to impart public instruction. If- the original scale, i.e.,, 


a 
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Rs. 45-75 is restored it will bring it in conformity with the secondary 
school teachers. It would be better if we have two scales for mid. 
dle school. teachers, one Rs. 45-75 and the other Rs. 80-120, 


Regarding the pay of primary school headmasters I would like 
to make a suggestion. I find from the figures that the primary school 
headmasters are paid only three or four rupees over and above their 
- substantive pay. He is at the same time asked to meet the special 

charges and other sundry expenses incidental to his position as 
headmaster. That isa very unfair distinction. I would also suggest 
another very hard case where primary school teachers are asked to — 
do work in private schools, These private school teachers are being , 
given a fixed pay far below the pay given to the primary school teachers 
in Government schools, This is also.a matter which requires 
consideration. . 


Last, but“not least, I may urge the case of a few teachers who are 


‘undergoing a sort of silent suffering. There is a handful of unfortunate 


teachers who were absorbed into Government service while they 
were employed as private school teachers, I am not in a position 
to know the exact position, but I am told that there was a request 
or an entreaty made by the educational authorities for private school 
teachers entering into Government service when there was a paucity 
of hands in the Government service. It is true that there was no offer 
made to them that such and such a consideration would be given to 
them. Rightly or wrongly they believed that their case would be fairly 
considered. Persons who have put in 15, 20 or 22 years of service 
have been entertained from private schools in Government schools. 

_I am told that their service in private schools is. not considered 
and that their case remains very hard. I am also informed that 
when a teacher is taken from one private school to another ,-so per 
cent of his period-of service is considered. But Government are 
not prepared to consider them. Legally there might not, be a right 
for the teacher to claim it, But equity and justice require that their 
claims will have to be considered. They may be numerically poor, 
They might not be able to influence the authorities. But there is 
the hard fact that -.justice will have to be done to everyone. With 
these words, I support the motion.

and today we are dealing with Agricultural Income Tax and Sales 
‘ax, 
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Shri P. S. Nataraja Pillai: On a point of information, 
Sir. The hon. Member is speaking about Sales tax. Can he discuss 
about sales-tax in this cut motion ? 


Mr. Speaker : : The hon. Member should understand that 
this motion is for reduction of total allotment of Rs. 2,34,000 for 
taxes on income other than Corporation tax. It may include 
agricultural tax but not sales-tax. The hon. Member should confine 
his remarks to the relevant facts. I will call upon the hon, Member 
to speak on another cut motion which may. throw open the whole 

’ Department for discussion on all aspects. 
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Mr. Speaker: Leave it to some other Member. The 
hon, Member must understand what exactly the cut motion is, 
Some other Members will move and discuss about that. 
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“In the case of toddy, or spirits manufactured from toddy, by a 
tax on each tree from which toddy is drawn, to be paid in 
such instalments and for such period ...........”” 
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Shri C. Achutha Menon: Sir, I move: 

“To reduce the allotment of Rs. 4,71,000 for other taxe 

and duties by Re. 1” 
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“It is common experience that expenditure does not increase 
in proportion to one’s-income, The poorest man spends 
all his income on goods and sometimes even more, as 
when he runs into ‘debt for buying food and cloth etc. 
The Jess poor man probably. succeeds in restricting ‘his 
expenditure on ‘goods within the'limits of his income. At. 
the next stage a man begins to spend something on 
service, he may keep aservant or acookor may rent 
ahouse. At the next stage people begin to spend money 

‘on travel, on better houses, and so on. At the next stage 
they “begin to save and their expenditure on services 
and other amenities of life, other thdn goods, begins * 
to increase with their‘income. After a certain stage most 
of the increase in one’s income is saved, . Thus the richer 
the man, the smaller‘is the ratio of -his expenditure to 
income, and still smaller is the ratio of his expenditure on 
goods. alone to his total income. A-tax which is propor- 
tionate to expenditure is therefore very regressive in char 
acter and a tax which is proportionate to expenditure. on 
goods alone is still more regressive. The poorest man 
is taxed on more than hundred per cent of his income’ 
-whereas .the rightest man may be taxed on less that, one 
per cent ofhisincome. As the rate. is the same forall, 
the burden of the tax lies much more heavily .on the poot 
man than on the rich: The calculation is simple.” 
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“The Essential Goods (Declaration and Regulation of Tax on 
Sale or Purchase) Act 1952.2’

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Mr. Speaker: Mr. Nataraja Pillai, do you move motion 
No, 80? 


Shri P. S. Nataraja Pillai: Yes, Sir. I move: 
To reduce the total allotment of Rs. 7,0f%,000 under 
Demand I by Re. 1 : 


It is human nature to fight shy.of taxation. No one is willing 
to shoulder financial burdens. The natural tendency of man is to 
be free from these burdens. Even if that be so, we are here dis- 
charging a duty to see that Government is carried on. And the Govern- 
ment is one which caters to the needs of the common. people. From 
that point of view, it would not be exaggerating to py that it is the 
financial blood which keeps up the body politic of the State. I am of 
the view, Sir, the tax on income is the most important, the most 
vital taxation which the Government can exact with equity. 
When we say that it is a taxation on income it is on the surplus, of the 
income-net income-that ' Government is taxing, Wheh we remem- 
ber that we are apt to get the impression that taxation is made only 
on people who are capable of bearing that burden. But, Sir, one 
disturbing factor is seen toemerge in the budget proposals. . In the 
statement of receipts under this item nearly Rs. 24 lakhs are esti- 
mated to be less than what it was in r9so-51. Perhaps the present 
estimate is based on the revised estimate. But that is not a correct 
‘ estimate according to me. © The estimate for 53-54 is given at 73 
lakhs of rupees. Ido not know whether the present economic condi- 
tion would warrant such an under-estimating. Even now the admini- 
stration of the Income Tax Department is'not carried out efficiently. 
There are also certain leakages as it were. Certain people are lett 
unassessed. I for one believe that that the incorne under this income 
can.be substantially increased. At the same-time I am not unaware of 
what .the public opinion in the country is. There is a. general feel- 
ing among the. public that taxation on income is vexatious. If. 
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people with insufficient incomes are assessed, if it is not vexatious, it 
is illegal; and there must be legal remedies to remedying or to rectify 
it. It is an illegal exaction on the part of the Government if they 
realise income tax from people who have no taxable income. It is 
something like the police authorities detaining a person without a 
warrant from the Magistrate, which is illegal. In. the same way if 
aman has no taxable income and if the Income Tax authorities tax 
him, it- is illegal. And it depends upon the people. and the Govern- 
ment to see that rules are enforced correctly in this matter. Ifa 
particular Income Tax officer has done an illegal thing, the public 
need not be saying that that kind of authority should not exist. 
Suppose a Policeman illegally takes a man into custody, we cannot say 
that the Police should be abolished. . That will be unreasonable. 
Therefore what I suggest is that the Income-Tax Department requires 
“toning up. They must tax people who have got taxable incomes. 
,Poor people can never be taxed. Now there are instances where , 
the authorities have neglected to tax people who have large incomes. 
That is not right on the part of Government. I cannot appreciate 
this kind of procedure. Agricultural income is increasing. Some 
expression of opinion against itis ‘also available in the country.” 
I, for one, think Sir, that it can be properly assessed like any 
other income. There can be no great difficulty. There are 
many big land lords with very large agricultural incomes. But | 
the Department has not assessed all persons with assessable 
incomes’ from agriculture. Now our Government have fixed 
the minimum assessable income as Rs. 3000. In certain States it 
is somewhere about Rs. 6000. -The land holders are allowed a 
margin to meet the expenditure for cultivation, management 
etc. Very often we hear about the difficulties and the loss sus- 
tained. It was stated here our State will get a share of 8 crores, 
of rupees from export duty on pepper. If that is so, what is 
the total worth of the pepper exported from the country ? Pepper 
cultivation is carried on by almost all the people in the: country 
side. A substantial number of people have to sell more than 
two candies of pepper every year which will at the present 
Yate .bring Rs. 600, Has the Department any statistics to show 
the number of pepper producers. Do they have any idea or 
the return to show all the major pepper producing areas as in 
the case of rubber ? Has the land revenue authorities any idea 
of the productive capacity of an acre of Jand under pepper? Have they 
called for these returns, Have they made any attempt? What is the 
‘price of pepper now? -Under other: crops there will be only a very 
smal] margin left for the poor cultivator. Big holders of land are 
-enjoying the opportunity. Their margin is high. They are benefitted 
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by the inflation also. The margin of profit left for the small land 
holder is very limited. The middle-class people are affected, not the 
rich. My point is that, there are a substantial number of people who 
are earning ahigh taxable agricultural income. The adminstrative 
machinery should be directed in such a way as not to allow any person 
with taxable income to escape. would plead that illegal taxation 
should be severely punished, It cari never be tolerated. Govern- 
ment should not offer a free hand to the Income Tax. Authorities to 


do as they like. Whenever a case is found it must be severely dealt- 
with. 


There is another point. We have abolished super tax. We 
can revise the rates for-the higher slabs. In the field of social 
justice equality of income is one of the fundamental principles. 
These inequalities can be remedied by progressive taxation. I, for 
one, would not believe that there is anything obnoxious or wrong 
or illegal if we increase the rate of tax for the higher incomes. The 
ministers often complain that we have not sufficient resources to 
meet the growing expenditure. They raise this cry even when they 
are asked to increase one or two rupees in the pay of the starving 
sweepers of the towns. It is for them to look up and see whether 
they cannot increase the rate of assessment for the higher in- 
comes. These are the few points which I would like to place 
before this House for their earnest consideration. 


Coming to the other item in the Demand on Sales Tax, it is a classi- 
cal theory of Economics that Sales Tax is not related to the tax 
paying capacity of the payer. But there are certain taxes which 
have to be borne by every citizen, even if it is not according to his 
capacity to pay . When we concede the fact that the Sales Tax 
is a regressive tax, we are conceding the strongest argument against 
the imposition of it. At the same time, it isan imperative neces- 
sity for the sound finances of the State. We may also say, as my 
friend pointed out, that the Sales Tax is, to a ‘certain extent, a 
misnomer. It is really, a consumer’s tax, and can easily be shifted 
to the consumer . According to me the incidence is upon the 
consumer, Even admitting that, the only possibility of easing the 
burden is by. exemption, exemption to articles of primary neces- 
sities of life, articles of food and some of the cottage industry pro- 
ducts. To relieve the hardship consequent upon the imposition of 

' the tax, at the time when the tax was introduced,certain exemptions 
were provided and much care was taken to see that it does not 
work hardship. Now we hear complaints that _ it is being increa- 
sed to a very high level. We have-also the problem of unemploy- 
ment increasing. And therefore, the average man is not at all able to 
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bear this burden which is now imposed on the necessities of life. 
I think it is a very just complaint and the Government must solve 
the problem by scrutinising the schedule, providing for exemption 
as much as possible. I, for one, would plead that in the peculiar 
circumstances of the economic condition of the country, that the 
Government should exempt all food stuffs from the purview of the 
Sales Tax. Already there is provision for exempting of articles of 
food. There are other articles as well which have to be excluded, 
for the simple reason that they are articles of daily consumption. 
Take the case of jaggery. Ido not know exactly the amount cons- 
umed in the country. It is an industry in which many people are 
engaged. It is a cottage industry. Again it is an important article of 
diet inthe country. It ought to be exempted from the purview of 
the tax. 


In the same way, the handloom industry isa vital industry which, . 
in the pecuilar circumstances of the country, and due to the unreasona- 
ble competition which it has to face from the mills, is fast declining. 
A large number of people are depending upon that industry. There- 
fore, I would say that even the 3 pies in the Rupee they now im- 
posed must be taken. It is for the Government to scrutinise the 
items and exclude similar articles from taxation, so as to give satis- 
faction to the people. 


There has been a lot of talk about the financial integration and the 
attitude of the Central Government towards this. State. With 
regard to that matter, I am forced to submit that before 
the federal financial integration under the present constitution, the 
representatives of India emphasised the need for a strong centre with 
the residuary powers with the centre. The old conception of the expert 
committees, conferences and the Round Table Conferences, and the 
like, they were thinking ofa federation with residuary powers to the 
State. Here, actually, after the partition, when the people of India sat 
together to draft the new Constitution, they thought of a more 

owerful central organization where the residuary powers will be 
vested with the Union. So, certian portions of our revenue had to be 
integrated with the centre and now we can only legitimately 
agitate to redress the inequalities we find now, if there are any 
difficulties or defects in the actual working of the scheme of finan- 
cial integration. Ido not go further into the matter.

Shri T. K, Krishnan: Sir, I move: 

To reduce the allotment of Rs. 1,26,890 for General direction. 
by Re. 1. . 
Sir, our forests ought to play a prominent role in the economy - 
of our state. From time immemorial our rich forest produce has 
attracted the attention of all people of the civilised world. Stud- 
ents of history know how traders of the west came in search of 
of our Forest produce. 


It isa pity that our revenue from this perennial source of in- 
come is progressively dwindling -year by year. 

A cursory glance of the budget memorandum will reveal this 
monstrous fact. The estimated revenue for’ 53-54 is Rs, 165.75 lakhs. 
In s1-52 the revenue was 184-58 lakhs. Budget estimate for 52.53 
was 166,00 lakhs. Revised estimate for 52-53 reveals farther de- 
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[Shri T. K, Krishnan] 
terioration as it is only Rs. 165.85 lakhs and the present budget 
estimate is 165.75 lakhs, That means within two years the revenue 
has gone down by 20 lakhs. . 

Why isthere this phenomenal fall? It is because of the unwise _ 
and unimaginative policy of deforestation pursued by the party in 
power. Indiscriminate felling of trees is the order of the day. Contra- 
ctors and forest Officials go hand in hand in their craze for extracting 
timber in the most illegal manner... Our forests are being systema- 

_ tically denuded. 

Sir, I do not know whether our Ministers have of late developed 
a liking. for nudism. If will be small wonder if these votaries of 
Holly-wood culture and the ‘American Way of Life’’ have taken 
to the philosophy of nudism. But what should it be extended to 
our innocent forest? 

It is a pitiable sight to see that the rich splendour or our sylvan 
beauty is fast disappearing. If the present state of affairs is allowed 
to continue our dense forests will soon become baild hillocks and. ~ 
patches of shrubs and desert - like planes. . _ 

How this Government plan to develop our forest resources ? 
Something is mentioned in the Five Year plan, But that is not even 
a skeleton outline. We have no details of the plan. Anyway 
Rs. :60 lakhs has been allotted for five years to develop the forest and 
what is allotted this year is Rs. 3,24,700. Is this pittance of Rs. 60 
lakhs adequate to develop our forests ? Some two years ago our 
Government had a plan to develop the Forests. An amount of 
Rs, go lakhs had been allotted for this purpose. I like to draw 
your attention to page 24 of the Development plan of the Travancore- 
Cochin State. The title of the Book published by the Government 
in 1951 is ‘“The Two Year and the Five Year Plans”. It reads as 

. follows: ‘‘Forest Development. Scheme: The main scheme under — 
the head is conservation and regeneration. The idea is to re-afforest 
the places from which large quantities of ‘timber were extracted: ta 
meet the demand during the war period. The work consists of the 
following items : 
(1) Rearing of nursery. plants. 
(2) Cutting and burning and soil preparation. 
_Q) Living work. ‘ 
(4) Planting work. 
(5). Weeding, etc. fy 
A.sum of Rs. 20 lakhs will be required for the 1st year and 
Rs, 15 lakhs for each of the succeeding years: The total expenditure 
will be about Rs. 90 lakhs.” ; : 


Sir, you-will please. note that two years ago our Government 
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was ready to spend Rs. 90 lakhs. But when the Five Year Plan was 
adumbrated the amount has been cut down to Rs. 60 lakhs for this 
important development plan. That is a sorry commentary on the 
wisdom of these pandits of planning. 


Sir, we must have a bold policy of afforestation. 

1 do not know whether our hon. Minister for Forests is aware 
of what has been stated about afforestation in the Five Year Plan. 
On page 69 of the Five Year Plan it is said ‘‘Effort has also to be 
directed towards afforestation to prevent soil erosion, planting 
of trees along the banks of canals, roads and railway tracks and the 
establishment of village plantations for fuel and timber. Along 
with the development of village plantations for fuel, the use of soft 
coke has to be encouraged as a cheap form of fuel for- household 
purposes.’ 

Is our Minister capable of implementing a bold plan like this? 

It will not do if we do something or other in the name of afforest- 
ation. We know the notorious ‘‘ Vanamahotsayam’’ of Shri Munshi. 
Lakhs of rupees were wasted for planting some ‘‘Thulasis’’ or a few 
saplings. Planting Thlasis is not afforestation. 


I like to bring to your notice, Sir, how the afforestation plan 
works in other countries. Com. Saburov, a first rank Communist 
jeader of the Soviet Union in his report on the directives of the 
XIX party Congress relating to the fifth Five Year Plan for the deve- 
lopment . of the U.5.5.R. in 1951-1955 says : . 

‘The fifth Five Year Plan makes provisions for the planting of 
forcst belts on the fields of collective farms, and State farms, not only 
in the steppe and forest steppe areas of the European part of the. 
Soviet Union, but also in the steppe areas of Siberia, Central Asia 
and elsewhere. It is prepared during the five years to plant shelter 
belts on a total area of not less than 2.5 million hectares of collective 
farm and state farm land, and nearly 2.5 million hectares of State 
forests aré to be sown or planted.”’ , 

This is how serious people map ‘out plans. Tall talk of Five 
Year Plan in season and out of season will not make forests. 


Another thing ! like to bring to your notice, Sir, is the corruption 
in the Forest Department, There are innumerable complaints 
about the high-handedness and bribery that prevails in the Forest 
Department. ‘ 

1 shall give one instance. A Forest Official at Peechi, Trichur 
District told the people of the locality: ‘‘Good folk, the Government 
have ordered to distribute lands to you. Lands will be measured 
and given{to you’’. Lands were measured and each parcel was assigned 
to each person and the Forest Official while so assigning, took from 
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. the illiterate people money ranging from Rs. 5 to Rs. 100, After 
a few days the fellow was transferred and when his successor arrived, 
_people came to know that all the transactions were sham and fake: 


Shri A. Chidambaranatha Nadar : May I request. the hon. 
Member to give such instances of corruption ? ; 
Shri T. K. Krishnan: I shall give instances. . Will the 
Minister be prepared to take action ? oe . 
Mr. Speaker : All these are stock questions. You may go on, 
Shri T. K. Krishnan : Another instance I like to bring to’ the 
notice of the House is the one in Malayattur Division. There 
thousands of acres have been given on, lease to F.LLT.L.A. Of this 
4,000 acres are cultivable land. Some people have taken this for 
paddy cultivation. The Forest Guard and officials are harassing them . 
in various ways. The Forest officials want to plant saplings rooting 
out the paddy. The cultivators are not allowed even-to reap the 
_ paddy unless they bribe the officials. I ask the hon. ‘Minister to take | 
_ serious action-against such people. ; 
_ Another thing I like to say is this. For many poor people 
: who live in the neighbourhood of forests, taking headloads of firewood 
and selling it in the nearby: towns is the means of livleihood. They 
were formerly given passés to- collect fitewood and only a nominal 
-fee was charged from. them. . Even then they had to bribe -thesé 
Forest officials. But now even. the system of giving passes has been 
stopped. Why should the Government deprive them of this means 
of livelihood? — ee 
In: the same way collecting green leaves from. forests. has also 
been restricted. It is the poor people who are hard hit. by these 
restrictions. I request the hon. Minister to consider. all. these with 
the seriousness they deserve... _ ; —— 
Now, I like to place some suggestions before the hon. Minister 
who is hungry for constructive suggestions’ : . 
_...-The Forest Department must open firewood depots in all 
villages and towns, Fire wood is as important as food -ration.. . 
’ Firewood must be.made available for the public at cheap rate. especially 
for people who are engaged in. the jaggery industry and arecanut 
curing.. Opening such depots in the villages and: towns will go a 
long way to solve the firewood problerh of our people. 
-- Another suggestion, Sir, I like to bring to your notice is that the , 
Forest Department must deem it its duty to plant trees on both sides 
of the roads, railway tracks and banks of rivers. Formerly it was the 
' “practice of the Government to plant trees in this way. -Now all ‘that 
is gone. It seemms-the- Ministers are otherwise engaged, 
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My next suggestion is that every village must have plantations for 
fuel. Even the Planning Commission has recommended this. 

1 hope the hon. Minister will implement these plans with all 
his zeal: : ; .

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Shri P. S. Nataraja Pillai: I move : To reduce’ the total 
allotment of Rs.'75,12,000-under Demand V by Re. 1.. oe 

Sir, the forest is one of the principal sources of revenue for this 
State. It is-a national asset as well. For some reason or other, 
there is now a tendency in the receipts from that Department to 

fall. Today, 1 do not wish to go into the details of revenue of that 
Department or the reasons for the fall that is being manifested during 
the last few years. ;One thing which I would like to mention before 
the House is that it is high time that we thought of final settlement 
© areas that were granted for the grow more food campaign from the 
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reserves. You know, Sir, in the Forest Act there isa mandatory provi- 
sion that if a reserve forest area is to b&declared not to be a reserve 
area or an unreserved area—if [ may say so—it should, be notified to 
that effect with definite boundaries. To constitute a reserve in the 
forests we want also a notification defining the boundaries. For an 
unreserved area, the Government have to publish a notification de- 

claring that area tob¢ not a portion of the reserve. Now, whatever may 
have been the reasons which led the Government to allow reserved 
areas to be granted to grow more food and to allow people to getit. 

The question whether it is justified or not is a matter which need not 
be discussed now. As a matter of fact, reserved areas are now under 
the possession of private individuals. The forests have been cleared 
or rather, the trees have been cut and removed from that area and 
permanent cultivation has been done in that area and people have put 
up houses and have begun to live in that area. Such being the case, 

Sir, why should this pretence be kept up that there is a reserve there? 
Why should an open violation of the statutory provisions be made 
and connived at by the. Government and this House ? If the Govern- 
ment have come ‘to the conclusion that it is better to unreserve a 
certain portion of the reserves let us declare that that area is not a 
reserve area, We have on various occasions heard from the spokemen 
of the Government that there are vast tracts of land in the reserved 
forests which have been occupied by people with or without permis- 
sion. It may be right occupation or bona fide occupation under the 
law or it may be encroachment. For the purpose of my argument, 
here, the way in which the particular people came into possession 
of those lands is not of course germane. My position-now is, as a 
matter of fact, vast tracts of reserve area are in the possession of. 
private citizens. Taking note of that fact, I would request this House 
and the Government to take steps to see that those areas are properly 
demarcated and properly settled. If by enquiry, the Government 
and the authorities concerned come to the conclusion that there are 

unauthorised encroachments and the occupants are not entitled to 

get those lands, the law must be set in motion and they must be - 
evicted. If, on the other hand, they come to the conclusion that 
the occupants are entitled to get possession of the lands , on some 
basis, that must be allowed according to the land policy which’ the 

Government may lay down. : 


In this connection, Sir, I would like to make one observation. 
When I say that land must be resumed if there is unauthorised en- 
croachment, a charge may be made by any erudite scholar on socialism 
that a member of the Socialist Party is saying that people must be 
evicted and that is not socialism. I may at the outset confess that 
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Iam not a master of any theory of socialism nor, for that matter, 
any economic thgory nor can I follow the hon: Member in his remarks, 
I am an ordinary citizen reacting to the existing conditions. Learned 
people, erudite people and people who are ‘thorough masters of 
economic facts and theories may postulate that, but that is not a charge 
to which I lay myself open, but at the same time, I have to say that if 
the encroachment is found to be illegal, then ‘it is the duty of the 
Government to resume those lands and have them settled. That 
is a course which I think this Government should take now, and the 
Government must do it in the interests of the country, 


‘ 


Then, Sir, I refer to the preservation of forests. ‘It is a very 
great danger if the reserved area is not marked out and démarcated 
and if the rules are not properly enforced. Under the Forest Act, 
any man entering a reserve without permission of the forest authority 
is liable to prosecution and punishment. Now, reserved area ‘is 
neither reserved area nor private area. If you leave it like that, 
people would enter the reserves and commit mischief. That danger 
must be taken note of. _ If, suppose, inside the reserve area a particular 
area is being occupied by some people, they will have necessarily to go 
to their houses and return to the reserve, and thus have access to the 
.public. That means they will be setting up a road through the 
reserve. They cannot be proceeded against according to the rules 
. that they are encroaching or trespassing on reserve lands. So, 
‘they are not liable to punishment, or it will be impossible for the 
Department to enforce the rules as they exist today.. Therefore, 
if they survey the encroached area or the occupied land and declare 
it to be unreserved area and have proper allocation for the way also 
it will be alright. Therefore, to avoid further waste and encroach- 
ment-on the reserve, this settlement must be begun early and must 
be done.’ For doing that, we have provisions made in the budget 
for the, last two years, for a special survey party to survey the area 
and provision even for additional staff for this purpose has been made. 
Let something be done. Let not things hang fire. It is in the interests - 
of this country. It is not a matter for any particular individual. 

. Whether such thirigs are connived at by an individual who may 
be a party to the injustice or not, at this moment, it is*the duty 

. of the Members of this House and every-citizen of the State to sée 
that our national wealth is preserved and protected. 

Then; Sir, as regards one or two other points also, I would 
like to say afew words. As far as Forest development is concerned,— 
{ was trying to look up the report of the Department for the last 
financial year, but unfortunately it. is not available—I find, Sit, 
out of the provision for development of roads and bridge construction 
in the forest.not much is being properly attended to. When w 
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have gone to the extent of unreserving forest areas and allowing 
occupation there and permitting regular cultivation and settlement 
in those areas, it becomes all the more necessary to construct roads. 
If we open up our forests by roads, that will be an easier method 
of exploiting forest wealth—I mean timber and other produce. 
That work is a very important work as the Public Works Department 
is doing for the public roads of the State. That isa very important 
thing for the development of the forests. A large extent of our 
forest is uneconomic for exploitation at present simply because of the 
difficulties of transportation. If easier, better methods of trans- 
portation are developed, the forest wealth of our country in the shape 
of timber and firewood could be more advantageously used for the 
benefit of the nation. Emphasis must be placed on this aspect of the 
question, and the development of forests by constructing roads’ or 
bridges—-whatever they may be—must be taken up—after thorough 
investigation. For this, adequate provision must be made in the 
budget and it is one aspect of the forest administration which should 
be undertaken and improved. I hope, Sir, the Government will 
think of doing what they can on these lines. 

Then I have to say a word on the difficulties which the cities 
are facing on account of the scarcity of fuel. It was said by my friend 
here that Government should itself arrange for the supply of fuel 
by opening fuel depots, What I have to say in that regard is that 
a planned policy should be adopted. We had fuel coups planted 
by the department for sometime, but that work has been neglected 
during the last two or three years. It is necessary that we should 
devise a scheme by which fuel could be made available inthe towns. 

Along with that, the regeneration or rather planting of new areas 
in the forests as fuel reserves is a matter which has to be undertaken 
by the Department. The Forest Department has grown in strength 
and ramification with separate branches. At the same time one 
regrettable fact we, notice here is that on the side of regeneration 
of forests, very little is being done. Attention has to be concentrated 
on that aspect: of the work, so that not only forests may be regenerated 
for timber but also for fuel. 


Government should not depend upon market price when they 
supply fuel.They must open supply depots or organise co-operative 
societies and sell fuel at 4 normal price. ; 

In this connection, I want to say a word on the subject of timber 
supply. At present, timber from the forest is exploited by the 
Government and the department sells it in auction. 1 admit that 
prices have gone high. The Department also is not selling the timber 
at the tariff rates which the Government have fixed for the locay 
consumers. The necessity of building more bouses is a very importan; 
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matter at the present day . In this matter, it is the duty of Gove. 
ment to sce that it renders all possible help to the people to construct 
more houses. It will be good if the Government can devise a scheme 
to supply timber to bonafide consumers for the construction of 
their own houses at a cheaper or at least at the tariff rates, pre- 
ferably at a lesser rate than what prevails in the market. As regards 
export of timber, we can hold it as a marketable commodity and the: 
department can’ make a profit out of it, but as regards utilising the 
national wealth of the country for the benefit of ihe citizens of the 
country, a right to which the citizens are entitled, they should not 
be asked to pay a higher rate. I can see that there will be some 
difficulties in this matter. For instance, a person may apply and get 
too c. ft. of timber at concessional rate and then he may sell it 
at a profit. I concede there willbe such difficulties. But it is cer 
tainly not beyond the ingenuity of the department to frame rules 
in such a way that the timber which aman gets at a concessional 
rate is utilised for the purpose for which he got it. _ With these 
words, I conclude. . 
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Shri J. T. Moras: Sir, I wish to say a few words on this 
“subject viewed from a different aspect of the question. Forest is 
the national wealth of a country not so much because it gives large 
quantities of timber or other forest produce, but more because 
it affects the climatic condition. The quantity of rainfall in a country 
is in a way affected by forests. Forests may not help the formation 
of rain-bearing clouds, but they help in the shedding of rain. I am 
not- unaware of the fact that there is a conflict of opinion about this 
question. _ Anyhow, there is a large section of opinion which holds 
that forests exercise a great deal of influence in stopping the rain- 
bearing clouds and causing rain fall. But apart from this, there is 
the othér point about which there can be no two opinions and that 
is forests prevent soil erosion. As we'all know and the agriculturist 
experts are agreed, it is the top soil which gives real life to 
the vegetation. If the top soil is washed away the land becomes 
“barren. Forests break the force of the rainfall and their padded 
‘floor absorb the rain water, thus preventing torrentuous flow of water 
which washes away the top soil But what we sce here is that 
large areas of forests have been given away. It is said that 30,000 
~ acres of land have been given away from the reserved forests. More- 
over there has been large encroachments on the forest area. I am 
_ glad that steps are being taken to evict those unauthorised occupants. 
Then there ‘iis the coupe operation and a very large number of trees 
are being cut down for this purpose. When a portion of the forests 
is taken up for coupe operation and timber is cut down, it will take 
30 or 40 years for the newly planted trees to grow to full girth. 
I should say that a very large number of our timber is being cut 
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{Shri J. T- Moraes.] 
down indiscriminately on this account. This coupe operation 
has adversely affected the rain fall and our soil condition. So I would 
impress upon the Government. to see that indiscriminate coupe 
operation is not allowed and as far as possible our forests should be 
conserved not as a source of revenue alone but as a factor conditioning 
the climate of our country. ;

Minister for Works and Transport (Shri Kalathil Velayudhan — 
Nair :) Sir, I move fora grant of Rs. 73, 79,000 under Demand 
- VI— Irrigation. 


Shri K. Kochukuttan: : Isecond it. 

‘Shri K. Balakrishna Menon: Sir, I move: 
To réduce the ‘allotment of Rsv 3,50,000, for Irrigation etc. 
Productive Works, Working expenses Y Ref 
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It looks like Government are laying more emphasis upon major 
virrigation works and not attaching the importance it deserves to 
minor irrigation which is necessary for giving immediate and speedy 
relief of the agriculturists. Take, for instance, the big schemes 
like the Peechi scheme, the Chalakudy scheme, the Wadakkancherry 
scheme etc., under the Five Year plan’ At any rate, some of them 
would take a few more years for completion. But in the mean- 
while there is the question of the scarcity of water and it is up to 
the Government to find out what exactly they can do in connection 
with that. I have already brought to the notice of the House even 
during last session that Government should have a classification 
of the brooks and other water sources to be found in the various 
parts of the country and then chalk out a definite plan that during 
the course of so many years they will complete, renovate or dig up 
new tanks where there is absolutely no water. Along ‘with 
this Government should supply pumping sets about which mention 
has been made in the report submitted by the Estimates Committee. 
With regard to this they say that some pumps are with the P, W. D.. 
and some with the Punja Special Officer. In fact there is no sort ~ 
of co-ordination whatsoever. Therefore, I would suggest to Govern. 
ment that with regard to pumping facilities, in the first 
place, Government should purchase more pumps and then centralise 
by keeping them under one Department. I do not think it will 
be out of place if I suggest to give the pumping sets on loan if the 
agriculturists are not able to purchase them. 


One other suggestion I would like to make is with regard to 
supply of electricity. Government should extend their electric 
lines as far as possible. ; . 

Then a word with regard to silting up. The rivers sometimes 
overflow and leave behind sand. This has to be removed. This could 
be achieved by giving loans to the agriculturists to divert the 
water rather than allow itto besilted up and ultimately damage 
the property. 

Usually when electrical extensions are carried out from one 
village to another they are taken by roadside. But if these exten- 
sions are carried along the river side and where there is facility for 
lift irrigation, people can use motor pumps or steam engines for 
yrrigation purposes, 

According to me, it is absolutely necessary so far as the ryots 
gre concerned that something definite should be done so far as the ° 
renovation of tanks is concerned. In the hope. that Government 
will immediately take into consideration these aspects of the irri- 
gation problem, I move this motion. 
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Shri Baby John : Sir, I move: 


To reduce the total allotment of Bs. 731795 eoo under Demand 
VIII by Rs. 10. 
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Shri.A. Thanu Pillai: Sir, I wish to say a word on this 
motion. Weare all aware that large amounts are being spent on 
account of irrigation, probably, considering the expenditure’ incur- 
red by Government, there may be ground for satisfaction. But 
what is doubtful is whether Government really pay sufficient atten- 
tion to thé real requirements of the State in respect of irrigation. 
As stated by Mr. Balakrishna Menon, these big irrigation schemes 
are bound to take time and we are ‘spending large amounts on 
these schemes. Whether these schemes they are going to embark 
upon have been investigated in all their aspects, I can’t say. 
For instance, have they calculated what would be the cost of irri- 
gating one acre of land ?1 think a question relating to this was put 
to the Treasury Benches even in this session and no definite ans- 
wer was forthcoming. The cost of irrigation for an additional 
production of one ton of rice was found to be Rs. 250, That is consi- 
dered to be the proper rate of expendiure by some experts. Now, 
what idea our Government have in that matter, Ido not know. 
It would be well they have some clear idea in regard to that. With- 
out knowing the actual results how can they justify such large 
expenditure they are now incurring ? Not that I condemn Govern- 
ment. probably, they have got some’ ideas only, and those ideas 
are not divulged in this House. Then again, nobody knows how 
far these schemes would be really successful. They do not know 
whether the areas that are contemplated to be brought under 
irrigation by a particular work ora project would be really bene- 
fited. How far there is scarcity of water, how that scarcity will 
affect cultivators from time to time; particularly, if the cultivators 
are induced to improve the land or convert garden land into 
paddy land, and then, if they find water is not available in sufficient 
quantity the result would certainly be.calamitous. Whether suffici- 
ent investigation has been made into all these projects that have 
been under rtaken, Tam not ina position to say, because: I know the 
hon, Minister will tell us that Government are expected to do 
- things properly. There’ is that comprehensive and round way of 
answering to out enquiries. The point Iwish to make out here, 
Sir, is in respect of minor irrigation works to which we should pay 
much more attention. The Minister may be ina position to give 
us a large figure—some 40 lakhs or so—provided in this year’s 
budget. But I want to lay emphasis on this. Now, we want to 
speed up food production. Of coutse there are two views in that 
matter of how far Travancore-Cochin will be able to solve our 
food problem, and whether at any time we are going to sulve our 
food problem. That isamatter of doubt. There are friends who 
entertain rather a desperate view on that matter. Personally, I 
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think that we should try to produce as we can, particularly in view 
of the fact that the Finance Minister recently told us that even 
though there might be enough paddy in India, there is the. very 
insurmountable difficulty of the question of transport. If asa. re- 
sult of big irrigation projects they produce enough rice in Orissa or 
in Bihar, the difficulty of transport is still there and that will affect 
the price of rice, But so far as we are concerned, wherever paddy 
is produced in India, that must be made available to us at a reasonable 
rate, Andat the same time, let us try to produce as much paddy 
as possible. Moreover, these big irrigation projects undertaken 
by the Government of India andother State Governments 
would take time to mature and we cannot indefinitely wait until 
these schemes bear fruit. The Food Minister told us that Rs. 17 
amaund of rice isnot ahigh price. We know definitely that it 
is too high a price for the ordinary citizen to pay. We must get 
tice at a much reduced rate and as quickly as possible. For that 
what we can doin respect of irrigation, the most essential thing 
for «us to do, is to speed up all minor irrigation works, This 
Government isnot doing that. That is a deliberate statement that I. 
make, My standpoint is that you are spending crores of rupees . 
on projects which. would take for their completion another 
two or three years. ‘Let the period be extended to six years, 
provided you should find enough funds to speed up all minor irri- 
gation works, In regard to this also there must be some definite 
schemes, But at present there is no scheme’ with the Depart- 
ment for Minor Irrigation Works. ' The schemes connected with 
Irrigation Works were under the consideration of the Government 
even many yearssago, But have they any definite scheme before 
them now? Take, for instance, the South Travaricore area compri- 
sing Chirayinkil, Neyyattinkara, Nedumangad and Vilavancode and 
the other southern taluks, How many irrigation tanks were repaired 
and brought under good condition? Even for repairing certain tanks 
how many years they took to’ begin the work? I ask, Sir, what 
scheme the Government have at present in respect of minor irri- 
gation works. It is all slipshod work they aré doing. Some supet- 
visor may make some recommendation and the Executive Engineer 
may. tell him to do as he recommended. Some other supervisor 
may recommend something also and his boss may assent and order 
the work to be executed according to his recommendation. What I 
say is that there must be definite schemes for this kind of work and - 
_ necessary funds should be found for that. This is what is happenirig 
not merely in South Travancore, but. in other parts of the State 
as well. . eo 7 
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Shri A. Thanu Pillai: I am coming to that. I emphasize 
South Travancore because the ryots in South Travancore depend very 
largely on irrigation tanks. I know that in some parts of Cochin 
and in some areas in the Kottarakara taluk cultivators depend much 
on irrigation tanks. You make a complete list of all the irrigation 
tanks which can be restored and the new ones to be constructed. 
Make an estimate of the total cost involved and see to it that in two 
or three years all these minor irrigation works are completed, 
That will be useful and well-considered work. Are the Government 
prepared to do it ?. They may spend 20 lakhs or 40 lakhs in a way 
which leads us nowhere. Let there be a definite plan and enough 
money allotted, and for this purpose even if some big projects are 
delayed, that won’t do any harm, 


In regard to the question raised by my friend, Mr, Sadasivan 
Pillai, I may say that what is being done now is that you improve 
some tanks and then leave them. That is a very irresponsible way 
of doing things. There is no agency to maintain these tanks when 
once they are repaired. ‘You leave the responsibility of maintaining 
them to the cultivators ; but they have nothing to do with it. 
That is the attitude of the Government. Government do not think - 
that it is their duty to maintain these tanks in good condition. That 
is not what we should do. .There must be an agency charged with 
the duty of maintaining tanks and ‘other minor irrigation works 
in good condition. There must be enough officers for that and they 
must be asked to attend to this. -Also, there must be regular inspec- 
tion of these tanks from time to time. ‘Whenever a tank is found 
to be out of repair that must be speedily attended to, You must 
not allow tanks to be silted up or to. lie in complete disrepair, That 
is not the way how these things should be done. If you want our 
rice production’ speeded up and that to be continuously satisfactory 
there must necessarily be an agency to look after this. Sir, not 
only tanks, any number of rivulets are traversing our State to the sea. 
All these rivulets may be bounded up at proper places for irrigational 
purposes. Mr. ‘Balakrishna Menon referred to pumping sets. 
I have had experience of how arrangements are made for pumping 
water for cultivation purposes. The level of the water in the stream 
may be a few feet lower than that of the paddy fields. Even this 
water can be pumped out to the fields. ‘What I suggest is that there 
must be enough pumping sets. But ‘they should not be concentrated 
in one part of the State owing to influence exercised by cultivator -

on the powers that be. There must be fair distribution in every 
district. Electricity may be made available wherever possible, 
Of course, that will come more or less early, 


Mr, Speaker : What about the cost of operation of these. 
pumping sets ? , . 


Shri. A, Thanu Pillai: The cost of operation —of course, 
if electricity is made available, the cost will not be very high. That 
will depend upon the circumstances. If the State can’ spend crores 
and crores on big irrigation projects, to take water available to 
cultivators of a particular area, | don’t see any reason why Government 
should not be prepared to meet the cost from time to time. Any 
way, I am not at the question of cost. After all, it is not going to 
cost a terrifying amount. If water is really made available by con- 

_. structing dams across rivulets and by repairing and maintaining - 
- tanks, the cost for pumping out. water may be partly recovered 

from the ryots and partly met by Government. “That is a matter for 

the Government to consider. We are at the question of supplying 

water. The question of cost is a minor detail. ‘Of course, the 

resourceful Irrigation Minister “should be able ‘to make necessary 

suggestions to solve this problem. I am of the view, Sir, that the. 
cultivators should be made to pay. : 


Then, in regard to lift irrigation, Sir, of course, various views 
have been expressed in this House. Some say that lift irrigation — 
is not successful, There may be difficulties in this process and those 
difficulties are to be overcome and overcome by experts. So, 
Yam of the opinion that wherever possible and wherever it would 
be helpful lift irrigation should be resorted to. With these words, 
I support the motion, ; So 
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*Mr. Speaker: Order, order. The hon. Member ‘will continue’ 
his speech after lunch.

Minister for Home Affairs (Shri T. M. Varghese) : 


Sir, I move for a grant of Rs. 6,87,000 under Demand XIV-Jails. 
Shri A. J. John: I second the motion, 


Shri J. Raghavan Pillai: Sir, I move: 
To reduce ‘the allotment of Rs. 5,53,000 for Jails by Re.- 1, 
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- Shri C. K. Viswanathan : I move. 


To reduce the total allotment of Rs. 6,87,000 under Demand 
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Mr. Speaker in the Chair. 

Shri Nedumangad R. Kesavan Nair: Sir, I support 
the Demand. I should like to make a few observations in the light 
of the speech made by the Rajpramukh that a committee for the 
reformation of the existing system of the Jail has to be appointed 
and that matter is receiving the attention of Government. A-few 
speeches have been made impressing upon this House the desira- 
bility of effecting an improvement in the existing condition of the 
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Jails. Some of them are not wholly unfounded. The radical 
evil that is in the criminal has to be explored into and it is unfortunate 
that we do not bestow the same attention for the reformation of 
the criminal as it deserves. Crime certainly is an offence against 
society. Punishments that are imposed on the criminals are more 
for what they have done. We do not enquire into the possibilities 
of preventing crime. There might be a number of reasons that 
might actuate these people who have committed offences against 
society. There might be economic or social or physical reasons 
fora crime. A thief steals because he has not the means to support 
his wife and children. A person inflicts violence because he has 
not got that amount of temper or that amount of reasonable thinking 
that makes him conclude that to take arms against a brother is an 
offence against society. If these reasons are explored into and if 
persons who commit offences are reformed within the prison by the 
prison officers themselves, the increases in crime could be avoided, 
and the on rush into prisons could be avoided. The unfortunate part 
of the prison system is that the officials who are in charge of the 
prison are simply made the custodians of the prisoners. The prison 
is intended as a sort of asylum for reforming the criminal. Persons 
who should set a sort of example to the inmates of the prison must 
be made the custodians of the prisoners. 


Shri A. Thanu Pillai: May 1 know whether the hon. 

Member is in a position to suggest means whereby the 

gP.M. services of advocates can be made use of for improving 
the offenders who engage them ? 


Mr. Speaker : The hon. Member may consider that question 
and resume discussion tomorrow. We will now proceed to 
Legislative Business.

Bills: Select Committee: Amendments beyond the scope of 
an Amending Bill. 

Mr. Speaker : The amendmént put forward is not within 
the scope of the amending Bill. I was stating that the amendment 
now tabled will not come within the scope of the amending Bill 
and I was stating my reasons how it will not come within the scope 


of the amending Bill. 
Shri N. D. Jose: Is it not enough, Sir, if the amendment 
comes within the scope of the Bill? 
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' Mr. Speaker: No. It is not enough.. It must come within 
the scope of the amending Bill. It is not enough if it comes within 
the scope of the original Bill which has been passed into law, It 
must come within the scope of the amending Bill.” 
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‘Section . 2. 


In this Act, unless there is anything repugnant in the subject 
- or cohtext, ‘holding’ means any immoveable property held 
under a single transaction by which a Jeasehold in the 
property is created and the possession of the property is 
transferred from one person in favour of the other. 
Explanation-......77 
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‘4n this Act, unless there is anything repugnant in the subject or 
context, ‘holdings’ means immoveable property held under 
a single transaction by which a right or interest therein is 
created and possession is transferred by one person in 
favour of another and includes property held on pattoms, 
otti, panayam with possession, and kanom not governed 
by the provisions of the Jenmi.Kudiyan Act, but does not 
include varom or pathivarom.” , 
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“Explanation : ‘holdings’ shall also include kanapattom, and 

any other demise of immovable property by whatever 
fame called with either of the following incidents, . 
namely :— 


(a) renewal on the expiry of any specified period; or 


{b) payment of customary dues ; 
but shall not include varam or pathivaram.” 
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Mr. Speaker : Before ! give the ruling on the point of order 
raised, the House may be pleased to consider what happened here 
when ‘the Bill was sent. to the Select Committee. The function of 
the Select Committee on a Bill is to go through the text of the Bill, 
clause by clause, and, if necessary, word by word, with a view to 
making such amendments in it as may seem likely to render it more 
generally acceptable to the House. Strictly an amendment which 
is outside the scope of the Bill or of the amending Bill niay be out of 
order and cannot be entertained unless a special instruction has been 
given by the House to the Committee. {t will be seen, however, 
- that in spite of the limitations of a Select Committee, ‘a Committee . 

has in practice considerable powers on a Bill. Besides, in this. case 
as has been already brought to the notice of this House by the hon. 
Member who raised the point of order, as to the scope of the 
Committee’s work, the Committee has been given, if I may say so, 
some direction by the Speaker of this House, that is by the House ' 
_itself. It arose this way: Mr. P. S. Nataraja Pillai, the hon. 
Member for Trivandrum, raised the following question: _ 


‘As the provision stands at present the Select Com- 
mittee is not in a position to go into the other provisions 
of the Bill as agwhole. So there is difficulty in discussing 
this aspect of the Bill with particular reference to al 
the clauses, Therefore my point is whether the Select. 
. Committee will be given a direction to review the whole 
Act in discussing the particular provision now asked 
for.’ 


The hon, Minister in charge of the Bill, Mr. Panampilli 

Govinda Menon, stated: “Government have 06 objec-.- 

. tion for that. The Select, Committee may be em 
: powered to go into the original Bill on this matter.’’ 
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The quorum will be five and the Committee will 
make its report before the 3rd March. The Select 
Committee will be competent to go into the original 

’ Bill when considering this provision.’’ . 

This direction of the Speaker amounts to an order or an instruc: 
tion on which the Committee has presumably acted. The Committee 
was thus empowered to go into the whole Bill and to make such 
amendments therein as they should think fit, provided the amend- 
ments were relevant to the subject-matter of the Bill. The amend- 
ments now proposed, | think, are not foreign to the amending Bill. 
In this connection, the title of the Bill and.also the Preamble of the 
original Act may also be taken into consideration for understanding 
the object of the original Act. There may be some distinction 
between the purpose of an Act and the scope of an Act. Granting 
that the present Bill extends the scope of an Act, it is within ‘the 
purpose of the original Act. So, ! am inclined in favour of holding 
it to be in order. 

‘If the House and the public at large did not get sufficient time, 
as.it-has been brought to the notice of this House by the hon. Member 
who raised this point of order, it is open to Government either to - 
withdraw the Bill as it is, or it is open to the hon. Members to make 
‘use of the provisions under the Standing Orders. 

Shri M. Gopalan Nair : I raise another point of order, Sir. 

Mr. Speaker : Please do not raise any point of order if it 
will be covered by the point of order already raised and the ruling 
given. | : _ : 

Shri M. Gopalan Nair : Unfortunately, 1 did not ‘attend 

~ that. ; 

_- My. Speaker : But you were attending to the ruling by the 
Chair. The point of order was that the Select Committee has gone. 
beyond the scope. ; . ; 

’. Shri M. Gopalan Nair : That is not my point of order: - 
Under Standing Order, 37, after the presentation of the report o 

- the Select Committee, if a copy of the report is not made available 
for the.use of Members for seven days,-any Member of the Assembly 
can object to the Bill being taken into consideration. The Select 
Committee “report was made available to the Members only on the 
14th and the 7th day may not expire by the 20th. 
2(156/V. . Hl 
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Mr. Speaker : That is one of the errors which is generally 
committed by hon. Members who occasionally absent themselves 
from the House. That was placed before the House, the House 
agreed to consider this amending Bill today and it was specifically 
posted for today. . . 


Shri P. S. Nataraja Pillai: Am I entitled to speak on the 
motion? 


Mr. Speaker: Yes. But before that, what is exactly the 
purpose of the hon, Member? 


Shri P. S. Nataraja Pillai: { am opposing the motion 
to take the Bill into consideration. 


Mr. Speaker: Yes. 


Shri P. S. Nataraja Pillai: Sir, I oppose the motion for 
consideration. Sir, now the present shape of the Bill seems to stand 
on a’suggestion which I made and was accepted by the House. [ 
made a definite suggestion that the whole Act should be gone into 
by the Select Committee when they considered the extension of 
time. There are great and serious difficulties. in the Act as it stands 
today. By the Act, we are staying the execution of decrees. On 
the other hand, there is no provision for the saving of suits from 
limitation. People who want to be saved from limitation have to 
fle suits. After having filed the suit and got a decree for rédemption, 
the person filing the ‘suit was prohibited from executing the decree. 
Limitation for filing the suit has not been provided. That is a 
difficulty which the people were facing for the last four years. In 
1124, When the Bill was brought, it was for 6 months, Sir, it was on 
the 19th of March 1949, When they brought in that Bill, the object 
of Government was to get some time to give them an opportunity 
to frame a comprehensive legislation on the tenancy problem. For 
that, they wanted a legislation to be undertaken by this House and 
then ‘this aspect of the matter was not very seriously considered, 
because it was felt by the House that after all we are only prohi- 
biting the execution of the decrees for a limited period of six months. 


Mr. Speaker: May I now just bring to the notice of the 
hon. Member the provision in Standing Order No. 37. :— 


“* After the presentation of the final report of a Select, 
Committee on a Bill, the member in charge may 
move— _ 

-{a) that the Bill as reported by the Select Committee 
be taken into consideration : 


LEGISLATIVE BUSINESS 1721 


Provided that any member of the Assembly may object 
‘to its being so taken into consideration if a copy. of 
the report has not been made available for the use 
of members for seven days, and such objection shall 
prevail, unless the Speaker in his discretion: allows 
the report to be taken into consideration ; or ~ 

(b) that the Bill as reported by the Select Committee 
be recommitted either— 
(i) without limitation, or 
(ii) with respect to particular clauses or amend- 
ments only, or 
(iii) with instructions to the Select Committee to 
‘make some particulary or an additional 
provision in the Bill, 

(2) If the member in charge moves that the Bill be taken 

into . consideration, any member may move as an 
_ amendment that the Bill be recommitted. ”’ 
Shri P. S. Nataraja Pillai: May I-draw the attention of 
the Speaker to Standing Order 42: 

** (1) When a motion that a Bill be taken into considera- 
tion has been “carried and no amendment of the 
Bill is made, the member in charge may at once move 
that the Bill be passed. 

(2) If any amendment of the Bill is made, any member 
may object to any motion being made, on the same 
day, that the Bill be passed, and such objection shall 
prevail, unless the Speaker in his discretion, allows 
the motion to be made. ”’ 


So, two stages are contemplated by Standing Order 42. 


Mr. Speaker : ‘‘ When a motion that a Bill be taken into 
consideration has been carried and no amendment of the Bill is made, 
the member in charge may at once move that the Bill be passed. ”’ 

Shri P. S. Nataraja Pillai: May I state my.point ? 

Mr. Speaker : It has absolutely no relevancy, 


The hon. Member wanted to speak on the strength of Standing 
Order 37. Ufnder Standing Order 37 when it is moved by the 
Member in charge of the Bill that the Bill as reported by the Select 
Committee be taken into consideration, it contemplates only the 
following procedure: The only procedure is that the Bill as 
reported by the Select Committee be recommitted either without . 
limitation or with respect to particular clauses and so on. 
And sub-clause (2) says that if the member in charge moves that 
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[Mr, Speaker.] _ 


“he Bill as reported by the Select Committee be taken into con- 
sideration, any member may move as an amendment that the Bill 
be recommitted. Therefore, my’ point is the present attempt 
of the hon. Member for Trivandrum is not sustainable under Standing 
Order 37. Therefore, he should yield to the Nemam Member 
to have his motion moved. 


Shri M. Gopalan Nair : Sir, I move that the Bill -as amiended 
by the Select Committee be recommitted to the select ‘eommittee 


My reasons are the following. On going through the history 
’ of this Act it will be found that the first Bill that was passed. by this 
House was one for prohibiting the recovery of properties through 
’ court for six months, whether it was a declaratory decree or other- 
wise. In igso ,the present Bill was introduced and passed giving 
a period of one year under which holdings alone were exempted 
and execution of decrees so far as holdings-were concerned were 
stayed for one year. Subsequently there were three amendments 
and this is the fourth amendment. When the third amendment 
-was moved there was a move that the scope of the Bill should be 
extended to cover certain other categories of land which were 
omitted. There are certain decisions of our High Court which 
stated tenures which do not come within the purview of the Act. 
When this Bill was introduced in the House it was moved that the 
Bill be referred to a Select Committee and accordingly it has been 
referred to a Select Committee. Then it was stressed that relief 
should be afforded not only to certain particular kinds of tenures 
which were declared to be exempted by our High Court from the. 
stay of Holdings of Execution but that sorne relief should be given 
to Jandlords who were suffering from the operation of the provisions 
of the Act, especially. the small land holders. There were cases 
in which they wanted the land for their own cultivation or for putting 
up -buildings of their own.. These were small land owners. It 
‘was on that understanding that the whole Bill was referred back 
to the Select Committee. -The scope. of the Bill was’ extended. 
Though kanapattom was included in the original Bill, a new defini- 


tion was given for kanapattom. The wording of the definition is 
as. follows. : 


“‘ Explanation :—Holding shall also include “kanapattor, 
and any other demise of immovable property by 
whatever name called with either of the following 
incidents, namely :— S 


‘(a) renewal on the expiry of any specified period ; or 
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(b) payment of customary dues ; 
but shall not include varam or pathivaram. ”’ 


‘So the word Kanapattom was in the original Act. But an explanation 
has been. added and by this explanation I apprehend. that another 
class of Jand tenure has been brought into the scope of this expla- 
nation and that is the case of transactions which are usually called 
in our parts as Ozti. Of course, a literary ‘translation of the word 
will be mortgage and mortgage is a loan on the security of immovable 
property. But so far as Otties of our place are’ concerned, i* one 
goes into the strict interpretation of the word, it will be found that 
it will come under the definition of Kanapattom. What I want 
to bring to the notice of the House is that most of these mortgages 
contain a provision for payment of what is called michavaram. There 
_is a provision which directs or makes an obligation to pay sirkar 
tax. It will say ‘‘ you are hereby directed to pay tax to the Govern- 
ment. Thé terms specify that I hereby undertake to pay the value 
of the improvements and if I do not pay that amount I shall give you 
a renewal of this document. _ What are called michavaram which 
come under the definition of nominal dues will come under this 
provision and that will very badly affect certain small landlords 
‘in my constituency and taluk. So, my submission, is that public 
opinion so far as this portion of the Select-Committee’s Report is 
concerned, has not crystalised. 


In this connection, I wish to bring to the notice of the House 
that the Report of the Select Committee was published on Saturday 
the 14th and it has not been published in the Government Gazette 
sent out to the various parts of the country. It should have been» 
published in the Gazette only by Tuesday the 17th. There is a Bar 
Association at Neyyattinkara. I enquired whether a copy of the 
Gazette was received by them. But till now they have not got a 
copy. .Then there is the First Class Bench Court. .I have made 
enquiries whether they have got a copy. Then there are half a 
- dozen Co-operative societies. They also have not so. far got copies 
_of the Gazette. ; 

There is an agitation going on to include Otties within: the 
purview of this Act. We will not be able’ to redeem Otties. I 
said at the outset that a moftgage transaction is a loan and generally 
these loans are- advanced for very urgent purpose and sometimes. 

the creditor advances money to the debtor on very disadvantageous 
conditions to the latter. Because the debtor is in urgent need of 
money .he succumbs to all these conditions witheut murmur and 
many provisions which are disadvantageous to the. debtor are inserted 
in these documents, If'this explanation is accepted I apprehend 
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{[Shri. M. Gopalan Nair.] . . 


that Otties will also come within the purview of this Bill. It may 
be argued that they will not come, But I have my own doubt 
about that. The whole thing depends on the decisions of our 
High Court. The provision “renewal on the expiry of any specified 
period ; or payment of. customary dues”’ is very harmful. 

Certain documents contain provision for rencwal on the expiry 

of the term. ‘‘ On the expiry of the term I undertake to pay”’ 

that may be interpreted as provision for renewal, If there is such’ 
a provision it will be impossible to redeem it. Secondly there is. 
the provision with regard to the payment of customary dues. So 

far as the Jenmi Kudian Act is concerned it has been defined, But 

so far as this Act is concerned it has not been defined. There ‘is 

_a Ruling of our High Court as reported in 1952 K. L. T. 224. It 

is a full Bench decision, Holdings (Stay of Execution Proceedings- 

Act (VII of 1950 Travancore-Cochin) $. 2 Kanapattom—Incidence 

of Kanapattam tenure—whether has the same meaning as in the Jenmi 

and Kudiyan Act. et 


‘“*Kanam is primarily a demise of land for enjoyment, 
although it is coupled with an advance of money 
by-the person ‘who takes the demise. But the income 
from the property will generally have no proportion 
to the interest the kanam tenant has to realise for the 
amount advanced by him. Usually a low pattom 
will be fixed as payable to Jenmi. The relationship 
between the Jenmi and the kanam holder is more 
of the nature of landlord and.tenant than that of 
debtor and creditor. This feature of the transaction 
is recognised by the payment of customary dues to 
the Jenmi by the tenant in the form of ‘kalcha etc. 
during Onam and other festival in the Jenmi’s 
family. The right of the tenant to be in possession 
of the property for.a period of not Jess than 12 years 

. is an essential feature of the transaction, and when 
"the demise is renewed at the expiry of the term the 
Jenmi has to be paid a renewal fee. It will thus 
be seen that while a kanam. transaction has the inci- 
dence of possessory mortgage dominant feature of 
the transaction is that of a lease. The question 
whether a particular transaction is a kanam or a 
mortgage will have to be decided on the basis of 
the main features of the transaction. The nomen- 
clature of the document will not be 2 decisive test, ”’

That is what is laid down in the High Court decision, - Enjoyment 
for a period of 12 years, is one of the many conditions, The pro- 
vision for renewal is another condition. But so far as this expla- 
nation is concerned those two provisions are absént. i think the 
decision referred to. by me was before the Select Committee. It 
contained some eminent. lawyers of the House. But unfortunately 
the.provision has been omitted. In any case when there is a decision 
of the High Court about the definition of the words “ customary 
dues’ when an amendment is considered by the Select Committee, 
they should-have taken this decision into consideration. They 
ought to have adopted this decision and tried to conform to the 
provisions of the Bill. But unfortunately that has not been the 
ase here. I would have no objection if Kanapattom had been 
defined as in the decision referred to by me. There must be a 
provision for renewal. The property must be held for 12 years. 
Renewal must be one of the necessary incredements of the document. 
But that does not unfortunately find a place. That is one of the main 
reasons for objection. Another reason is that customary dues 
is a term which can be interpreted either way. So far as mortgage. 
is concerned he can say that there is no provision for payment of — 
customery dues. I have been paying this customery dues. I have 
paid the customary dues on the last Onam day. I paid some cocoanuts. 
On the birthday of the Jenmi I presented him with some cloth and 
of on. So the. absence of the definition of customary dues creates 
some difficulty. One of the aspect of the High Court decision 
was. that the relationship should be taken into consideration whether 
it is that of a debtor and creditor or that of a Jenmi and kudiyan, 
Formerly this state consisted of so many petty states and there 
were so many subordinate rulers. When Veera Martanda Varma 
Raja came into power -he conquered all these subordinate rulers 
and all the lands were vested with the Government and the only 
class of landlords existing were the Jenmies. There was no inter- 
mediary class so far as original Travancore was concerned. Then 
there was the Ettuveettil Pillamars and the Madampies. They were 
exterminated. There was a number of tenants who lived in their 
properties. There was no density of population in those days, 
They formed one of the incidence of relationship of the landlord 
and the-tenant. That particular aspect has to be borne in mind. 
Is it a relationship between the landlord and the tenant or some- 
thing else ? So, many men go into the properties and live there 
under the protection of the landlord. But here by this Bill the 
creditor is sought to be protected against the. debtor.. What f 
submit is that more leniency should be afforded to the debtor, 
Here, in this Bill by including Oities also in the explanatory section 
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we are giving the creditor certain advantages which I say under the 
Constitution is discriminatory. According to the Fundamental 

Rights as given in the Constitution, I can dispose of my land as 1 

like. But unfortunately the Select Committee lost sight of the 

- particular aspect of the High Court’s ruling in respect of the pay: 
ment of customary dues, and the provision for the enjoyment of 
the property for 12 years and they have inserted this clause which 

is neither wise, prudent or just. There is a hubub in the country, 
Sir, that if this Bill is passed the small holders will not be able to 

redeem their properties. A man may have mortgaged his property 

for Rs, 500 when the price ‘of cocoanuts was Rs. 1} per roo and 

when he goes to the mortgagee with money to redeem his property 

when the price of cocoariut has risen this provision in the Bill will 

not allow him to do so. The mortgagee may say that it is a kana- 

pattam and fight and take the case higher up to the High Court 

even. The poor man who has given his property in times of need 

will have to lose it for ever for no fault of his. Sir, a widespread 
agitation is going on outside against. this Bill. In view of the fact 

that there is no sufficient publication of the Report of the Select 

Committee we are not able to know the reaction of this Bill among 

the public. Sir, we can extend the period of the Ordinance by 

three months. Even we.can adjourn the consideration of this Bill 

in this session. As a last alternative we are prepared to sit for 

a few days more undergoing this torture if necessary. And, I submit 

that this Bill may be recommitted to the Select Committee and 

in the meanwhile sufficient public opinion may be collected and 

studied before we adopt any definite provisions, If this is rushed 

through the House with its brute majority that will create very" 
undesirable, developments. So, I move, Sir, that this Bill may be 

recommitted to the Select Committee. 


Shri Nedumangad R. Kesavan Nair: Sir, this legis- 
‘lation is.mainly intended to ameliorate the conditions of certain 
tenants who are holding lands. It was introduced in 1950 when 
there was a provision in it that spécified that a class of tenure, namely, 
_lease-holds shall not be redeemed. The particular tenure was further 
clarified by stating that pathivarams shall not find a place among 
lease-holds and kanapattam Was included. There are two classes 
of people who were involved in this ; the landlord eager to redeem 
his tenant and the tenant unwilling to surrender possession of the 
holding. The State took the casé of the tenant and said that “‘ for 
a period of one year till we make a legislation for the amelioration 
of the tenants, the eviction of a holding of a particular nature shal] 
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be stayed. ’? Somehow it was not possible for that legislation 
to be passed before March 25, 1951. So, another legislation was 
brought wherein it was specifically stated that the Bill as it stands 
without any change in the nature of the tenure shall be extended 
for one more year. Then also it was not contemplated by anyone 
that any particular kind of tenure over and above that is specified 
in Act VIII of 1950 would be included. Somehow, one more year 
elapsed and the much thought of legislation was not introduced. 
Then an Ordinance had to be brought in. Before the expiry of the 
Ordinance a further legislation was brought in and there also nothing 
further than the extension of titne was contemplated. I am re- 
peating this, Sir, with a definite purpose.to point out-to the House 
that there could possibly be no justification for bringing in certain 
additional tenures also in the present Bill on: the 14th March 1953 
which was not required for the past three years. In 1952 when 
it was found that a further period was necessary, the Treasury Bench 
has brought a further legislation today saying that the period should 
be extended for one more year. Sir, the hon. Member for Trivan- 
drum made certain observations on this last time and you gave a 
ruling that the whole Bill may be considered. It was after that, 
the object of the present Bill is made known. I am advisedly referr- 
ing to this fact, because, believe me, Sir, that there is a strong section 
of the people who are eagerly awaiting this much thought of Land 
Bill as also this Bill. It was under such circumstances, that the 
mover-of this Bill on the 2oth February 1953 has stated thus as seen 
from the Statements of Objects and reasons : 


“By the Holding (Stay of Execution Proceedings) Act, 
1950 as amended by Acts I of 1951 and VII of 1952, 
proceedings in execution of certain decrees in Civil 
Courts for eviction from holdings have been stayed 
for.a period of three years with effect from the 2sth 
March 1950. On the 2sth March 1953, the stay 

- of such proceedings will’ cease to have effect. It 
is therefore necessary to extend the stay for a further 
period of one year, so that, in the meantime, it 
might be possible for Government to take a final 
decision as regards the land policy that may be 
pursued and to introduce a comprehensive Bill 
on the subject. The present Bill seeks to. extend the, 
period of stay for one year more. 7 . 

It. is for the House to consider as to what has transpired after 20-2-53 

which would justify the present change in the definition of a holding. 

Of course, as to the legality, I don’t propose ‘to canvass because 

you, Sir, have already given'a ruling. 
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Mr. Speaker: Legality is not covered by the ruling. The 
ruling covers only the question whether this House is competent 
to proceed with the Bill. . Questions of legality are for the Court 
to decide. 


Shri Nedumangad R. Kesavan Nair: If it is so, Sir, 
1 doubt whether it docs not offend substantial provisions of law 
not to speak of the fundamental rights spoken of by the hon. Member 
for Nemom. Moreover, the change made by the Select Committee 
on the rsth March 1953 has brought about vital consequences. 
In fact, the present “‘ holding ”’ takes up every form of tenure by 
which land is held by a person. 

Shri G. Chandrasekhara Pillai : Sir, May I know whether _ 
the hon. Member is supporting or opposing the motion ? ; 

Mr. Speaker : Evidently, he is supporting the motion. ° 

Shri Nedumangad R, Kesavan Nair : The hon. Member 
for Nemomy said that the people of our constituencies have a right 
to know correctly what is happening here. Sir, we all owe our 
existence here to the people who sent us here. If you are going 
to do things in a haphazard way without letting the people know 
what we’ are doing here that will have serious repurcussions. For 
my part I would say that the time allotted for eliciting public opinion 
on this matter is meagre, more so when we are indulging on a legis- 
lation with such very, very vital consequences. I was at the point - 
of saying Sir, that by this definition or explanation of a “‘ holding ”’, 
any form of tenure is capable of being brought under that definition. 
It is stated that ‘‘ holdings shall include kanapattom ’’ that is as 
in the Act VIH of 1950. Further the explanation states : 


and any other demise of immovable property by what- 
ever name called with ‘either of the following inci- 
dents, namely ; 


(a) renewal on the expiry of any specified period, ; or 


(b) payment of customary dues ; but shall not include 
: “varam or pathivaram.”’ 


Now, why should this change in the definition of a ‘‘ holding ”’ 
be brought in for a temporary legislation. We have been told that 
there is a Land Bill on the anvil, and everything. will be kept at rest 
as soon as that comes. . An hon. Member of the Select Committee 
expressed his opinion that he is against such temporary extension and 
was inclined to have it in‘force only for six months. Another 
opinion. expressed was that this measure is a stop-gap arrangement 
intended to ameliorate the condition’ of the land. holders till the 
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Land Bill is passed. If that is so, I have serious doubts about the 
propriety of bringing this explanation which though not intended 
by the framers of the Act, is capable of bringing about very many 
mischievous interpretations and legal quibblings by lawyers. Now, 
it might be contented that by this explanation certain mortgages 
' might be excluded. In this Bill ‘‘ holding’’ shall also include 
kanapattom, and any other demise of immovable property by 
whatever name called with either of the following incidents, namely 
(a) renewal on the expiry of any specified period ; or payment 
of customary dues; Any form of tenure may be brought under the 
category of ‘‘ holding ’’ , which affords difficulty for the persons 
from whom redemption is sought. Ifa ‘‘ Kanam ”’ alone is intended 
it is coming under the category of (a). But it is a mistake as was 
pointed out by Mr. Sadasivan Pillai. Mortgage, or to be more 
precise, ‘‘ Otti and Kuzhikkanam’’ is capable of being redeemed 
after twelve years. 


Shri C. Achyutha Menon: Cannot the mortgagees have 
the mortgage amount also ? ‘ 


Shri Nedumangad R. Kesavan Nair: | do not say no. 
I was coming at the question of renewal. I was attempting to point 
out that almost all the mortgages that are in vogue in South Travan- 
core might ‘come under this sub-clause (a). All of them may be 
renewed on the expiry of any specified period. The word “ Otti 
and Kuzhikkanam’’ means that the person can effect certain 
- improvements on the land which he is in possession of. We come 
across several instances in South Travancore where ‘‘ c:agjg “2 ”’ 
has been specified in mortgages. - Such mortgages will become 
irredeemable under the new Act. Much difficulty could have been 
avoided if after clause (a) the word ‘‘ and’? is added before clause 
(b) instead of ‘‘or’’. Ido not propose to canvass the other 
difficulties that might confront us. As the hon. Member for Nemom 
said, some peculiar kinds of tenures are known to South Travancore. 
Different sets of motrgages are seen in different places. I heard 
the Nemom Member say that some eminent lawyers in South Travan- 
core were also members of the Select Committee. Obviously the 
‘Members of the Select Committee ignored the peculiar types of 
mortgages that ate in existence in South Travancore. Nothing 
is lost by prolonging this Bill for a shorter, period. Reasonable 
representations will. have to be made. . No doubt by the 25th ‘the 
period is to lapse but we will have to find-ways and means to bringing 
in the Bill before the 2sth. There is no use of going on without 
fully knowing the consequences of a legislation. It is high time that 
this House considers this aspect of the question very seriously. 
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Shri P. S. Nataraja Pillai: Sir, a leamed Member of the 
House has proposed that the Bill may be recommitted to the Select 
Committee. The hon. Minister himself made the proposition 
in this House, that this Bill may be committed to a Select Committee, 
It is true that I said then that all the provisions of the previous 
Act. must be subject to the consideration of the Select Committee. 
What impelled me to make that suggestion, I shall say now. But 
as I was saying’a few minutes ago, the first consideration which induced 
me to say that is that this Act provides only to stay the execution of 
decrees. On the other hand, there is no saving provision in the law 
to save limitation, or the owners of property who have leased it. After 
the period of lease is over, if they,want to regain that property, they 
can sue and get a decree, but they cannot execute it. Another aspect 
of the matter was that there was no provision to save the limitation. 
The Limitation Act will continue, and if it was a property which had 
been outstanding on lease for number of years,—twelve years after 
the period fixed—anless he files a suit, the adverse possession will 
run and the property will be lost. The limitation of suit is not saved 
by any provision of law as it exists. This temporary legislation 
was intended only to prohibit an execution and stay of the proceedings 
under a decree for eviction. But there is no provision anywhere in 
law, saving time for the man who wants to get a decree to redeem 
the property. That anomalous position was one thing which was 
in my mind when I requested that the Bill may be revised so that 
adequate provisions may be made to remove the legal difficulties. 

Shri E. P. Varghese : Is there anything prohibiting a man 
from suing and obtaining a decree? ~ 

Shri P. S. Nataraja Pillai : That is exactly what I say—why 
should a man be forced to file a suit and get a decree which he cannot 
execute ? If fromm the date of this interim legislation’ properties 
of such and such a kind are declared to be not redeemable, what is the 
effect of the suit? He can save that money. Why should he throw 

_ bis good money into a court and get a decree which dltimately may 
not be executable ? . 

Shri E. P. Varghese { The same thing for limitation also. 

Shri P. S. Nataraja Pillatz At least he can save the money 
in his pocket. But here , he is forced to spend money for a dubious 
suit. Ultimately when the land legislation comes, a class of property 
may become unredeemable. Why should a poor man be asked. to 
-waste his good money and get a decree which ultimately may not be 
executable ? Why should he, be asked to lose his money ? That I 
‘think is a very anomalous position as far as 1 am able to understand 
the thing. 
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Shri J. T. Morzes : Does the Member miean to suggest that - 
there must be one more amendment staying the suits altogether? | 


- Shri P. S. Nataraja Pillai: I will go to the extent of saying . 
that there must be reasonable legislation. A class of properties 
may be declared unredeemable. We can legislate for that. This 
House has the right of legislating and ‘declaring certain classes of 
tenancy as permanent.’ I am agreeable to that. I am committed 
to the position that people should not be allowed to take properties 
held by the poor people, from tillers of the soil back. It should 
not be redeemed if the owner is an absentee landlord. That, I 
can understand. .A landlord living on the sweats of a labourer, 
is not entitled to get back the land, I accept that position. But what 
I say is, here is an anomalous’ position in law, and that has not 
been provided for in the Act. When the Act came for further ex- 
tension of time, and when the hon. Minister who introduced the 
Bill was prepared .to go to the Select Committee, to fix the time, 
for six months or one year, I thought there was an opportunity 
for the Select Committee to rectify the legal flaws inherent in that 
legislation. Sir, what is the effect of this Act in the country now ? 
I ask the House to ponder over this question seriously. Have you” 
not by this Act created a middle-class who lives on the lease- 
hold properties ?, Are you now enforcing by this law that it is only 
the cultivator who can continue in the land? A man may have got on 
lease 100 acres or say ten acres from ‘‘A,’’ and he might have, leased 
it for ‘‘B’’ the actual cultivator, thus making a middleman’s profit 
by it. Why should you create a new middle-class, renteer, to live 
between the landlord and ‘the tenant ? Js not this the virtual 
effect of this legislation ? I say it not as a theoretical proposition, 
but as a definite possibility. It is within my ‘knowledge. There 
are persons who have leased out large areas of land, and the lessees 
have sub-let them, Now, if a decree is obtained by the owner, 
the lessee cannot be ousted from the property, as a middleman, 
he will be living on the landlord and the tenant. I would request _ 
my hon. friend of the opposition, Mr. C. Achyutha Menon, to consider 
. that aspect. Is it the position of the party he represents that middle- 
yoen- must be allowed to live between the landlord and the tiller, the 
actual cultivator and the proprietor? Certainly not, as far as I know. 
I do not believe Mr. Menon himself will accept that proposition. - 
But is it not the effect of this Bill now? That kind of iniquity, I 
thought, could be removed by sending it to a Select Committee. 
This interim legislation, was proposed for six months to bring in a 
comprehensive land legislation. It was said in the preamble of the 
first Bill which was introduced in.this House, that it was for the 
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purpose of bringing a comprehensive. land legislation, that they ap- 
proached this House for an interim legislation for a period of six 
months. And now, what is the preamble of the Act? ‘To stay 
execution of certain decrees,’? How did the. Select Committee 
members came to the conclusion that the object of the Bill was to 
settle the question of landlord and tenant rights ? Is there a single 
word anywhere there to this effect ? The preamble states: ‘‘To 
stay the’ execution of a certain classes of decrees.’’ 


Shri E. P. Varghese : May [ point out to the hon. Member 
that the preamble says’: ‘‘Whereas it is deemed necessary further 
to amend the Holdings (Stay of Execution. Proceedings) Act, 1950 
{Act VIII of 1950), as amended by Acts I of 1951 and VII of 1952,” 
etc. So, “‘holdings’’ has to be defined. 


Shri P. S. Nataraja Pillai: It may be. The purpose of the 
- definition, { understand. Its. purpose. is not te evict people who 
hold lands* which come under the definition of ‘“‘holding’’. It 
cannot include all the decree-holders. Even if they are decree- 
holders of this class of holdings we can make an exemption. That 
was the idea which prompted me. . 

Shri E. P. Varghese : May I know whether the hon. Member 
has tabled an amendment to fulfil this desire ? 


Shri P. S. Nataraja Pillai: 1 would request my hon. friend, 
Mr. E. P. Varghese, to wait till I conclude. The fundamental 
defécts of this legislation are: first, the legal flaw by not providing 
for saving limitations, and second the undesirable incidence 

. or injury it has done to the country by creating a rentier class which 
nobody in the country wants to protect. These two fundamental 
and inherent defects were seen in this Jaw. .When the hon. Member 
who introduced this Bill, as originally drafted, proposed that the 
Government were willing to send the Bill to the Select Committee, 
I thought there was an opportunity for the Select Committee to 
rectify the wrong and defects in the legislation. But, Sir, I am now 
forced to come to the conclusion, form the statements made by my 
friend, Mr. Menon, that there is an opinion in the ruling party to. 
widen the scope of the Bill. Taken with that, the proposition of 
the hon. Member to refer it to the Select Committee assumes much 
importance at the present moment, 

Sir, ‘I can understand ‘the desire of the hon. Minister who intro- 
duced the Bill as-a representative of the party in which there was 
a desire to extend the scope of the Bill to provide an. apportunity 
for it, At the time of discussion when the Bill was moved for the 
Select Committee, I incidentally made a proposition that the inheren, 
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defects of the Bill may be cured at the committee stage. But advantage 
was taken to widen the scope of the Bill but not rectify the evil. 
Whether that was done with a purpose or otherwise I do not wish to 
go into. As the Bill stands, the purpose for which the Bill was sent 
to the Select Committee has not been effected according to me. 
Some of the defects in the Bill have already been pointed out here. 
The amendments listed are pointers to that aspect. But there are 
" other aspects which ought to be considered by the House. The 
effect of the Bill now is that an owner who owns a piece of land will 
be deprived of it. We have provided for transfer of land. Under 
the background of a transaction if the land is transferred to another 
erson, the working of this law is to the effect that owner of the 
land will be deprived of his right of getting back the land. Suppose 
a man has 20 cents of land which he is not in a position to cultivate 


by himself. For a limited period he gives.on a lease. After some time, * 


the lessee can refuse to hand over the land though the owner has got 

a decree to evict him and thereby the lessee will be in perpetual 

‘ possession of land. I ask, is this the kind of land reform that is en- 
visaged ? . ; 

Again there is a rich lend-holder having 10 acres of land, who 
also wants to grab more land. Are we’to support the man owning 
10 acres and more and goes on accumulating and to forsake the ‘other 
man who owns a few cents, and not in a position to cultivate himself, 
being deprived of that land even? Fix the minimum land to be in 
a man’s possession at 5 or ro or even’ roo acres. If a man in pos- 
session of minimum average or less of property gives on lease a por- 
tion of his own for consideration to a man with a larger area and who 
refuses in the end to give back the land, should that man be protected 


or tolerated? Advantage is taken of this law by the bigger land-- 
holder to be in possession of land from the hand of the poor man. | 
Is that equity or social justice ? Is such a state accepted or tolerated. 


by my friends this side? Isay no. Certainly not. We want equity 
to prevail. Nobody from this side has said that such kind of people 
should be protected. The poor landholder is driven to be poorer 


than a labourer, Is that state of affairs to continue? ‘Sir, justice 


must prevail, Let me illustrate. A man who owns. 5 paras of paddy 
land and who happens to be a Government servant and if tansferred 
from his place, at the time of transfer, and ‘he incurs a debt as a 
result of which he hands over the land to another for leasé.. After 
serving in other parts of the country, he retires and wants to settle 
down. . At that juncture he is denied the Jand by the lessee. Is 
such a man to depend on the mercy of his relations ? Should he go 
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without the land? I know of some appreciable number of cases of 

such type. It is not from imagination , Iam drawing such picture, 

In this country in the southern districts we have a number of persons 

who have leased out their properties. It has to be borne in mind 

that such persons own only the minimum of Iand envisaged by the 

‘agyarian report of the Congress. It is only the minimum prescribed, 

according to the land policy of the Congress Committee, which is 

supposed to be the minimum for a family to live. This is the small 

parcel of land which has been acquired by his own labour. It was 

that kind of land which he cultivated for himself but could not do 

so for some time due to other causes. That has been transferred 

to the land grabber on lease who‘now refuses to hand it over to the 

owner. Is that social justice ? Should not such a man be given 

protection ? That is an inherent defect in this piece of legislation, 

That is causing real hardship to a very large number of people-in the 

country and as such the law proposed in the Bill must be reviewed, 
I thought the Select Committee will approach the question from 

all aspects of legal difficulties and will eliminate the undesirable 

effects caused by legislation, The injustice done to a certain class 

of people has been lost sight of. However the scope of the Bill 
has now been extended. Can transactions of a monetary nature 
be considered as a matter coming within the purview of the Bill 

under discussion ? Instances of class of transactions which are 
prevalent in the southern districts were not reckoned with by the 
members of the Select Committee. I regret I have to say that. 
It is for such.class of persons I am speaking now. Such a man is 
poorer than an ordinary labourer. I am speaking for a class who are 
actual peasants. They are the cultivators who own only the minimum 
holdings, I ask why should such a man be penalised, It is on account » 
of compelling necessities his land was transferred to another. It may be 
for medical advice or other necessities of life. I am saying this from 
Thy own personal experience. His property is given on mortgage. 


Shri E. P. Varghese : Legal defects can be cleared properly. 


Shri P. S. Nataraja Pillai: I fully accept that but I am not 
touching on that aspect. My lawyer friends alone can go into 
distinctions or niceties. But I am putting things from the common 
man’s point of view. According to me there are two alternatives 
and plead with Government benches to accept any one of them they 
like. There is the Bill as amended by the Select Committee. We 
do understand the necessity of having some legislation accepted by 

-the House before the 24th. That is inevitable. You cannot stop 
that. To go back will be more dangerous. It is not also wise,, 
"Unless the principle is Anally settled on a rational basis there will 
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be no peace. Any hasty step taken will bring hardship to the 


country. Unnecessary misery and hardship is caused in this: land 
as a result of it. I would suggest therefore to the treasury benches 
to extend the period of the provision by another 6 months or an year, 
There is the Five Year Plan. All the available resources of Government 
should be harnessed to solve the problem. Assurances have -been 
given by Government that the land will be finally shaped aright 
ag early as possible. How this Act may be extended for 6 months 
or a year. The original Bill as it stood contained only that pro- 
vision. That is what I have to say. That would save all difficulties. 
I request Government to consider that proposition seriously. It 
_ is not ina spirit of partisanship or party politics, that I say so. Such 
an opinion is not from this side or that side. It is only substantial 
justice that I want meted out to the poor man who is subjected to 
‘great hardship. For the sake of the man who has that only piece of 
land for him, 1 plead fot the sake of that particular class of men in the 
country. Take the opportunity to.do good to the country. Already 
there is dissatisfaction that a particular class of persons is being — 
penalised. Why should Government during these 4 years create 
a: new class? Why increase the boundary line of people who will 
now come within the purview of this legislation. Let us wait. for 
one year before we enlarge the scope of this Bill. Government 
and this House has the right to go into the whole question and settle 
“land legislation equitably and justly. That is qne request which | 
have to plead before the Government benches and this House. 


Sir, some of my friends on the Congress side, who spoke and 
who interrogated me, if read aright their speeches aiid questions,’ 
_I feel, are in difficult situation as regards this matter. So is it not 
wise for them to reconsider the position and approach the House ° 
for an extension of the period for a limited time and not to enlarge 
the scope of the Bill as being contemplated now? If the official 
benches and Government are not kind enough to consider my pro- 
position I support the motion for. the Select Committee. 


Shri Panampilli Govinda Menon: © Sir, I move that the 
question be now put. , 


Mr. Speaker : The Minister can ‘now say what he -has to 
say on the motion. 


Shri Panampilli Govinda Menon : Sir, T am glad I go 
an opportunity to hear the positién clarified from that side of the 
House. I may state once again with as much clarity as I may, the 
Government’s and the Select Committee’s intentions in this matter, 


i LEGISLATIVE BUSINESS 1739 


Mr. Nataraja Pillai the hon. Member for Trivandrum repeatedly 
stated that the matter has been pending for long before the country 
for 3 or 4 years. Now this is an interim measure which.is in the 
nature of stay of execution, a stay legislation that has been pending 
for long. On that matter, on behalf of Government, I plead guilty 
to the charge. But it is too late now to re-agitate that matter. 
Sir, the hon. Member for Nemom wanted this Bill to be recommitted 
to the Select Committee. For reasons given by the Member for 
Trivandrum and which I need not repeat, it will be disastrous if the 
‘matter is rescommitted back to the Select Committee. Then there 
was some discussion on the merits of the Bill. 1 can assure the House, 
Sir, that there is no controversy between various members who spoke 
on ‘the Bill and Government regarding this matter. Even in the 
original Bill it was stated that every decree for eviction of a holding 
will be stayed, From 1950 onwards that provision of the Bill is 
being applied. That is, a land holder holding a decree against a 
person in possession of a holding shali have his decree stayed. Now 
the hon. Member for. Trivandrum stated. that the stay ought to have 
been against suits rather than against execution of decrees. I can 
agree with him. If the matter were open; "could have proceeded 
with legislation for stay of filing-of suits rather than stay against 
execution of decrees. I suppose he will agree with me that it would 
be beyond the powers even of the Select Committee which were given 
such directions by the House to have a provision regarding stay, 
‘Therefore I do not want to- advert further on that matter. Sir, 
_so far as I have understood the matter, holding means—‘‘ aisgig’ ”? 


_ Shri A. Thanu Pillai : Could not a limitation be provided 
by Government for filing of suits in such instances ? 


Shri Panampilli Govinda Menon: With due respect 
to Mr. Thanu Pillai I.do not think it could have been done here. 
On the other hand, if it were legislation for stay of suits, some such 
provision could have been provided as a limitation. Here the pro- 
vision willbe the other way, i.c., limitation for execution of decrees. 
I do not think, Sir, subject to further light which may be thrown 
on the matter, it would have been proper to have a provision sus- 
pending the operation of rules of limitation in a legislation for stay 
of execution of decrees. As I said, the word holding gives the 
relationship between landlord and tenant. It cannot mean anything 
less. I would’ make it clear. If it were a case of stay of execution 
of decrees for redemption as contemplated by Transfer of Property 
Act or as contemplated under .Order 34 of the Civil Procedure 
Code, this House will have only limited powers. In that respect 
at is a matter which falls under the concurrent list of the Consti- 
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tution. Therefore, in the case of a mortgage, this House will have 
no power, Any legislation passed by: this House in the matter of 
mortgage will become law only after havirig secured the concurrence 
of the President. The President grants his concurrence to such 
Bill. That is to say, anything which this House may do in order to 
amend the provisions of the Transfer of Property Act will become 
law only if it gets the concurrence of the President. That is because 
the Transfer of Property Act is a subject in the concurrent list of the 
Constitution. So also if a decree for redemption is made under 
provisions of Order 34 of the Civil Procedure Code, then also, no 
legislation which this House may make with respect to that matter 
will become law until it gets the concurrence of the President of 
India, But let us see what is said in this piece of legislation. In so 
far as there is relationship between landlord and tenant with respect 
to a parcel of land between two parties where a decree for eviction 
is made, that decree may be stayed for a further period of one year. 
Such a provision was there ; in fact it'is all along there. In the 
Explanation to Section 2, it is said, holding will include kanapattom. 
1 must respectfully submit that when the hon. Member for Nemom 
said we have introduced a definition for the word kanapattom,: 
he made a mistake, because kanapattom has not been’ defined even in 
the Bill as prepared by the Sélect Committee. 


Shri M. Gopalan Nair: An extended explanation so to say 
can be given. 


_ Shri Panampilli Govinda Menon: From 1950 onwards 
holding includes kanapattom.. I am of course aware of the decision 
referred to by the member of a Full Bench decision of the High Court 
‘stating what kanapattom, holding and other things are. We have not 
touched it. This legislation which does not seem to give a new 
definition to kanapattomy tacitly assumes that the decision of the 
High Court, lays down the correct law, the acceptable law on the 
point. Therefore, even after this bill is passed, so far as kanapattom. 
is concerned, ruling made in the decision referred to will prevail. 
‘The Select Committee has not attémpted to make any new definition 
of kanapattom in the Explanation which already existed. There was , 
the reference to kanapattom.. Holding is referred to in the, main 
paragraph. In the Explanation it is stated, holding shall also include 
kanapattom but shall not inclyde varam and pathivaram, etc. 


As I said, the dominant objective of this legislation is to stay for 
limited period of decrees for eviction of tenants from their holdings. 
. There may be exceptionable’ cases of tenants who are not in actual 
possession of holdings like cases referred to by Mr. Nataraja Pillai. 
But such exceptional cases should not deter this House from enacting 
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a legislation staying eviction of decrees against tenants pending 
enactment of the Jand law, and tenant law, which we have in view. 
That is all what was attempted by the Select Committee. As I said, 
when I made the motion earlier today, every relationship which 
partakes of the character of landlord and tenant is sought to be 
eschewed, A landlord may be a rich man or a poor man as compared 
to a tenant. It may be that when we are on the provision of a new 
legislation, we may have to make ample safeguards to protect the 
poor landlord. My party and Government are at one with the 
Member for Trivandrum when he said that poor people who may 
have alienated that land should be protected and that there should be 
no sweeping law under which poor people are not given exemptions. 
But this is only an interim provision, a bill seeking for a limited time 
to stay operation of execution of decrees. But even for the limited 
time, if the plaintiff in a certain case who is a decree holder happens 
to be a debtor, that is to say, if he has got a redemption decree in 
the case of mortgage as contemplated by the Transfer of Property 
Act, either usufructuary or analogous moitgages, thn the report 
of the committee says that such cases should not be touched. Earlier 
when I made the motion I stated so in order to make the matter 
clear. I am inclined to refer to one of the amendments of today 
namely, amendment No. 6 tabled by Mr. Sadasivan Pillai, wherein 
it is said that a land has been transferred for a debt. In other words, 
where a mortgage hes been created and the relationship of debtor 
and ‘creditor has sprung into existence, then the provisions of this 
legislation should not be applied. Therefore 1 see absolutely no~ 
difference of opinion between the various members who alread 
spoke on the matter and myself. All of us are agreed that debtors 
‘should not be deterred from getting back that property from the 
creditors who happen to be defendants in decrees. We are all. 
agreed ‘on that. matter. This debtor creditor relationship is not 
sought to be affected. } a 


Then I come to the question of landlord and tenant. In the 
case of landlord and tenant, the object of the Committee as stated 
in their report and as repeated by me now are before you. Where 
tkere is relationship of landlord and tenant, then the plaintiff or the 
decree holder who has got the decree is a landlord and the other man 
is the tenant. There may be cases where when a comprehensive 
legislation is brought in, we may-be enabled to find certain landlords 
who may be landlords only technically and who are poor people. 
Persons of the description referred to by Mr. Nataraja Pillai, might 
have to be provided with proper safeguards when legislation comes. 
| put it to the House, is it possible at this stage when a stay is being 
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contemplated to make such nice distinctions, I think it is not pos-: 
sible. We have not decided as to who should be given protection, 
Therefore, I say, the best distinction, the best criterion, which the 
House can adopt now will be to say that wherevet debtor creditor 
relationship exists, there shall be no stay. Wherever landlord 
and tenant relationship exists, there shall be stay. On this aspect 
ofthe matter, I think every section of the House ‘will be agreed 
and when‘there were discussions in the Select Committee which 
was rather a large Select Committee representing all sections of the 
House, it was clearly understood that that should be our objective, 
That being so, it is but proper that this House should pass the Bill, ' 


Shri M. Gopalan Nair: This Bill affects the leasehold right 
and kanapattam, and under Article 254 of the Constitution, the 
Transfer of Property Actis in force, the Civil Procedure Code is in 
force and the Limitation Act is in force. All these are Central. 
Acts, and. we have no right to pass any legislation which is incon- 
sistent with those Acts.’ So, what is the effect of this Bill? 


Shri Panampilli Govinda Menon: But ‘viewed in that 
way itisalright. But there is no provisidn in the State. List’ of the 
Constitution where it is stated that agrarian legislation, that is Agri- 
cultural legislation, Debt Relief legislation, Land lord. tenant legis- 
lation, should not be undertaken by part B States. These legis- 
lations are within the complete purview of the State Legislature and 
when an Act is passed by the State Legislature, the question will be 
what is.the aspect of the law, whether. the law is intended 
to amend ‘the Transfer of Property Act , or whether 
this is a law intended to effect some agrarian. reforms. If 
it is the latter, then the dominant. aspect: of the legislation will be 
considered to be one which falls under one of the entries in the 
State List. Kanam, it is well known, is not amortgage under the 
Transfer. of Property Act. Kanapattam isa transaction of tenancy 
which is created by a process of mortgage. That is to say, the machi- 

“nery of creating a mortgage will be utilised by .the landlord in order 
to -transfer property from him to the tenant-that is the charactere 
istic feature of a kanom. The entry which I referred to in the State 
List is entry No. 18 ‘‘Land, that is to say, rights in or. over land, 

_ tenures including the relation of landlord and tenant, and the colle- 
ction of rents; transfer and alienation of agricultural land; land 
improvement and agricultural loans; colonization.’’It has been held. 
by the Federal Court and the various High ‘Courts that legislation 
of this kind’ will fall under entry No. 18 in List I, and the hon, 
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Member for Nemam who is himself a distinguished lawyer, may 
remember that when the Madras Legislature passed the Agricul- 
tural Debt Relief Act, although it sought to affect the Negotiable 
instruments Act which falls in the Federal List, still the Federal 
Court upheld that legislation, because it is put under some such 
legislation in the State List. My submission, therefore, to this House 
is that this bill need not be remitted back to a Select Committee, 
and when the provisions of the Bill clause by clause are being 
considered, I have absolutely. no objection to that procedure because’ 
Ido not stand to gain anything by taking a pertinacious ‘attitude in 
this matter to-adopt a course by which only the relationship of 
landlord and tenant will be affected by the State legislation.

Demand No.XIV—Jails—(contd.) 


Shri Nedumangad R. Kesavan Nair : (contd.\—I was just 
addressing the House on the desirability of looking after the criminals 
’ in prison in a better way. Now tlie prisons in our State are being 

ignored, Once a prisoner is convicted, it appears that the prison 
authorities are only intent on seeing that he is kept in custody for 
the duration of the period of imprisonment. That is not what is 
expected in a cultured country. The criminal in prison is to be 
reformed. The prison should be a corrective institution. I would 
invite the attention of the House to an observation made by Mahatma 
Gandhi, This is what Gandhiji says ; . ~ 


“Criminals should be treated as patients in hospitals, and the 
"jails should be hospitals admitting such patients for treatment 
and cure... The outlook of the jail staff should be that of - 
physicians in a hospital. The prisoners should feel that 
the officials are their friends. The popular Government 
has to issue the necessary orders, but meanwhile the jail 
~ staff could do not a little to humanize the administration. 
No one committed crime for the fun of it.. It was the sign 
‘of a diseased mind. The cause of a particular disease 
should be investigated and removed.” 


This observation is worthy of consideration by’ this. House" 
Just as we appoint Welfare Officers .in- Labour Centres, there is no 
harm in appointing Welfare Officers in prisons as well, They should 
keep themselves in intimate touch with the prisoners, should know 
their shortcomings, and act as a kind of liaison officers between the 
‘ prisoner and the jail authorities. Likewise the prisoner should 
“hot be madeé to feel that he is an outcast in society. His services 
_ are deprived from society, because he has committed in, indiscretion, 
but the ‘ circumstances under which the act was done, his mental

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condition, the scope for improving the prisoner and the possibility 
of returning him to society as a better man—these have to be consider- 
ed by no less a person than the officer in charge .of the prison. It 
is unfortunate that the practice in our’State is always to see that some’ 
senior police officer who knows only to guard the prisoner is appointed 
as Superintendent of Prisons. It will be worthwhile considering 
why we should not appoint persons who are qualified and can explore 
the possibilities of ‘reforming the criminals, Persons with better 
qualification—psychic qualifications—have to chose. 


Likewise, the persons who are employed in the prisons who 
are always in contact with the prisoners must themselves set an 
example to the prisoner. They must be able to advise the prisoner, 
put him in the right tract, tell him and convince him that it is wrong 
to commit a crime and see that he is returned back to society in 
a far better condition than he was when he came to the prison, 


It may be asked as to why I make this plea for the criminal 
in prison ? It is a matter of common knowledge that many persons 
who are committing crimes do not find their way to prison, because 
they are able to influence the authorities. There may be 
a number of reasons where certain persons are able to escape the 
clutches of the law. The ‘‘white-collared”’. criminals—they say 
so in America—about dignified criminals. Just.as you have crimes 
involving offences against. property, you have crimes in other fields. 
There are crimes in politics. The administrator who is corrupt 
is committing a crime, but all the while, he is able to prosper. 
I do not see any reason why a distinction should be made between 
him and the -criminal who stands in a less advantageous position, 
who happens to be detected because he is not astute enough or is 

‘ not able to command influence or is not moneyed. Again, there is 
the black-marketeer who escapes with his money. .The officer who’ 
is corrupt also escapes. Several other persons also escape because 
the complainants might be afraid of giving complaints against him ; 

so that it cannot be said that all persons who commit crimes are in 
prison. A larger number are outside prison. It is only a minority 
of these unfortunate persons who are incapable of evading the-clutches 
of law that are in prison. So, under the present set-up, you are 
making society lose the services of a few. 


I would also .make another suggestion, so far as the prison 
reforms are concerned. And that is that greater chances should be ~ 
afforded to the prisoners to mingle in society. If a long term ime 
orisonment is given, he is allowed to see persons only at long intervals, 


/ 
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Hence he becomes hardened. He is deprived of the finer feelings of 
life. He becomes a recluse from society and his life, after discharge 
becomes miserable to him. That is an unfortunate state of affairs, 
After the lapse of one or two years, he should be allowed to go on 
parole. -There must be somebody to supervise him, And if his 
conduct appears to be satisfactory, there is no reason why he should 
not be allowed to go back to society as a better man. 


Likewise, in the matter of making an association between these 
prisoners also, it would be advisable if a sort of discrimination is 
made. There might be certain hardened criminals who are in- 
_ capable of improvement. That is a matter of psychic treatment 
which requires an expert to see. If it is found that a person is in- 
capable of improvement it would be positively dangerous to allow 
him to mingle with the others because it is quite possible that he 
might use his influence in turning others also as bad as he is. So 
it would always be better if a more intelligent way is adopted in 
tackling the criminal in prison, For that, my suggestion, is that a 
committee has to be appointed to enquire into the conditions par- 
ticularly of the prisons in Travancore-Cochin, so that they might 
consider the possibilities of improving the life of the ‘criminal in 
prison——which, to say the least of it is miserable. 


Shri N. P. Varghese : The hon. Member has not answered 
the question put by the hon.

Minister for Medicine and Public Health (Shri V. Madhavan) : 
Sir, I move for a grant of Rs. 1,01,76,000 under Demand No. XIX 
Medical. . ; 

Shri A. Chidambaranatha Nadar : Isecond it. . 

Mr. Speaker: Mr. Nataraja Pillai, do you move motion

Shri P. §. Nataraja Pillai: Yes. Sir, ] move : 

To reduce the allotment of Rs. 2,34,900 for Medical Establish- 


- ment by Re. I. 


Sir, this is‘a demand for Medical Establishment, Superintendence, 
‘Direction and so on. One difficulty that is felt in this country 
regarding this Department today is about ;the ovércrowding in 
hospitals. In almost all hospitals there is overcrowding and that, 
to an extent that the outpatients who resort to the dispensaries 
have to wait for hours and hours together before they are able to 
get medicine. In the same way, people who, get themselves 
admitted into the hospitals have to be satisfied with verandahs for 
their shelter, That kind of overmcrowding has become chronic 
in this country. Unless some comprehensive plan is devised to 
relieve this kind of overcrowding in the hospitals it would be really 
difficult for the sick to get adequate medical aid. Two methods 
are open to relieve this congestion--one, by opening new dispensaries 
and the other by providing further-accomodation in the existing 
hospitals. If you look at it in that aspect, you could see that it is 
the duty of each District Medical Officer to submit a definite plan 
for relieving this congestion in the hospitals in their respective 
areas. If Government were apprised of this difficulty, by a Five or 
Ten Year Plan.or Scheme it would have been possible for the 
Government to provide further accommodation in the existing hospitals 
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or start new dispensaries. In the Trivandrum City,—~Sir, lam not 
exaggerating when Isay—in the General Hospital, the condition 
is this : an outpatient if he goes to get -his medicine, will be able 
to return only after a stay of a minimum of 4 hours. I have seen 
old men, out-patients, returning from the hospital after 1 p. m. 
In the same way, the overcrowding in thé in-patients’ section is 
very great. There was a time when people used to get accommoda- 
tion in the in-patient section by some influence, jor, rather, the 
richer class of people used to get admission in the in-patient section. 
1 don’t think that kind of thing has been completely eliminated in 
the General Hospital today. The present conditions there are 
such that even very acute cases are not being admitted into the . 
in-patient sections because of the real want of accommodation. 
Every bit of place available is being occupied. That is more due 
to the negligence of the District Mcdical Officers than the Officer 
in charge of the General Hospital. In the Trivandrum City ‘itself 
we have got four hospitals ,one at Valiathurai, another at Karamanai, 
a third one at Perurkada and the fourth at the Fort. If sufficient 
attention is paid to see that adequate equipment is given to these 
hospitals and adequate medical attention is also given there, certainly, 
the pressure in the General Hospital can be minimised to a great 
extent. Unfortunately, those hospitals are being starved. As for 
the Karamanai Hospital, it is accommodated ina rented building 
and there is absolutely no convenience there. That is why no one 
wants to resort to that Hospital. Suppose it is put on a better 
basis which will cater to the needs of the sick, that will auto- 
matically relieve pressure in the General Hospital. That is exactly 
the case with the Valiathurai Hospital and the Perurkada Hospital. 
The Perurkada Hospital is situated in a compound measuring more 
than 18 acres ; but all the verandahs there are overcrowded. The 
Government have not realised the necessity of putting up further 
buildings for that hospital. Neither has that hospital been provided 
with the very ordinary amenities. At present there are many 
female in-patients in the hospital. If my memory is correct, in 
reply to one of my interpellations, the Minister in charge 
stated that the average number of labour cases attended to in that 
hospital was more than 60 or 70. a month, Yet there is no labour 
ward there. There is no enclosed room in the Hospital for attend- ° 
ing to labour cases. Also, Sir, no operation is done in the hospital 
as it is not provided with surgical apparatus or equipment. Govern- 
ment have provided 4 doctors for that hospital and a District Medical 
Officer-in-charge. Yet there is no equipment there. This kind 
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of want of thought in providing adequate facilities has created much 
unnecessary congestion in the General Hospital. 


There is another matter which I wish to submit. From the 
Budget I see, Sir, that Rs. 2,75,000, a lump sum, has been provided 
for the appointment of staff etc. for the new General Hospital 
at Olloor. We have got already the Avittam Thirunal Hospital 
_ at Olloor and the General hospital attached to the Medical College 
there. I can appreciate very well if that Hospital is further developed 
and made a first class hospital not only of South India but even of 
the whole India. I will only be glad if we can make that Olloor 
Hospital attached to the General Hospital a really first class hospital, 
My difficulty comes in when it is said that a lump sum is provided 
for the ‘‘ New General Hospital. ’? Then what is the status of 
the old General Hospital ? Now, in the heart of the City, you 
have got a hospital with certain facilities and certain equipments 
to treat the sick people in the City. Does this proposal to create 
a new General Hospital mean that all the facilities and provisions 
available in the old institution in the City are going to be reduced. 
I can probably appreciate the creation of a hospital attached to the 
Medical College and that hospital being equipped with the latest 
appliances and other necessities for the proper treatment of the 
sick, But it should not, in any way, go to reduce the amenities 
and the conveniences of the people in the City get from the old insti- 
tution that is in existence today in the heart of the City. That is — 
one aspect of the matter which I hope the hon. Minister will be 
kind enough to explain in his reply, particularly regarding the new 
proposal now under consideration, whether the Hospital at Olloor 
is to supplement the existing one in the City or to supplant it. 
If it is the latter, what will be the position and condition of the old - 
institution under the new order of things which is now envisaged. 
Also, whether it is the intention of Government that there should 
be a new hospital with all modern equipments attached to it, and 
whether the existing General Hospital will also continue to function 
as it is now functioning. 


Mr. Speaker: Does the hon. Member wish that the 
Perurkada Hospital also should be brought in line with the present 
General Hospital ? 


Shri P. §. Nataraja Pillai: 1 should certainly welcome 
that idea. I shall only be glad ifthe present hospitals at Valiathura, 
Karamanai, Perurkada and the Fort are equipped with all medern 
appliances and amenities and brought on a par with the General 
Hospital. 
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Then, Sir, there is one other aspect of the matter which some 
of my friends were telling me. That is about the hydrophobia 
injection that is being done at the Public Health Laboratory here, 
In the Public Health Laboratory, for the preparation of: the vaccine, 
they take it from some animal. The carcass of these animals are 
burnt in that compound thereby polluting the atmosphere around. 
That is a complaint I had occasion to hear from my friends. If 
that is a fact, we should devise more reasonable methods for dis- 
posing of those bodies without causing nuisance to the neighbouring 
public as the locality is thickly populated. It would be better 
to adopt electrocution or some other method instead of burning. 


Then, about the drainage, I don’t want to speak at present 
as we had sufficient discussion on it the other day. . 


Sir, another matter to which i am compelled to refer herr” 
is about the Ayurveda College. Now, under the new schem 
of things the Ayurveda College is being developed and the Govern- 
ment are putting up a costly structure to accommodate the College. 


Mr. Speaker : I think the bon. Member is straying away 
from the purview of his motion. This is a cut on the ‘direction.’ 


Shri P. §. Nataraja Pillai: Sir, what I want to stress 
is that the course of study prescribed for the Ayurveda should be 
“ more or less co-ordinated with the course of study of the modern 
system of medicine, I mean allopathic system. The Ayurvedic 
students also will have to take a basic training in physiology, anatomy 
ete. as is given in the allopathic system. In this connection I would 
also point out that ifthe college for Ayurveda was near the Medical. 
College it would have been much helpful for this. The present 
building that they are now putting up for the Ayurveda College 
is about 4 or 5 miles away from the Medical College. The students 
who are studying the Western system of medicine and the Eastern 
system have common subjects to learn, viz., physiology, anatomy 
and so on. Could not the existing Medical College be made avail- 
able to the Ayurveda students for these studies ? Moreover if we 

are going to appoint separate professors to teach physiology and 
anatomy in the Ayurveda College that would entail unnecessary 
additional expenditure. But if we make an arrangement that the 
Ayurveda students can undergo training in these courses in_ the 
Médical College; that would save money for the Government. . 
So, if a building for the Ayurveda College is constructed near the 
Medical College as a separate block that would be cheaper, easier, 
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‘ ’ 
and best. I leave that proposition to the hon. Minister for Medicine - 
to consider. With these words I commend my motion for the 
acceptance of the House.

Older tenancy legislation everywhere in India thought 
more of rights in land. It created grades of tenants 
on the basis of the period of occupation, such as 
tenure-holders, statutory tenants, hereditary tenants, 
non-occupancy tenants and so on with varying rents 
and varying rights of transfer. It looked at the 
question as one of extracting rights on the land from 
a proprietor holding an absolute title to it. We 
have to view the question from the point of view of 
the agricultural industry. So long as the occupant 
functions efficiently, there is no need to limit his 
right of occupation through interference by a pro- 

. prietor, nor need the occupancy right be limited 
to tenants according to the length of period of 
occupation, though many of the verumpattam tenants 
will certainly be entitled to occupancy rights owing 
to the cultivation of their holdings through many 
generations. The ground of ejection of an owner 
or a cultivating tenant should be that hatlts a misfit 
‘for the job. The State should have the right to 
resume the land when it is left fallow, or not effici- 
ently used. The need for such restriction becomes 
all the more urgént as the penalising of sub-letting 
“(proposed in the succeeding paras) will be circum- 
vented by land-holders by keeping their lands fallow. 
Subject to State Control of proper land use, every 
cultivating tenant should get fixity of tenure. It 
-js on the basis of this principle that the Cochin. _

to every verumpaitam tenant without restricting it 

on the basis of duration of tenancy. But the Act 

“excluded kanoms and panku or varapattams. “One 

cannot understand how the lines is drawn in this 

respect. The use of the word ‘‘ licensee ’’’ for a 
crop-share tenant cannot convert him into a labourer. - 

A licensee is equally entitled to a fair remuneration 

-for his work, Crop-share tenancy is the result of 

unsteady yields from certain lands which do not 

lend themselves to be let on a fixed kind rent irres- 

pective of the quantum of yield from year to year. 

Small Jand owners enter into crop-share arrange- 

ments with their tenants when they want to get a 
greater share of produce by sharing it on the thrashing _ 

floor. Some others want it as they want to earn good 

profits for their advances of seed, cattle, credit, 

manure etc.. The system benefits the land-owner. 

in years of plenty and cuts into the profits of the 

tenant in years of crop failure or scarcity. We have 

elsewhere proposed the mode of fixing their rents 

for crop-share lands, If the crop-sharer is not a 

’ tenant, then what is he? Is he a labourer? If 

so, is it fair to pay wages for a labourer in the ratio 

of yields, reducing it in lean years and increasing it 

in years of plenty ? Is it fair again not to return to 

him his expenses of cultivation when they are not 

covered by the yield? Is he a partner in cultivation ? 

This means he is a joint-owner. Then the land- 

owner should share both losses and gains with the 

. _ tenant. In such case a crop-sharer is not a tenant: 
a _ The system of crop-share had its importance when 
the tenant depended on. the. land lord’s resources 

for cultivation, when cultivation expenses were 

little, when. the produce had not sufficient value, 

- - . when the area of holding was large, and Government’ 
‘ too ‘collected its land revenue as a share of the crop. 
The law therefore should define a tenant by including. 

; every person who is remunerated by’ a share of the 
: crop. This is exdctly what the Bombay Tenancy 

Act’ has done’ in the following words :— ° ~ 


9A. Gy A person lawfully cultivating . any land be- 
longing to another person shall’be deemed to be @ 
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tenagt if such land is not cultivated personally by 
the owner and if such person is not— 


(a) a member of the owner’s family, or 

. (b) a servant on wages payable in cash or kind 
but not in crop-share or a hired labourer 
cultivating the land under the personal 
supervision of the owner or any member 
of the owner’s family. 


This definition defines the persons who work on the lend, 


They are (1) the owner (2) a member of the owner’s 
family _ (3) a servant on wages payable in cash or 
kind but not in crop-share (4) hired labourer (5) 
tenant. If a person does not belong to the category 
of either the first four groups, he will be deemed 
to be a tenant. The onus of proving that a person 
is not a tenant lies on the land holder according to 
the provisions of the Bombay Tenancy Act. A 
suitable defmition which will not exclude ‘a crop- 
share ‘tenant: as a cultivating tenant will have to be 
devised, similar to the provision in the Bombay 
-, “Tenancy Act.

“ But both tenants and superior holders engage Panku- 
pattakarans or Varapattakarans. and cultivate their.

Shri M. Gopalan Nair :. With all respect to the Speaker, 
1 must be allowed to move my amendment before Mr. Sadasivan 
Pillai’s amendment is taken up, { want a ruling on that. 


‘Shri G. Chandrasekhara Pillai: The point is this. 
Suppose the amendment of Mr. Sadasivan Pillai is accepted, then 
the amendment of Mr. Gopalan Nair scannot be moved. — So, if 
Mr. Gopalan Nair’s. amendment is - moved and voted out, Mr. 
Sadasivan Pillai’s amendment can be moved. - If Mr. Gopalan Nair’s 
amendment is moved and voted out, it will not prejudice the amend- 
ment of Mr. Sadasivan Pillai.

Shri M.- Gopalan Nair: Sir, I move amendment No. 2. 
In Section 2, Explanation, delete the words ‘either of’ occurring 
after the words ‘ by whatever name called with. ’ 
The explanation, reads thus ; ‘‘ Holding shall also include — 
kanapattom, and any other demise of immovable property by what- 
‘ever name called with either of the following incidents, namely :— 
(2) renewal on the expiry of any specified period’; or (b). pay- 
ment of customery dues ; but shall not include varam or pathivaram.”’ 
My amendment is to delete the words “‘ either of.’ In the original 
Act, the word ‘‘ holding” shall also include kanapattom but shall 
not include yaram or pathivaram. ”” 


In the original Act, there was a provision that the holding 
shall also include kanapattom, but shall not include varam or pathi- 
varam, and all the rest of it, that is, ‘‘ and’ any other demise of 
immovable property by whatever’ name called, namely, renewal _ 
on the expiry of any specified period or payment of customery 
dues.” But this wording, ‘‘ either of, ’? is new.’ So, I object to 

this “‘ either of,’’ and I want to include all the incidents. - 


Yesterday, when we weré arguing this matter, the learned 
Finance Minister who is himself an eminent. lawyer said that they 
had before them the ruling in 1952 KLT (224) which I referred 
in my speech, I shall read the ruling again : 
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“ Kanom is primarily a demise of land for enjoyment, 
although it is coupled with an advance of money 
by the person who takes the demise. But the 
income from the property will generally have no 
proportion to the interest the kanom tenant has to 
realise for the amount advanced by him. Usually 
_a low pattom will be fixed as payable to jenmi, The 
relationship between the jenmi and the kennamdar 

tm is more of the nature of-landlord and tenant than that 
‘ of debtor and creditor.. This feature of the trans- 
"action is recognised by the payment of customery 
dues to the jenmi by the tenant in the form of kalcha 
etc., during onam and other festivals in the jenmi’s 
family. The right of the tenant to be in possession 
of the property for a period of not less than 12 years 
is an essential feature of the transaction, and when 
the demise is renewed at the expiry of the term 
the jenmi has to be paid a renewal fee. It will thus 
be seen that: while a kanom transaction has the in- 
cident of a possessory mortgage the dominant feature 
of the transaction is that of a lease. The question 
whether a particular transaction is a kanom-or a 
mortgage will have to be decided on the basis of 
the main features of the transaction, The nomen- 
 clature of the document will not be a decisive test. 
Kanapattom mentioned in the explanation to section 2 
of the Act must be kanapattom™not coming within 
the purview of the: Jenmi and Kudiyan Act, It will 
not be proper to give the word kanapattom as used 
in Act VIII of 1950, the same meaning in which it 
is used in the Jenmi and Kudiyan Act. The word 
‘Kanapattom’ is used in Act VIM of 1950 in the ordinary 
sense in which the term is used, viz., a transaction 
having the features of kanom tenure, ”’ : 


So, when the learned Finance Minister stated that they had 
before. the Select Committee this decision, and also when they 
made this amendment, that.is, ‘‘ by whatever name called, namely, 
a renewal on the expiry of any specified period, or payment of 
customery dues but shall, not include ‘varam or pathivaram, ’’ I 
doubted very much whether the statement is bona fide, whether 
the statement is correct, because the fundamental incidents of 
' kanapattom which were defined by their Lordships the Judges of 
the High Court—-it was a full bench decision—have been lost sight 
of by the Select Committee, The first thing that I want to bring 
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to the notice of this House is, it must be a demise for twelve’ years, © 
There must be a provision for renewal, There must be a provision, 
for payment of renewal fees. But what the House now finds is 
this : “by whatever name called with either of the following inci- 
dents, namely, (a) renewal on the expiry of any specified period 
or (b) payment of customary dues. ’’ So, the meaning of “ either 
of the following incidents,’’ is clear, namely, either a renewal on 
the expiry of any specified period or payment of customary dues. 
So, it comes within the purview of kanapdttom. If there is a renewal 
on the expiry of any specified period, that also comes within the 
mischief of kanapattom. But the High Court says that the right of 
the tenant in possessidn of property for a period not less than twelve 
years is an essential feature. This point of view of the High Court 
bas been nullified, because if any of these provisions are contained 
in a document—whether the document is for one year, four years 
-or six years or nine years—any period less than twelve years—even 
that document will come within the ‘mischief of the kanapattom, 
That is what I wish to bring to the notice of this House, 


Secondly, this clause does not contain a specific provision 
for payment of renewal fee. That is another important subject 
which ought to have been inserted and when the Select Committee 

introduced this ‘‘ by whatever name called with either of the follow- -: 
ing incidents, namely,’’ they have gone ,or rather, to be. more 
frank, they have misunderstood the very purport of this judgement. 
My submission is that the whole mischief of the clause can be recti- 
fied to some’ extent, if not to the whole extent, because, I Have 
- moved a number of other amendments also. [If all these amend- 
ments are read together, the whole mischief can be done. away 
with, and the clause can be brought into consonance with’ the 
judgement of the High Court. [I shall just read those other amend- 
ments—I am not moving them -in order to explain the mischief 
_ that has been caused. by the Select Committee. They are: ‘In 
Section 2, clause (a) of Explanation, substitute the word ‘and’ 
for ‘or’. ‘‘In Section 2, clause (b) of Explanation, delete the 
semi-colon after the word ‘dués’ ,and put a comima; and add 
“renewal fees or adakkuvathu.’? The whole explanation, as 
amended, would’ read thus: “‘ Holding shall also include kana- °° 
pattom, and any other demise of immovable property by whatever 
name called with the following incidents, namely, (a) renewal 
on the expiry of any specified period ;. and (6) payment of custom- 
ary’ dues, and renewal fees or adakkuvathu.’? These are the 
- amendments that I have suggested. . If these amendments are. brought 


h 
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into existence, along with this clause ‘of deletion of the words 
either of,” my submission is that #this¥clause will‘be more in 
consonance with and in agreement with the judgement*of the High 
_ Court. Unless this is done, this Act would be viewed as one which 
has forgotten or overlooked the provisions of the judgement of 
the High Court. So far as the High Court is concerned, ‘this House 
must remember one thing. That judgement was passed by Mr, 
Koshi, the Chief Justice, Mr. Govinda®Pillai and Mr. Joseph 
Vithayathil. What I bring to the notice of this House is that these 
three persons have been long in the judicial service of the State, 
Even before they became judges, they were advocates practising 
in various parts of the State and‘ they have first-hand information, 
direct information, actual experience, very long experience, with 
regard to these matters, more experience than any Member of this 
House. I consider the learned Finance Minister as one of the most 
eminent lawyers in this House, but I think these Judges are more 
experienced, more fit, to deal with these things than the learned : 
Finance Minister. And when the learned Finance Minister -said 
‘yesterday that this decision was before him, I really felt sorry, 
becatise he had unconsciously—I do not know whether it was deli- 
berate - made a statement which was not cofrect. When I went 
home yesterday, I read the judgement again and again and I wanted - 
to know whether I have really misunderstood the judgement, after 
he had made such a statement unconsciously or deliberately. 
Even now I am prepared to say that he made that statement un- 
consciously. J did not expect such behaviour from the hon. 
Minister, but I have to say that I have been misled. The House 
may differ from me. In fact, I had a serious doubt whether some- 
thing was’ wrong. with. my views on the matter, and I have been 
thinking as to why I should.not consult some of the eminent lawyers— 
not only: eminent lawyers but. people who have experience on, the 
administrative. side, and ask them what is the position. I have 
done so in fact, and asked, ‘‘ Sir, the Finance Minister, said so, 
Please help me ; I want to know whether I am in the wrong or 
whether the Finance Minister has gone wrong.”’ ‘ 


: Have I gone wrong or has the Finanse Minister gone wrong ? 
That is what I want this House to look into. We'want to see whether 
the present law lacks anything. J have not moved my amendments 
in respect of the deletion of the explanation. In fact, I want to 
move them for consideration., At the time I was called I was not 
available. Hence my claim seems to have been ignored. If my 
amendments are taken into consideration, it will be seen how the 
_ Government have gone wrong so far as this bill is concerned. I also 
. think it my primary duty to point out where and how they have gone 
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wrong. : Yesterday, the Finance Minister made an announcement 
to the effect that so far as this bill is concerned, Government are not — 
going to interfere with debtor-creditor relationship. I was very 
glad on that matter, I believe the House and Government must 
have fully heard the repurcussions which the Bill has introduced 
in the Trivandrum district and so on, Many public meetings were 
held in many places and there were mass petitions too. As a matter 
of fact, ] am not ashamed to disclose to the House that when I re- 
turned to Neyyattinkara I found a number of people waiting there 
for my arrival to enquire into the fate of the Bill, They were 
anxious to know whether kuzhikkanam will be included, or kanom 
alone will be another item in it and so forth. I told the people there 
that. there is the assurance of the Finance Minister that so long as 
there is debtor-creditor. transaction, these items will not come 
within the mischief of the Act. If on the other hand, there is 
transaction dealing with landlord and tenant, they will come into 
the picture. [had to pacify them in that manner. Jn that atmosphere 
they. were satisfied. . They were not jenmies but small landlords.. 
They left the impression that. Government have taken a reasonable 
view of the thing on-account of the mass petitions and public meetings 
held in connection with the Bill. In fact, from Mr. Sadasivan 
Pillai’s amendment and from what the Finance Minister said, I thought 
Government are prepared to accept it. It is something substantial 
and goes a long way to alleviate the sufferings and heart-burn of the . 
.medium class of landlords. Today, Sir, I find a different position 
from the Treasury benches,. I wanted to read the provisions and 
also compare the conditions. obtaining previously. The assurances 
given out by the Finance. Minister will not at all satisfy our require-. 
ments... My point. is that Government should do in the following — 
manner.:In Section 2, cluase (a) of Explanation, substitute the © 
word. ‘‘and’’ for ‘‘or’’?; and in clause (4) of Explanation, delete 
the semicolon after the word ‘‘dues’’ and put a comma ; and add 
“‘Tenewal fees or adakkuvathu.’? Unless this is done, no benefit 
will accrue to the people. The utterances of the Finance Minister 
will ease’ the situation and: that. is not much. For instance a. cocoanut 
tree is planted. For six years; there will be nothing from it. The - 
seedling will begin to yield only after that time and the tenant is 
entitled to usufructuary and other things from then only. This 
House’ must consider that aspect. There may be provisions in. 
documents for the debtor and creditor to act up to. Where the 
creditor agrees the debtor may not agree and vice versa. The question - 
of landlord: and tenant relationship has to be gone into. From‘time., -: 
~ immemorial certain customs. have been. followed... Such tradition’

exists even now. That is historical in character, Lands are intended 
for people to live in. Certain well established customs have to be 
built up in the relationship of the landlord and tenant. As a’ matter 
of fact, there is a story, which has been reported by one of my 
clients,. which is relevant to this occasion. The landlord goes and 
registers a document and goes to the tenant and tells him this way. 
“Look here, I have registered a document in the following manner. 
Are you prepared to accept the document?’’ . If the tenant says 
‘no’’, he will be tortured in those days. Things of the kind were 
happening then. They were not unusual. Therefore, what I 
say is, tenants are surely éntitled to some protection, , 


Shri E. P. Varghese : Does the member realise that what 
is stated in amendment No. 1 and the matter containing in Nos. 3 
and 4 are quite contradictory in character ? How is it the Member 
has changed his mind so quickly? The result of such reaction is some 
what difficult to understand. 


Shri M. Gopalan Nair : My first amendment is. : 


** In clause 2, Explanation, add after the word “‘kanapattom?? 
mortgage and kuzhikkanom more than twentyfive years old 
and in which a mortgagee has put up a building and effected 
improvements. ” . 


This amendment is made with a view to protect the people 
who are homeless. People who put up buildings and effect improve- 
ments in their holdings must be protected at all cost. That is the 
explanation I want to make. Eviction is already taking place where 
kudikidappukars exist even now. ‘These people are not at all protected, 
The Anti Eviction Act says that ‘notwithstanding any contract, 
etc., no person shall be evicted.’’ Therein lies importance. If 
the mortgagee puts up a building and lives there, he has to show proof 
as to how he came into possession of the property. ‘Even if he puts 

“up a building he is not entitled to the benefit. Such a thing is harder 
than what it was. He must be entitled to some benefit. In as much 
as he owns land and. makes improvements in it, he is entitled to 
certain benefit and it is that which is denied by the law. It is against 

. that I contend. on. 

Shrimati K..R. Gouri : Am to take it that the hon. Member 
has moved those amendments for consideration by the House ? 


Shri M. Gopalan. Nair : lam not moving them. My friend 
Mr. Varghese wanted an explanation and so I have stated what the 
effect of my amendments would be. Government should allow 
benefit. enjoyed by kudikidappukars to mortgagees also. There is 
no going back, *

Shri M. Gopalan Nair: The tenant who has effected 
improvements is entitled to certain advantages. He should be given 
all Ihave stated in (a) and (b) of the Explanation. In this connection, 
I will quote what Art. 254 of the Constitution says: I got the 
inspiration from that part of the document, The Article reads : 


(1) If any provision of a law made by the Legislature 
of a State is repugnant. to any provision of a law made by 
Parliament which Parliament is competent to enact, or 
to any provision of an existing law with respect to one 

_of the matters enumerated in the concurrent List, then, 
subject to the provisions of clause (2), the law made by 
Parliament, whether passed before or after the law made 
by the Legislature of such State, or, as the case may be, 
the existing law, shall prevail and the law made by the 
Legislature of the State shall, to the extent. of the repug- 
nancy, be void ;

The learned Finance Minister was telling. this House yesterday 
that so far as this provision is concerned, we are quite. entitled to 
-bring in some form of legislation, because it comes under item No. 18 
of the State List. State List 18 is this : “Tand; that is to say, 
rights in or over land, land tenures’ including the relation of the 
landlord and tenant, and the collection of rents ; transfer and 
alienation of agricultural land ; land improvement and agricultural 
loans ; colonisation.’’ The corresponding item in the Provincial ° 
List of the Government of India Act, 1935 is No. 21. Perhaps also 
the Finange Minister when he referred to this, has in mind certain 
decisions of the High Courts in certain provinces before the Indian 
Constitution came into force. There is a Privy Council decision 
reported in the A.LR. (34) Privy Council 72—page 72. Privy 
Council Appeal No. 13 of 1946.—Government of India Act (1935) 
gs. 104 and 107, ‘ 


“Section 107 has no application in a case where. 
the Province could show that it was acting wholly within 
its powers: under the Provincial List and was not relying 
on any power conferred on it by concurrent list and 
accordingly questions of repugnancy do not arise in such a 
case, There is also no room for the exercise by . the 
Governor-General of his reserved power under S. 104 in 
such a case.’’ (para 12). 

(b) Government of India Act (1935) Schedule 7, List I, 

Items 8 and 21.—-Land—meaning of—. . 

“Item 21 is part ofa Constitution and would on ordinary 
principles receive the ‘widest construction, unless for 
some reason it is cut down either by the termsof Item 21 
itself or by other parts of. the Constitution which has to 
bé read asa. whole. The particular arid limited specification 
of agricultural land proves that “‘land’’ is not used in 
Item 21 with restricted reference to agricultural land but . 
relates to land in general. Item 2 is sufficient to -give 
express powers to the Provinces to create and determine 
the powers and jurisdiction of Courts in respect of land, 

. as a matter ancillary to the subject of Item 21.’ 

Again, (c) Government of India Act (1935), Sch, 7, List I, 

Item 21—Mortgages of land,-whether included— 


? 
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‘“* Though there .is no express provision in. the. Consti- 
tution Act referring by name to mortgages, they would 
properly fall under Item 21 in so far as they are mortgages 

’ of land, though in. certain aspects they include elements 
of transfer of property and of contract. They form a 
type of transaction which may properly be regarded as 
sui generis incidental to land and included within Item -2: 
except in so far as they fall within Items 8 and ro of List Il 
which again contain an exception in case of agricultural 
land.”’ 

Mr. Deputy Speaker : Is the hon. Member going to read 
all those references ? 

Shri M. Gopalan Nair: I[ think I am perfectly at t liberty 
to convince the House of my. stand. 

Again, taking (d) Punjab Restitution of Mortgaged Lands Act 
(Act (4) AV) of 1935)—Act not ultra vires. 

“The main object of the Act is to "give relief to 
mortgagers by enabling them to obtain restitution of the 
mortgaged lands on terms less onerous than the mortgage © 
deed requires. The Act is limited to agricultural lands 
and as a whole it fell within the powers given to Pro- 
vince by Items 2 and 21 of List Il in Sch: 7. Government 
of India Act without any necessity to invoke any powers 
from the concurrent List, List I in that Act. The Act 
is therefore intra vires of the Punjab Legislature.” ; 

Why I refer to this particular Act is that perhaps the Finance 
Minister had this in his mind. There is another decision of the 
Privy Council of the same nature. Perhaps the Finance Minister 
had that also in mind. A.LR. 4j—Privy Council—Page 60, That 
refers to moneylenders. I am not going to. refer to the whole of 
it because some of the members are getting restive. So I shall only 
read the relevant portion. 

(Mr. Speaker in the Chair) 


Bengal “Moneylenders (Act 10 (X) of 1940) 


Ss. 30, 36, 38 and 2—Act not ultra vires— 

Government of India Act (1935) Sch. 7, List I, Items 28, 38;. - 
List II, Item 27. 

_“The Act is not void either in whole or. in part as 

being ultra vires of the Provincial Legislature. © The pith 

and substance of the Act being moneylending it comes 
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within Sch. 7, List Il, Item.27, Government of India Act, 
and therefore is wihin the competence of the Provincial 
Legislature and is not rendered invalid because it incidentally 
trenches upon matters reserved to the Federal Legislature 
namely promissory notes and banking in Sch. 7, List I, 
Items 28 and 38, Government of India Act.” - 

So that, so far as this debt legislation is concerned, there is a 
doubt expressed by some that it entrenched upon the Legislation _ 
of the Centre. I agree with the Finance Minister’s view and I want 
to bring certain other things to the House. After referring. ..... as 


Mr. Speaker : But may I know whether the Member questions 
the competency of this House to pass this legislation ? 

Shri M. Gopalan Nair: [am moving amendments 2, 3 and 
4. -But before [ proceed with them, I want to see whether this 
House is competent to legislate upon....4.........0045 

Mr. Speaker : This House is quite competent to legislate on 
_ this subject. It has been ruled that this House can proceed with it. 

The hon. Member may therefore proceed with his amendments. 

Shri M. Gopalan Nair: With regard’to this, I had a question 
relating to article 254 of the Constitution.............. ' 

Mr. Speaker : That also has been answered by the Minister 
.. in. charge of the Bill. This may be treated as coming under tenancy 
regulations, etc. Therefore we need not worry about the competency 
of this House to enact this Bill. Let us proceed with the subject- 
_ matter of the legislation. ; oo 

Shri M. Gopalan Nair: That is exactly what I wanted to ' 
point out. The position taken by thé Finance Minister is wrong. 

Mr. Speaker : I would request the hon. Member to confine 
himself to the amendment, 

Shri M. Gopalan Nair : Of course, if the Chair is insistent 
on that point, I shall confine myself to the amendments and not tres- 
pass into other questions. 

When these amendments were introduced, I bad an idea that 
the Government will be, only glad to accept them. 

Mr. Speaker : "That is all right. You can make an appeal ' 
to the Government and resume your talk on the amendments. 

. . A 

Shri M. Gopalan Nair : Not only 1, but the whole of my 
cotistituency. has appealed to the Government and many petitions 
have been sent to them from many parts of my taluk, especially 
.. after the statement by the Finance Minister that so far as debtor. 
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creditor relationship is cohcerned, this House or this Government 
are not prepared. to interfere with these things. The Finance Minister 
said that amendment 6 would be accepted. On going through the 


amendments and the Select Committee Report,.I feel that that will . 


not give the intended relief, because unfortunately, if amendment 
No. 6 alone is accepted and the others are thrown out, then the smal] 
landholders would be adversely affected. Their transactions will 
come within the mischief of the Act. That is what I have to submit. 
If the Government do not want to-deprive the poor man of his small 
holding, if the Government do not want to give undue advantage 
to the creditor, who-has some vested interest in this land, then, 
these amendments should be accepted as well the subsequent amend- 
ments also. The Government may think that coming as it from the 
Party opposite, the prestige of the Government would be lost. So 
far as matters of this kind are concerned, my submission is that the 
Treasury Benches should not stand on prestige. They should only 


take into consideration the question whether the present legislation . 
is exproprietory. This legislation is an important one; it precedes 


the land legislation. The people of my locality were feeling great 
‘anxiety, but when they heard the Finance Minister’s assurance 
that the debtot-creditor relationship would not. be affected, they 
: were greatly pacified, | 
But I find that they are going to be sadly disillusioned. So, 
in order to avoid any inconsistency, in order to avoid any vagueness, 
any, ambiguity that will arise from the wording, I have introduced 
this amendment, I want this House to accede to that, and omit 
the words ‘“‘either of.’ I hope the House will accede to this request, . 
With these observations, I conclude. 


Shri Panampilli Govinda Menon: I am extremely 
glad to hear from the hon. Member for Nemam that my statement 
in the House yesterday that the Bill does not seek (and it is’ not the 
intention of Government that ‘the Bill should seek). to affect the 
debtor and creditor relationship, has given satisfaction to the people 
of his constituency. I request him again to meet them ‘and tell ' 
them that Government sticks-to that position that the debtor and 
creditor relationship is not sought to be affected. © Yesterday, I 
said that the Select Committee had.............. 7 

Shri A. Thanu Pillai : Should not that form part of the: 
Act? . 

Sbri . Panampilli Govinda Menon: It will become 
part, of the Act. That is why I said that the next amendment of 
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Mr. Sadasivan Pillai will be accepted, Yesterday, in the House 
I stated that the Select Committee had before them the recent 
Full Bench decision of the High Court of Travancore-Cochin. I 
stated that deliberately and not by oversight, and I stick to that 
statement, The hon. Member for Nemam was labouring under a 
confusion that the Bill as reported by the Select Committee seeks 
to define kanapattam afresh. It does not do so. ‘ Kanapattam ’* 
‘is given there in the Explanation without a definition, and the 


result is that the recent ruling of the Full Bench of the High Court 
prevails. ‘ 


Shri M. Gopalan Nair : I-say ‘‘ Oni’? and Kuzhikanom”’ 
will also fall within the purview of the Explanation. . 


. Shri Panampilli Govinda Menon: It won’t ; because 
‘kanapattom’ is stated there. In section 2, it is a holding that 
has been defined arid in the Explanation it is stated that the holding 
will include ‘kanapattam’ . ‘ Kanapattom’ has not been defined. 
The Select Committee had before them the Full Bench decision 
referred to by the Member for Nemom. , The fact that the Bill 
does not seek to define afresh ‘ kanapattam’ means that the defini- 
tion given by the High Court in the Full Bench decision prevails — 
and if the question as to what is meant by ‘ kanapattam’ is re-agitated 
in the courts, that Full Bench ruling will have full operation, because 
a legislation which came later does-not seek to touch that ruling, 
- But what has happened is . this. The ‘holding’ will include 
Ranapattam and any other demise’ also. So ‘any other demise’ 
referred to will not be included in kanapattam, but it will be in- 
cluded in ‘ holding >; that is to say, other holdings, -other types 
of tenures than kanapattom will also be included in ‘holding’ if it , 
has any of the two characteristics referred to. If it is undoubtedly: 
a ‘holding ’, then there is no dispute. If there is a dispute on that 
matter then the Bill as reported by the Select Committee says 
that if any of the two characteristics are there, then it will be taken 
to be a holding. Therefore, the arguments advanced by the hon. 
Member for Nemarn based upon the recent Full Bench decision 
‘have nothing to do with this matter and the amendment which we 
are seeking to accept later will lay at rest any doubt which any one 
has. . 

Shri A, Thanu Pillai: Is the Member in a position to 
give instances of the kinds of demises which are intended to be 
included in holdings ? I want only some instances. 


|. Shri Panampilli Govinda Menon : For example, there 
is Vettukanam, Kuzhikkanam, Nerkanam, Nerpanayam. etc. 
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Shri A. Thanu Pillai: Are they not leases contemplated 
by the General Tenancy Act ? 
Shri Panampilli Govinda Menon: That is why we 
say the ‘holdings’ are not defined. “Then later, to say that 
‘holding * includes any other demise is a general ‘statement. 
To interpret the law, we enumerate certain things. These should 
be taken to be included by the term ‘holding’. Kanapatiam was 
already there, We wanted to dispel the impression, i. e. while 
kanapattam alone is stated, the other kinds of holding are not stated. 
In one word, Sir, the object.of the Select Committee is that evictions 
should stop till the legislation comes. Decrees for eviction should - 
‘stop, but decrees’ for redemption may be executed. That is what 
is meant by the statement that the relation between the. landlord 
and tenant will be taken in by the Bill but the relation between 
_ debtot and creditor will not be taken in. : ; 
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But ‘I may assure the hon. Member for Thuravur that a 
- kanapattam tenure: very seldom to my knowledge does furnish 
evidence of debtor and creditor relationship, It has got so well- 


defined that nobody will speak of kanapattam as denoting or evidenc- 
ing the relationship of debtor and creditor. 
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The distinction is this :. ‘Holding ’ is a general term. It 
will include kanapattam, it will include other demises also-if there 
ate these characteristics. Therefore, kanapattam is only one class 
of tenures included in the general term ‘holding’ . So in the 
main paragraph of the clause is defined the term “holding ’.” Then 
there is the Explanation which says ‘ holding shall include. kana- 
pattam’. * Holding’ is a bigger term which will ‘include kana- 

attam. It will include other demises also which indicate a rélation~ 
ship of landlord and tenant. In one word, the object of the Select 
Committee ~is that for a short period pending legislation perma- 
manently on this matter, all evictions ‘should. stop ; that is to say, 
all attempts by: landlords to take back property from the tenants 
by’ executing decrees.-should stop, but, redemptions may. proceed, 
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because redemption is sought by a debtor and not by a landlord 
I was interested to read in the papers yesterday—in the Hindu— 
a communication reported to have been addressed by the great 
leader of the Praja Socialist Party, Shri Jai Prakash Narain, to the 
Prime Minister of India. He said, as reported in the papers; that 
one of the things he would like the Prime Minister 6f India to do 
immediately is to stop all evictions. He had said several things, 
He wanted the Prime Minister to accept’ that suggestion that all 
evictions should be stopped.. That is, all attempts by landlords 
to recover property from tenants should be stopped: Now, here 
is an attempt in a small way to stop all evictions, Lo 


Shri A. Thanu Pillai: Does the Member know what 
interpretation he might have given to landlord and tenant when 
he wrote that ? Is it the small holder of Jand leasing or mortgaging 
a small bit of land to another person? Are such transactions 
contemplated by Shri Jai Prakash Narain when he said evictions 
-by landlords should be prevented ? Is there any warrant for the 
assumption that a person mortgaging or leasing an acre of land which, 
after all, is his entire property, should be prevented from recover- 
ing that land for cultivation by himself. Are such cases contem- 
plated by Shri Jai Prakash Narain in the letter wherein he generally, 
states that evictions should be stopped ? 


‘Shri Panampilli Govinda Menon: I did not say that 
Sir. That is to say, when it was-stated that evictions should stop, 
‘ it was not, . . ; 

Shri A; Thanu Pillai: If that is the way in which the 
Finance Minister has meant it, | have nothing to say. 


Shri Panampilli Govinda Menon: I do not mean it 
fn that way. Why do: you shoot into the gun ? Apparently, what 
was meant was that till the land policy was finalised; landlords should 
not be allowed to force the issue by taking possession of the property. 
That isto say, an interim measure should be enacted by which 
eviction could be stopped. At that time, in that process, it may 
not be possible.to make nice distinctions. Is it possible here ? 
Here, it is only a stay matter, an interim matter ; and if what the 

eople desire, what the Government desire, what all sections of 
this House desire is that there should imniediately be placed on 
the Statute Book of the State a permanent measure of land legis- 
lation, by doing it, we may look into all these nicg questions, It 
may be we are making only a broad generalisation. If it is the 
debtor and creditor transaction, then proceed to execute the decree, 
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[Shri Panampilli Govinda Menon] 


If it is the landlord and tenant transaction, then stay till the matter 
is finalised. That is the > object of the Bill as reported by the 


Select Committee. 
I, therefore, find it not possible to accept the amendments . 


moved by the hon. Member for Nemam. 

Mr. Speaker: Do you press your smendment, Mr. 
Gopalan Nair ? . 

Shri M. Gopalan. Nair: Yes, Sir. I have moved only 
‘one amendment -—-No. 2. I want to, move amendments Nos. 3
